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THE conqueft of Canada being atchicved, . , 
nothing now remained to be done in North 
America, except the demolition of the for- ^^™® ^" 
tifications of Louifbourg on the iQand of Cape Bre- Louif- 
ton; for which purpofe,fomeableengineers had been bourg. 
fent from England with. the ftiips commanded by 
captain Byron. By means of mines artfully dif- 
pofed and well conftrufted, the fortifications were 
reduced to a heap of rubbiih ; the glacis was le- 
velled, and the ditches were filled. All the ar- 

tillery, anlmunition, and implements of war, were 
conveyed to Halifax : but the barracks were re- 
paired fo as to accommodate three hundred men 
occafionally ; and the hofpital, with the private 
houfes, were left ftanding. 
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HISTORY OF ENGLAND. 

The French ftill pofleffed upon the continent of 
America, the fertile country lying on each fide of 
the great river Mifliffippi, which difembogues it- 
felf into the Gulph of Florida -, but the colony 
was fo thinly peopled and fo ill provided, that far 
from being formidable, it fcarce could have fub- 
fifted, unlefs the Britifh traders had been bafe and 
treacherous enough to fupply it from time to time 
with provifions and neceffaries. The fame infa- 
mous commerce was carried on with divers French 
plantations in the Weft-indies •, infomuch that the 
.governors of provinces, and commanders of the 
fquadrons ftationed in thofe feas, made formal 
<;omplaints of it to the miniftry *. The tempta-

the legiflaturc. The inhabitants of Martinique 
found a plentiful market of provifion furniflied by 
the Britifh fubjeds at the Dutch iflands of Euftatia 
and Curaijoa ; and thofe that were fettled on the 
ifland of Hifp^ola were fupplied in the fame 
manner, at the Spanilh fettlement of Monte- 
Chrifto.

A 3 grown 
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Ar.. 1760. grown infolent in the contemplation of their own 
formidable numbers, or by obferving the fupine 
indolence of their mafters, or ftimulated by that 
appetite for liberty fo natural to the mind of man, 
began, in the courfe of this year, to entertain 
thoughts of fhaking off the yoke by means of a 
general infurre6tion. Aflemblies were held, and 
plans revolved for this purpofe. At length they 
concerted a fcheme for rifing in arms all at once in 
different parts of the iflahd, in order to maffacre 
all the white men, and take poffeffion of the go- 
vernnient. They agreed that this defign (hould 
be put in execution immediately after the depar- 
ture of the fleet for Europe : but their plan was 
defeated by their ignorance and impatience. Thofe 
of the confpirators that belonged to captain For- 
reft's eftate, being impelled by the fumes of in- 
toxication, fell fuddenly upon the overfeer while 
he fat at fupper with fome friends, and butchered 
the whole company. Being immediately joined 
by fome of their confederates, they attacked the 
neighbouring plantations, 'where they repeated the 
fame barbarities, and feizing all the arms and 
ammunition that fell in their way, began to grow 
formidable to, the colony. The governor no 
' fooner received intimation of this difturbance, than 
he, by proclamation, fubjefted the colonifts to 
martial law. All other bufmefs was interrupted, 
and every man took to his arms.* The regular 
troops, joined by the troop of militia and a cori- 
fiderable number of volunteers,, marched from 
Spanifti Town to St. Mary's, where the infurrcc- 
tion began, and flcirmifhed with the infurgents : 
but as they declined (landing any regular engage- 
ment, 
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ment, and trufted chiefly to bufh-fighting, the An. 176a 
governor employed againft them the free blacks, 
commonly known by th6 name of the Wild Ne- 
groes, now peaceably fettled under the protedtioQ 
of the government. Thefe auxiliaries, in conli- 
deration of a price fet upon the heads of the rebels, 
attacked them in their own way, flew them by 
furprize, until their ftrength was broken, and 
numbers made away with themfelves in defpair; fy 
that the infurredion was fuppofed to be quelled 
about the beginning of May ; but in June it broke 
out again with redoubled fury, and the rebels were 
reinforced to a vety Confiderablc number. The 
regular troops aiid the militia, joined by a body 
of failors, formed a canip under the command of 
colonel Spragge, who fent out detachments againft 
the negroes, a good number of whom were killed 
and fome taken ; but the reft, inftead of fubmit- 
ting, took iheltef in the woods and mountains* 
The prifoners being tried, and found guilty of 
rebellion, were put to dearth by a variety of tor- 
tures. Some were hanged ; fome beheaded ; fome 
burned •, and fome fixed alive upon gibbets. One 
of thefe laft lived eight days and eighteen hours, 
fufpended under a vertical fiin, without being re- 
frelhed by one drop of water, or receiving any 
manner of fuftenance.

mulatto, Indian, or negro, Ihould hawk or fell 
any thing, except frdh fifli and mrlk, on pain of 
being fcourged ; that rum and pivnch houfes 
(hould be fhut up during diviiip fervice on Sundays, 

. under the penalty of twenty ihiUrngs 5 and that 
thbfe who had petit licences (hould (but up their 
houfes on other nights at nine o'clock. Notwith- 
ftanding thefe examples and regulations, a body 
©f rebellious negroes ftill fubfifted in places that

from thefe they made no6lurnal irruptions into the

Jikely to intercept this fleet ; and his difpofition was 
attended with fuccefs. The enemy failed from the 
cape to the number of eight fail on the fixteenth, 
and next day they were chaced by the king's fhips, 
the Hampfhire, Lively, and Boreas, which, how- 
evet, made little progrefs, as there was little wind, 
and that variable. In the evening, the breeze frefli- 
ened, and about midnight the Boreas came up with 
the Sirenne, commanded by commodore Mac- 
Cartie. They engaged .witli great vivacity for 
about twenty-five minutes, when the Sirenne ihot 
a-hcad, and made the beft of her way. The Bo- 
reas was fo damaged in the rigging, that (he could 
not clofe with the enemy again till ne\t day at 
two in the afternoon, when the aftion was renewed 
off the eaft end of Cuba, and maintained till forty 
minutes paft four, when Mr. Mac-Cartie ftruck. 
In the mean time, the Hamplhire and Lively gave 
chace to the other four French frigates, which 
Iteered to the fbuthward with all the fail they could 
carry, in order to reach the weft-end of Tortuga, 
and IheUer themfelves in Port au Prince. On the 
eighteenth the Lively, by the help of her oars. 
Came up with the Valeur at half an hour paft feven 
in the morning ; and after a hot a<^ion that con- 
tinued an hour and a half, compelled the enemy to 
fubmit. The Hampibire ftood after the other 
three, and, about four in the afternoon, ran up be- 
tween the duke de Choifcuil and the prince Ed- 
ward.

forts on the ifland, failed thither in order to attack 
them ; and their enterprize was crowned with fuc- 
cefs. After a warm engagement, that lafted fe- 
veral hours, the enemy's batteries were filenced, 
and indeed demolifhed, and the Englifli captains 
took pofTeffion of the four prizes. Th^y after- 
wards entered another harbour of that ifland, hav- 
ing firft demoliflied another fort ; and there they 
lay four days unmolcfted, at the expiration of 
which they carried off three other prizes. In their 
return to Antigua, they fell in with thirteen ftiips 
bound tb Martinique with provifions, and took 
them all without refiftance. About the fame time, 
eight or nine privateers were taken by the (hips 
which commodore Sir James Douglas employed in 
cruiflng round the ifland of Guadalbupe ; fo that 
the Britifli commerce in thofe feas flouriflied under 
his care and protedtion.

they had fct the EngliQi fquadron at defiance ; for 
the walls of Havre de Grace, and even the ad- 
jacent hills were covered with fpeftators, aflembled 
to behold the iflbe of this adventure. Having 
reached the river of Caen, they ftood backwards 
» and forwards upori'the Ihoals, intending to amufe 
Mr. Rodney till night, and then proceed under 
cover of the darknefs. He perceived their drift, 
and gave dire<ftions to his fmall vcflels to be ready, 
that as foon as day-light failed, they fhould make 
all the-fail they could for the mouth of the river 
Grne, in order to cut ofl^ the enemy's retreat, 
while he himfelf ftood with the larger Ihips to the 
fteep coaft of Port Badin. The fcheme fucceeded 
to Kis wifti. The enemy, feeing their retreat cut 
ofi^, ran aftiore at Port Baffin, where the admiral 
deftroyed them, together with the fmall fort which 
had been erefted for the defence of this harbour. 
Each of thofe veflels was one hundred feet in 
length, capable of containing four hundred men 
for a (hort paffage. What their deftination was, 
we cannot pretend to determine : but the French 
had provided a great number of thefe tranfports ; 
i^v ten efcaped into the river Orne leading to Caenj 
and in confequencc of this difafter one hundred

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An. 1760. were unloaded, and fent up again to Rouen. This 
was not all the damage that the enemy fuftained 
on this part of the coaft. In the month of No- 
vember, captain Ourry of the Adleon chaced a 
large privateer, and drove her on fhore between 
Cape Barfleur and La Hogue, where (he perifhed. 
The cutters belonging to Mr. Rodney's fquadron 
fcoured the coaft towards Dieppe, where a confide- 
rable fifliery was carried on, and where they took 
or deftroyed near forty veffels of confiderable bur- 
then. Though the Englilh navy fufFercd nothing 
from the French during this period, it fuftained 
fome damage from the weather.

. that no new attempt was made to annoy the enemy 
on Britifli principles -, for the furrcnder of Mont- 
real was the natural coiifcquencc of the fteps which 
had been taken and of the meafures concerted in the 
courfe of the preceding year. It will be allowed, 
we apprehend, that the expence incurred by the 
armament at Portfmouth, and the body of troops 
I there detained would have been fufficient, if pro- 
perly applied, to reduce the ifland of Mauritius on 
the coaft of Africa, Martinique in the Weft-In- 
dies, or Minorca in the Mediterranean, and all 
thefe three were objefts of importance. But, in

She died at a lodging houfe in Marybonc, 
haVihg declared, on hef death-bed, to an officer 
of her acquaintance, who vifited her from a mo- 
tive of humanity, that; (he had redeivcd her 
death's wognds at a bagnio, from a cei'tain young 
gentleman, • who feerfied to have mangled h^r out 
of meer wantonncfs of brutality. She hot only 
perflfted in repeating this declaration before diveri 
perfpns ; but conjured the officer to fee jufticc 
done upon the villain, who had treated her fo in-^ 
humanly. Her complaint was corroborated 
by the afleveration of htt own maid and atten- 
dant, who bore witnefs to her being wounded irl 
two different places. Thefe circumftanCes made 
fuch an impreffion upon the gentleman, that he 
stpplied'to a juftice of the peace, and obtained art 
ordjcr for taking up her body after Ihe was buried^ 
that it might be fubjefted to the cognisance 6f the 
coroner and his inqueft ; it accordingly underwent 
an examination, arid was fe-interred, after the jury 
had given their Verdift, that (he died of a riatural 
death. The officer, who, though in attendance, 
had not been e^tamined, Was not fatisfied with thid 
decifion, and refolvcd to promote a further en- 
quiry : he wrote to the young woman*s father, 
as well as to the perfon accufed, who had retired 
to the country, and declared, that he Would fub- 
mit himfelf to a fair trial, that his chdraftet might 
be vindicated to the farisfadion of the public ; 
accordingly, when the father commenced a pro- 
fecution, he furrendered himfelf before five juf- 
tices of the peace in Weftminfter, who, having 
examined a great number of witiiefles, were of 
Numb.

As a pamphlet, containing an account c^th'e death* 
of mi(s Bell, had been publifhed, and without 
. doubt given a bad imprefiion of this gendeman, 
he profecuted the officer in the King's Bench for 
having publiflied a libel againft him ; .but the in- 
formatioa was fet afide, and the judge ordered the 
profecutor to be tried at the Old Baily for murder.

By part of the evidence it appeared^ 
there was reafon to believe the unfortunate de* 
ccafed was aftually delirious, wh^n (he made the 
complaint to the officer : the nurfc contradifted 
the evidence of that gentleman : the fervants of the 
bagnio declared, that no wounds had been given 
at the time when the tragedy was fuppofed to be 
a£ted : the apothecary,, who attended her in her 
laft moments, affirmed that the wounds could hot 
be the caufe of her death, but aftually preferved 
her from dying of a mortification j and the phy- 
fician gave it as his opinion^ that the fuppofed 
wounds were no other than abfccfles, formed by 
, an effort of nature to relieve itfelf. Had they 
really been wounds, there would be little reafon 
to fuppofe they were the immediate caufe of her 
death, as no confidcrahle veiTel had been hurt, 
nor any of the bowels injured; but, that the in- 
fliftion of fuch wounds, co-operating with other 
circumftances of barbarity, blows, flripes, and 
bruifes, mighty, in a body incenfed with rage, 
and inflamed with intoxication, produce a fever, 
that would terminate in death, is a poffibility to 
which every judicious phyfician muft fubfcribe ;, 

arid,. 
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4h(i; irt that cafe^ he, who inflided the wounds and ^^ ^7^^ 
• bruifes, who aroufed the i*efentjrticht, and proniotcd 
the intoxication, of the deeeafed, cannot juftly be 
pronounded innocent of her death. The perfon^ 
however, accufed of mifs Beirs murder was ac- 
quitted on the fulleft evidence* 

Except the countries that Were aftually the Eartli-^ 
fcenes of ^Var^ no political revolution or diftur- j^^j/^ 
bance difquietcd the geheral tranquillity. Syria-^ 
indeed, felt all the horrors and wreck of a dread- 
ful earthquake, protraded in repeated ihocks^ 
which began on the thirtieth day of Odtober^ in 
the neighbourhood of Tripoli. A great number 
of houfes wefe overthrown at Seyde, and many 
people buried under the ruins. It was felt through 
E ipace of ten thoufand fquare leagues, compre- 
hending the mountains of Libanus, and Antili- 
banus, with an infinite number of villages, that 
"Krcre reduced to heaps of rubbilh. At Acri, or 
Ptolemais^ the fea overflowed its^ banks, and 
poured into thellreets; though e'fght feet above^ 
the level of the water* The city of Saiphet was 
intirely deftroyed, arid the greateft part of its in- ' 
habitants periflied* At Damafcus all the minorets 
were overthrown, and fix thoufand people loft 
their lives. The fhocks diminifhed gradually 
till the twenty-fifth dily of November^ when they 
were renewed with redoubled havoek 5 the earth 
trembled with the moft dreadful eonvulfions, and 
the. greater part of Tripoli was deftroyed. Baibeci 
Was entirely ruined, and this was the fate of many ♦ 
Other towns and caftles •, fo that the people, who 
efcaped the ruins, were obliged to fojourn in th^ 
^n fiiclds, and all Syria was threatened with the 
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An. 1766. vengeance of heaven. Such a dangeravTs fer- 
ment arofc at Qonftantinope, that a revolution wa» 
apprehended. Muftapha, the prcfcnt emperor, 
Jiad no fons -, but, his brother Bajazet, whofe life 
he had fpared, contrary to the maxims of Turkifh 
policy, produced a fon by one of the women, with 
' whom he was indulged in his confinement ; a 
circumftance which aroufed the jealoufy of the 
emperor to fuch a degree, that he refolved to dif- 
-patch his brother. The great officers of the Porte 
oppofed this defigA, which was fo difagrcealplc to 
the people, that an infurredion enfued. Scverat 
Turks and Armenians, taking it for granted that 
a revolution was at hand, bought up great quaiv 
tities of grain •, and a dreadful dearth was the 
confcquence of this monopoly. The Sultan aC- 
.fembied the troops, quieted the infurgents, or- 
dered the engroffers of corn to be executed, and 
in a little time, the repofe of the city was ro- 
^ftabliflied. , :, 

Wife con- Notwithftanding the profpefi: of a. rupture in 
dud of Italy, no new incident interrupted the trinquillity 
the Ci- vvhich the fouthern parts of Europe enjoyed. The 
king! kii?g of Spain, howfoever foUicited by the other 
branth of the boufeof Bourbon, to engage in the 
war, as its ally, refufed to interpofe in any other 
way, than , as a mediator between the courts of 
London and Vcrfailles. He fent the Conde de 
Fuentes, a nobleman of high rank and charafter, 
in quality of ambaffador extraordinary to the king 
. of Great Britain, ^n order to offer his good offices 
for effeding a peace ; and the conde, after having 
conferred with the Englilh miniftry, made an cx- 
curfion to JParis j but his propofal with rcfpeft to 
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accffationof hoftilitics, if in realiqr fuch a pro- An. 1760. 
pofal was^ver made, did not meet with a cordial ' 
reception. Other differences fublifting between 
the crowns of Great Britain and Spain, he found 
no difficulty in compromifing. His Catholic ma- 
jelly perfifted in the execution of a- plan truly 
worthy of a patriot king. In the firft place, he 
fpared no pains and application to make himfelf 
thoroughly acquainted with the ftate of his kingdom. • . 
He remitted to his people k\\ they owed the crown, 
amounting to threcfcorc millions of reals: hede^ 
manded an exaA account of his father^s debts, 
that they might be ' difcharged with th^ utmoft 
pundluality : an order wa^ fent to the treifury, 
that ten militoiis of reals fhould be annually ap- 
propriated for this purpofe, until the whble ^ould 
be liquidated -, and, to the firft year's payment, he 
added fifty millions, to be divided equally among 
the legal claimants. He took meafures for the 
vigorous execution of the laws againft ofFeftders ; 
encouraged induftry ; protcfled cqmmerce ; and 
felt the exquifite pleafure of being beloved as the 
father of hisv people. To give importance to his 
crown, and extend his influence among the powers 
of Europe, he equipped a powerful fquadron of 
(hips at Carthagena, and is faid to have declared 
his intention to employ them again ft Algiers, 
Ihould the pey rcfufe to releafe the ilaves of the 
Spanifh nation. 

Portugalfeemed ftill agitated from the fliock of Affsiirs of 
the late confpiracy, which was quelled in that Portugal, 
kingdom. The pope^s nuncio was not only for- 
bid the court, but even fent under a ftrong guard 
to the frontiers : an indignity which induced the

An incident, which hs^^ned in the Mediterra- ATurklfli 
nean, had like to have drawn the indignation of 'Jjipofthc 
the Ottoman Porte on the knights of the order of [j"^ int" 
Malta. A large Turkifh ftiip of the line, mount- Malta, 
cd-^ with rfixty tight brafs cannon, having on board 
.^ complement of {tvcn hundred men, befides 
feventy Chriftian ilaves, under the immediate 
compaandof the Turkish . admiral, had, in corn* 
pany ^itti two frigates, five gallies, and other 
fpialkr yeflfels, failed in June from the Dardanells, 
<:ruifed; alpng the co^fts of Smyrna, Scio, and 
Trio,,-,j,nd. at length .anchored in the channel of 
Stangi?,v where the admiral with four hundred 
,perfon^ i?Kent on ihore, on the nineteenth day of 
Septeipbcr : the Chriftian Ilaves, feizing this op- 
portunity, armed thcmfelves with knives, and fell 
upon the three hundred that remained with fuch 
fury andefFedi, that a great number of the Turks 
were inftantly flain.: inany leaped overboard into 
the fea, where they perilhed ; and the reft fued 
for mercy; The Chriftians, having thus fecured 
poffeffion of the (hip, hoifted fail, and bore away 
for Malta -, which, though chaced by the two 
frigates, and a Ragufan Ihip, they reached by 
crouding all their canvas -, and brought their prize 
fefe into the harbour of Valette, amidft the ac- 
damafions of the people.

of the embroiled the Northern 'pai;ts of Europe, the 
king of neutral powers feemed as averfe as ever to ^ 
Pppmark. participation. The king of Denmark continued 
to perfeft thofe plans, which he had wifely forntv- 
cd for increafing the wealth, and promoring the 
happinefs of his fubjefts ; nor did he negleft any 
opportunity of improving natural knowledge, for 
the benefit of mankind in general. He cmployeci 
' men of ability, at his own expence, to travel into 
foreign countries, and colleft the moft curious 
produftions for the advancement of natural hifto- 
ry : he encouraged the liberal and mechanic arts 
at home, by munificent rewafds and peculiar 
protcftion : he invited above a thoufand foreigners 
from Germany to become his fubjefts, and fettle 
in certain diftridts of Jutland, which had lain 
wafte aboye three centuries ; and they forthwith 
.^egan to build villages, and cultivate the laiids, 
in the diocefes of Wibourg, Arhous, and Ripen :

towards the Britilh fubjefts in the river of Bengal,

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An f 76c, advaftt«gesr of unmolcftcd commerce ; at- a thnc, 
when bis Britannic majetty, from bis great re-

Aoi »?«>. French intereft began €6 lofe ground in the diet df 
that kingdom. The king xrf* Pruffia, howfoevcr 
exhaufted in the article of men, betrayed no fymp- 
tom of apprehenfion, and made no advance towards 
a pacification with his adverfaricS. He had ^mpk>y[- 
cd the winter in recruiting hi^ armies by every ex- 
pedient his fertile genius coukl devifc ; in levying 
contributions to reinforce the vaft fubfidy Jie re- . 
-ceived fr(^n¥ England, in filling ma^zined, and. 
making every preparation for a vigorous campaign. 
In Weftphalia, the fame forefight and aftivity were 
exerted by prince Ferdinand of Brunfwic, who ih 
the beginning of fummer found himfelf at the head 
of a very numerous army, payed by Great Britain, 
and ftrengthened by two and twenty thoufand of 
national troops. 
Death of No alttlration in the terms of this aHiance, waS 
the land- produced by the death of William landgrave df 
U^Tf Heffe-Caflfeli who breathed his laft, in an advanced 
Caffel. ^S^y on the twenty-eighth day of January at Rin- 
tclen udoA-the Wefer. He was - fucceedcd in the 
landgrlviate by his fon Frederick, -whcHe-ctjirifort, 
'the princefs Mary, daughter to the king- erf" Grc^lt 
'Britain, n^ivr> ih quality of governefs oF her chil- 
dren,: afllimed the regency arid admihiftration 
of the' county pf H^nau-Mlitzeriberg; by virtae 
(of the fettiement made in the fife- time of her father- 
•in-liwy'aAd ^confirmed by her hulband. . She liad 
-for foffie^ years been feparated frbrri hitp, and re- 
-fided^cwith' his father, at whofe deceafe flie-' retired, 
with her children, to the city of Zelir The "pre- 
Tent landgrave, who lived at Magdebourg as vice- 
gpver.nor under, the king of.PrulCa, no fooncr 
Jieiaroe4 the news of his father's death, than he fent 
an intimation of it to that prince and the king of 
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Great Britain^ dedariirg, at the fame time, that ^*^1^. 
he would fcrupuioufly adhere to the engagements 
of his predeceflbr. 

The advances towards a peace, which had been Offcn 
made in the preceding year by the kings of Eng- °***JL| 
land and Pru0ia, in their declaration publiihed at powers 
the Hague by prince lyC wis of Brunfwic, feemed of a place 
% to infufe in neutral poyirers a good opinion of their f^^^^^^* 
moderation. We have already feen that the king ^^^^ 
of Spain offered his belt offices in quality of me- 
diator. .When a congrefs was propofed, th^ States- 
General made an offer of Breda, as a place proper^ 
Vbr the negotiation. . The king of Great Britain, 
by the mouth of his.ambaflador, thanked their 
High Mightinefles for the fincere defirc they ex- 
prefled to put an end to the ravages of war, which 
had extended defolation over the face of Europe : 
he readily clofed with their gracious offer, and in 
confequence of his high regard and invariable 
friendihip for their High MightineUcs, wiflied ear- 
neftly that: it might be ;u:ceptable to the other 
powers at war. The French king expreflcd his 
fentimcnts nearly to the fame purpofe. His am- 
baflador declared. That his mod Chriftian niajefty 
was highly fenfible of the offer they had made of 
Breda for holding the congrefs j that, in order to 
give a frefh proof of his fincere defire to encreafe 
the good harmony that fubfifted between him and 
the States General, he accepted their offer with 
pleafure j but as he could take no ftep without the 
concurrence of hisohigh allies, he was obliged to 
wait for their anfwer, which could not fail to be fa-- 
, vourable, if nothing remained to be fettled but 
the place for holding the congrefs. King Staniflaus 

having 
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Aa.i76». having written a ktfer to his Britannic majefty, o^ 
fering the city of Nancy for the fame putpofe, hef 
received a civil anfwer, exprefling the king of 
England^s fenfeofhis obliging oflFer, which, how- 
ever, he declined, as a place not conveniently Iku^ 
ated for all the powers interefted in the great work 
of pacification. Civilities of the fame nature like- 
-♦^^ife paffed between the fovereign of Nancy and thd 
king of Pruffia *. As the propofals for an accom- 
nfodation, made by the king of England and his 
allies^ might have left an unfavourable imprcf- 
fion of their advcrfarics, had they been s^ltogethef 
declined, the court of Vienna was prevailed upon

the allies with Weftphalia; while the duke de 
Broglio marched up with his main wing to their 
canip at Kalle, and prince Xavier of Saxony, 
who commanded their referve on the left, ad- 
vanced towards' Caffel ; prince Ferdinand, leav- 
ing general Kielmanfegge with a body of troops 
for the defence of this city, decamped in the night 
;of the thirtieth, and pafled the Dymel without 
Jofs, between Liebenau and Dringleberg. The 
hereditary prince, who had the preceding day 
paffed the fame river, in order to reinforce general 
Sporckeh, who was poiled near Corbeke, now re- 
connoitred the pofition of the enemy, and found 
them poffcffed of a very advantageous camp be- 
tween Warbourg and Ochfendorff. Prince Ferdi- 
nand, having refolved to attack them, ordered the 
hereditary prince and Mr. Sporcken to turn 
their left, while he himfelf advanced againft their 
front, with the main body of the army. 'Thfe 
enemy was accordingly attacked, almoft at the 
fame fnftant, both in flank and in rear, with equal 
impetuofity and fuccefs. As the infantry of the

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4». i^. allied army could not march faft enough to charge 
^ at the fame tinje, the marquis of Granby was or- 

dered to advance with the cavalry of the right v 
and the brigade of EngliJh artillery, commanded

mc^ furprifmg manner. The French cavalry, 
thou^ very nunierous, retreated at the approach 
of the marquis, except three fquadrons/ who ftood 
the charge, and were immediately broken.

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By this fuccefs, prince. Ferdinand was enabled 
to maintain his communication with Weftphalia, 
and keep the enemy at a diftance from the heart 
of Hanover J but to thefe objefts he facrificed 
the country of Caflel : for, prince. Xavier of 
Saxony, at the head of a detached body, much 
more numerous than that which was left under 
general Kielmanfegge, advanced towards CafTel, 


up with the cavalry as faft as 
poflible, made fo much expe- 
dition» bringing them up at 
a full trot» though the dif- 
tance was fiear five miles, 
that the Britifh cavalry had 
the happinefs to arrive m, 
time, to ihare the glory of 
the day, having, fuccefsfully 
charged, feveral timps, both .

reduced Munden, Gottingen, and Eimbeck, in 
the elcftorate of Hanover. All that prince Fer- 
dinand could do, confidering how much he was 
out-numbered by the French, was to fecure pofts 
and paffes with a view to retard their progrefs, 
and employ detachments to harrafs and furprife 
th^Ir advanced parties. In a few days after the 
a6tion at WarBourg, general Luckncr repulfed a 
French detachmenr, which had advanced as far as 
Eimbcck, and furprifed another at Nordheim. At 
the fame period, colonel Donap with a body 
of the allied army attacked a French corps of 
two thoufand men, polled in the wood of Saba- 
bourg, to preferve the communication between 
their grand army, and their troops on the other 
fide of the Wefcr ; and, notwithftanding the 
ftrength of their fituation, drove them from their 
poll, with the lofs of five hundred men, either . 
killed or made prifoners ; but this advantage was 
overbalanced by the reduftion of Ziegenhain, 
garrifoned by feven hundred men of the allied 
army, who, after a vigorous refiftance, were 
obliged to furrender themfclves prifoners of war. 
On the fifth day of Auguft, pince Ferdinand be- 
ing encamped at Buhne, received intelligence that 
a confiderable body of the enemy, amounting to ' 
upwards of twenty thoufand men, were in motion 
to make a general forage in the neighbourhood of 
Geifmar. He paffed the Dymel early in the 
morning, with a oody of troops, and fome artil- 
lery, and polled them in fuch an adv^tageous

Being informed that the 
thequar- yoluhtcers of Clermont and Dauphine, to the 
p'^nch at ""'"'^'" ^ ^"^ thoufand, horfc and foot, were 
Zicren- cantoned at Z.erenberg, at a fmall diftance from 
berg. the French camp at Dlerenberg, and paffcd their 
titne in the moft carelefi fecurity, he advanced 
towards them from his camp at Warbourg, with- 
in a league of their cantonment, without feeing 
any of their pofts, or meeting with any of their 
patroles ; a circumdance that encouraged him to 
beat up th«ir quarters by furprize : for this fisrvice 
he pitched upon five battalions, with a detacjamenc 
ef H-ighlanders, and eight regiments of dragoons. 
Leaving their tents (landing, they began their 
march at eight in the evening, and paffed the Dy- 
mel near Warbourg. About a league on the other 
fide of dicDymel, at the village of Witzen, they 
were joined by the light troops under major Bur 
low, and now the difpofition was mide, both for 
entering the town, and fecuring a retreat, in cafe 
of being repulfcd. When they were within two 
■miles i^ Zierenberg, and in fight of the fires of 
Hhe ^enemy's grand guard, the grenadiers of Max-

town, drove every thing before them with incredi- 
bfeimpetuofuy. The attack was fo fudden, and the 
fiirprize fo great, that the French had not time to 
aflfemble in any confiderable number ; but they 
began to fire from the windows, and, in fo doing, 
cxafpcrated the allied troops, who, burfting into 
the houfes, flaughtered them without mercy* 
Having i;emained in the place from two till three 
in the morning, they retreated with about four 
hundhed prilbncrs, including forty officers ; and 
brought off two pieces of artillery. This noftur- 
iial advehture, in which, the Britifh troops difplay- 
td^qual courage and aftivity, was atchievcd with 
very little lofs j but, after all, it deferves no other 
appeJlatioa, than that of a partizan exploit, for 
it was attended with no fort of advantage to the 
allied army. 

Confidering the great fuperiority of the French Petty ad* 
army, w6 cannot account for the little progrefs ^^^^^B^^ 
ittade by the duke de Broglio, who, according to g^es^^ 
<>ar conception, n^ight cither have given battle to 
the allies with the utmoft probability of fuccefs ; 
or penetrated intb the heart of Hanover, the con- 
iqueft of which feemed to be the principal objed 
of the French miniftry. Inftead of ftriking an 
4tnportant ftroke, he retired from Immenhaufcn 
towards Caflel, where he fortified his camp as if he 
^had thought himfelf in danger of being attaclced ; 
and the war was carried on by fmall detachments^ 
M^or Bulow, being fent with a ftrong party from 
the camp of the allied army at Buline, furprifed 
the town of Marpurg, deftroyed the French ovens, 
artd brought off a confiderable quantity of ftorcs

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An. 1 760. and baggage, withfome prifoncrs. He met with 
the fame fuccefs at Butzbach, where he furprifed 
and took two companies belonging to the regi- 
ment of Raugrave, and retired with his body to 
Frankenberg, where he joined colonel Forfen. On 
the twelfth day^ of September they made a move- 
ment towards Franckenau ; and M. de Stainville^ 
who was polled with a body of French troops ac 
M^rdenhagen, advanced to check their progref^. 
He came up with their rear in the neighbourhood 
of Mundeni and attacked them in palling this river 
, Orck, with fuch vigour, that Forfen, with fome 
of his cavalry, was taken, and Bulow obliged to 
abandon feme pieces of cannon. The adtion was 
jpft determined, when this laft was reinforced by 
' the hereditary prince of Brunfwick, who had made 
' a forced march of five German miles* which had 
fatigued the troops to fuch a degree, that he de- 
ferred his attack till next morning ; but, in the 
mean time, M. de Stain ville retired towards 
Frankenburg. The Hanoverian general Wan- 
genheim, at the head of four battalions and fix 
fquadrons, had driven the enemy from the defiles 
of Soheite, and encamped at Lawenthagcn ; 
but, being attacked by a fuperior number, he 
was obliged, in his turn, to give way, and his re- 
treat was not efiefted without the lofs of two hun- 
dred men, and fome pieces of artillery. Whea 
the enemy retired, general Wangenheim repafiTed 
the Wefer, and occupied his former. fitufition at 
Uflar. Mean while, general Luckner gained an 
advantage over a detachment, of French cavalry, 
near Norten. Prince Ferdinand, when marechal 
Broglio quitted his camp at Iramcnhaufen, • made

Such was the pofuion of the two oppofitc grand. '^|jf ^^* 
armies, when the world was furprUed by an ex- ^^\^^J 
pedition to the Lower Rhine, made by the here- makes to 
ditary prince of Brunfwick. Whether this excurfion the Lowt r 
was intended 10 hinder the trench from reinforc- ^^^^* 
ing their army in Weftphalia, or to co-operate in 
the Low Countries, with the armament now rea- 
dy equipped in the ports of Enjgland ;, or to gra* 
tify the ambition of a young prince, overboiling 
with courage, and glowing with the defire of 
conquefl ; we cannot explain to the fatisfa6tion of 
the reader t certain it is, the Auftrian Nether- 
lands were, at this junfture, entirely deftitute of 
troops, except the French garrifons of Oftend and 
Nieuport, which were weak and inconliderable. 
Had ten thoufand Englifli troops been landed on the 
coaft of Blankenburg, they might have taken poffef- 
fion of Bruges, Ghent, Bruffels, and Antwerp, with- 
out refiftance, and joined the hereditary prince in 
the heart of the country : in that cafe, he would 
have found himfelf at the head of thirty thoufand 
men, and might have made fuch a diverfion in 
fivour of Hanover, as to transfer the feat of war 
from^eftphalia into Flanders. The emprefs queen 
might indeed have complained of this invafion, as 
the formality of declaring war againft her had not 
been obferved by Great Britain \ but, cbnfidering *

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An: 1760. had violated the barrier treaty, in eftablifhing 
which the kingdom of Great Britain had lavifhcd 
away fo much blood and treallire •, a ftep of this 
kind, we apprehend, might have been taken, 
without any imputation of perfidy or injuftifce. 
Whatever the motives for the prince's expedition 
might have been, he certainly quitted the grand 
army of the allies, in the month of September, 
and, traverfing Weftphalia, with twenty batta- 
^ lions, and as many fqUadrons, appeared on the 
Lower Rhine, marchihg by Schermbeck and Duf- 
feldorp. On the tw'ertty-ninth day of the month, he 
fent a^large detachment over thfe river at Rbcroort, 
which furprifed part of the French partlzan Fifcher's 
corps at Rhynberg, and fcoured the country. 
Next day, other parties, croffingatRees an^Em- 
merick, took poffeffidn of fome redoubtrs, which 
the French had raifed along the bank of the ri- 
ver -, arid here they found a number of boatis, fuf- 
ficient to tranfport the reft of the forces. Then 
the prince advanced to Cleves, and, at his ap- 
proach, the French garrifon, confifting of five 
hundred men, under the command of M. de Bar- 
ral, retired into the caftle, which, however, they 
did not long defend ;. for on the third day of Oc- 
tober, they capitulated, and furreridered them- 
felves prifoners of war, after having in vain en- 
deavoured to obtain more favourable conditions.

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and another below the place. He had hoped to An. 1760. 
c^rry it by a vigorous exertion, without the for- 
mality of a regular fiege, but he met with a 
warmer reception than he cxpe<3;ed j and his ope- 
rations were retarded by heavy rains, which, by 
fwelling the river, endangered his bridges, and 
laid his trenches under water. The difficulties 
and delays occafioned by this circumftance en- 
tirely fruftrated his defign. The French, being 
made acquainted with his motions, were not flow 
in taking nfieafures to anticipate his fuccefs. M. 
de Caftries was detached after him, with thirty 
battalions, and thirty eight fquadrons 5 and, by 
forced marches, arrived, on the fourteenth day of 
Qftober, at Rhynberg, where the prince's light 
troops were pofted. Thefe he attacked imme- 
diately, and compelled to abandon the poft, not- 
withftanding all the efforts of the prince, who 
commanded in pcrfon, and appeared in the warm- 
eft parts of this Ihort but fanguinary affair. The 
enemy, leaving five battalions, with fome fqua- 
drons, at Rhynberg, marched by thaleft, and en- 
camped behind the convent of Campen. The 
prince, having received intimation, that M. dc 
Caftries was not yet joined by fome reinforce- 
ments, that were on the march, determined to 
be beforehand with them, and attempt that very " 

night to furprife him in his camp. For this pur- 
pofc, he began his march at ten in the evening, 
after having left four battalions, and five fqua- 
drons, under general Bock, with inftruftions to 
obferye Rhynberg, and attack that poft, in cafe 
the attempt on Campen fhould fuccieed. Before 
the allied forces could reach the enemy's camp,

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An. 1760. they were under the necclDty of overpcwtring 
Fifcher's corps of irregulars, which occupied the 
convent of Campcn, at the diftance of half 
a league in their front. This fervicc occafioned 
fome firing, the noife of which alarmed the French 
army. Their commander formed them vAth great 
expedition, and polled them in a wood; where 
they were immediately attacked, and, at firft, 
obliged to give ground ; but they foon retrieved 
all they had loft, and fuftained, without flinching, 
an unceafing fire of mufquetry, from five in the 
morning till nine at night, when they reaped the 
fruits of their perfeverance. The hereditary prince, 
whofe horfe was killed under him, feeing no prof- 
peft of fuccefs in prolonging an aftion, which 
had already coft him a confiderable number of 
men, thought proper to give orders for a* retreat, 
which was not effefted without confufion, and 
left the field of battle to the enemy. His lofs, 
on this occafion, did not fall Ihorc of fixtecn hun- 
dred choice men, killed, wounded, and taken ; 
and this lofs fell chiefly on the troops of Great 
Britain, who were ahyays found in the .foremoft 
ranks of danger. All their officers, both of in- 
fantry and dragoons, diftinguiflied thcmfelves re- 
markably, and many were dangcroufly wounded. 
Among thef:f, the nation regretted the lofs of lord 
Dowhe, whofe wounds proved mortal : he was a 
young nobleman of fpirit, who had lately em- 
braced a military life, though he was not regular- 
ly trained in the fervice. 
. Next day, which was thefixteenth of OAober, 
fes the A ^^^ enemy attacked an advanced body of the al- 
Rh'me. lics,^ v^hich was pofted in a wpod before Elvericfc, 

and 
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and extended along the Rhine. The firing of An. 1760. 
cannon and mufquetry was maintained till night. 
Mean while, a column of the French infantry, 
commanded by M. de Chabot, marched through 
Walach, and tck)k poft among the thickets, at 
the diftahce of a quarter of a league, in the front 
of the prince's army. By this time, the Rhine 
was fo much fwelled by the rains, and the banks 
of it were overflowed ill fuch a mannef, that it 
was Jrteceflary to repair and move lower down 
the bridge, which had been thrown over that ri- 
ver. This work was accordingly performed in 
prefence of the enemy, and, the prince, paff- 
ing without moleftation, proceeded to Bruynen, 
where he fixed his head- quarters. His paffing the 
Rhine fo eafily, under the ey€ ofa vidtorious ar- 
my, fo much fuperior to him in number, may 
be counted among the fortunate incidents of his 
life. Such was the ilTuc of an expedition, which 
cxpofcd the projeftor of it to the imputation of 
temerity. Whatever his aim might have been, 
befides the reduftion of Wefcl, with thd ftrength 
of which he did not feem to, have been very well 
acquainted, he certainly mifcarried in his defign, 
and his mifcarriage was attended with a very con- 
fiderable lofs of troops, occafioned not only by 
the aaion, but alfo by the difeafes engendered 
from the wet weather, the fatigue of long marches, 
iindthe want of proper conveniencies, not to men- 
tion the enormous expence in contingencies, in- 
curred by this fruitlefs undertaking. 

in the month of November, while he lay en- 
camped in the neighbourhood of Schermbeck, a 
b€dy of the enemy attempted to beat up his c^u^sr 
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ters : having received intioiatioil of their deflg^, 
he iqimediately called in his advaoced pQ^^ and 
m^de a difpoficion fpr giving them a proper recep- 
tion. He abandoned the tents' that were in the 
front of his camp, and polled, his infantry in ^m- 
bufcade behind thofe that were in the reawr : at the 
fame time he ordered fome regiments of horfe and 
huflars to fetch a compafs, apd fall upon the back 
of the enemy. The ftratagem fucceeded to his 
wifh. The French detachment, believing the ^ 
lies had adually abandoned their camp, began to 
pillage the tents in the utmoil diforder : then the 
infantry Tallied from the place where they were 
concealed, and fell upon them with great impe^ 
tuofity: the artillery opened, and the cavalry 
chained them in flank. In a word, of twelve 
hundred who marched from Wcfel oa this expe- 
dition, fcarce two hundred efcaped. 

The duke de Broglio endeavoured, by fundry 

means, to take advantage of the allied army on 

the other fide of the Wefer, thus weakened by 

the abfence of tjie troops under the hereditary 

prince -, but he found prince Ferdinand too vigi-» 

lant to be furprifed, and too ftrongly fituated to be 

attacked with any profpedt of fucccfs. He there* 

fore contented himfelf with ravaging the country 

by detachments : he feat M. de StainviUe with a 

confidcrable bpdy of forces to penetrate into the 

head: of Hanover ; and on the fifteenth day of 

September, that ofiicer falling in with a detachment . 

of the allies, commanded by major Bulow, attacked 

them near the abbey of Schaken. After a warm 

and obftinate engagement, they were defeated and 

driven to Bulcmont, with the 4ofs of their catinon, 

bag. 
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baggag€, and 4 good number of mcB, who fell An. 176*; 
into the h^nds of the vidlprs. After this exploit, 
M. dc Stairwille advanced to Halberftadt, and dc- ' 
nianded of that capital a contribution of one mil- 
lion five hundred thoqfand 11 vres : but the citizens 
had been fo drained by former ex^ftions, that they 
could not raife above thirty thoufand : for the re- 
m^n^er the French partizan <ook hqftages, with 
vfhom he returned to the grand army encamped aC 
Caffcl, from whence they, in a little time, fell 
bacl^ as far as Gottingen. 

As the enemy retreated prince Ferdinand ad- The al- 
vanced as far as Hurfte, where he . eftabliihed his ^^^* ^"^ 
head- quarters about the latter end of November. ^^^^^^ 
While he remained in this pofition, divers fkirmiflies whiter^ 
happened in the neighbourhood of Gottint^en. quarters. 
Major-general' Breidenbach, at the head of two 
regiments of Hanoveriaji and Brunfwick guards, 
* with a detachment of cavalry, attacked on the 
twenty-ninth day of November, the French poft 
at Heydemunden, upon the river Worrau, This 
he carried, and took poffeflion of the town, which 
the .enemy haftily abandoned. Part of their de- 
tachment crofled the river in boats ; the reft threw 
themlelves into an intrenchment that covered the 
paffage, which the allies endeavoured to force^ in 
feveral unfuccefsful attempts, galled as they were 
by the . fire of the enemy's redoubts on the other 
fide of the river. At length M. Breidenbach was 
obliged to dcfift and fall back into the town, trom 
whence .he retired ac midnight, after having luf. 
tained confiderable damage. Prihce Ferdinand 
had it very much at heart to drive the French from 

Got-': ' J 
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An.i76e. Gottingen, and accordingly invcftcd that city ; but 
the French garrifon, which was numerous and 
well provided, made fuch a vigorous defence as 
baffled all the endeavours of the allies, who were 
moreover impeded by the rainy weather, which, 
adlded to other confiderations, prevented them 
from undertaking the fiege in form. Ncverthclefs, 
they kept the place blocked up from the twcnty- 
fecond day of November to the twelfth of the 
following month, when thegarrifon, in adefperatc 
fally, took one of their principal polls, and com- 
pelled them to raife the blockade. About the 
middle of December prince Ferdinand retired into 
winter-quarters, he himfelf rcfiding at Uflar, and ^ 
the Englifli troops being cantoned in the biihopric 
of Paderborn. Thus the enemy were left in pof- 
feflion of Heffe, and the whole country eaftward 
of the Wefer to the frontiers of the cleftoratc of 
Hanover. If the allied army had not been weak- 
ened, for the fake of a rafli, ill-concerted, and 
unfuccefsful expedition to the Lower Rhine, in all 
probability the French would have been obliged 
^ 10 abandon the footing they had ^gained in the 
courfe of this campaign, and in particular to re- 
treat from Gottingen, which they now maintained 
and fortified with great diligence and circum- 
fpedlion. ^ ^ 

Exploit The king of Pruflia, after all his labours, not- 

©f the withftanding the great talents he had difplayed, 
Swedes in ^^^ ^j^^ incredible efforts he had made, ttill found 
j^jji^ himfelf furrounded by his enemies, and in danger 

of being crufhed, by their clofing and contrafting 
^ their circle. Even the Swedes, who had languiflied 
3 ^ fo 
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folong, feemed to be rotifcd to exertion in Po- An. 1760, 
merania, during thefeverity of the winter feafon. 
The Pruffian general Manteuffel had, on the 
twentieth day of January, pafled the river Peene, 
overthrown the advanced pofts of the cncn)y at 
Ziethen, and penetrated as far as the neighbour- 
hoqd of Grieffwalde ; but finding the Swedes on 
their guard, he returned to Anclam, where his 
head-quarters were eftabliftied. This infult was 
loon retaliated with intereft. On the twenty- 
eighth day of the month, at. five in the morning, 
a body of Swedes attacked the Pruffian troops 
polled in the fuburbs of Anclam, on the other fide 
of thePeene, and drove them into the city, which 
they entered pell-mell. General Manteuffel, being 
alarmed, endeavoured to rally the troops, but was 
wounded and taken, with about two hundred 
men and three ' pieces of cannon. The viftors, 
having atchicved this exploit, returned to their 
own quarters. As for the Ruffian army, which 
had wintered on the other fide of the Viftula, the 
feafon was pretty far advanced before it could take 
the field ; though general Tottleben was detached 
from it, about the beginning of June, at the head 
of ten thoufand Cofiacks, and other light troops 
with \yhich he made an irruption into Pomerarlia, 
and eftablifhed his head-quarters at Belgard. 

At the beginning of the campaign the king of Skir- 
Pruffia's chief aim was to take meafures for the ™*** 
Drefcrvation of Silefia, the conqueft of which fccm- ^j^^ p^.^^^ 
id to be the principal objcfl: with the court fisms and 
of Vienna. While the Auftrian army, under Auftrians 
m^echal count Daun, lay ftrongly intrenched in '" ^**^ 

the ^^ 
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Ab.i76o. the neighbourhood of Drefden, the king of Pruflla 
had ehdeavoured, in the month of December, to 
make him quit that advantageous fituation, by- 
cutting off his provifions, and making an irruption 
into Bohemia. * For thefe purpofes he had taken 
pofieSion of Dippefwalde^ Maxen, and Pretcheo- 
dorff, as if he intended to enter Boheipia by the 
way of Pafsberg : but this fcheme being found 
impraAicable, he returned^ to his camp atFrey* 
berg ; and in January the Prufiian and Aullrian 
arnaies were cantoned fo near each other^ th^t 
daily fkirmiflies were fought with various fuccefs. 
The head of the Prufliari camp was formed by a 
body of four thoufand men under general Zett- 
witz, who, upon the twentyninthday of January, 
was attacked with fuch impetuofity by the Auf- 
trian general Beck, that he retreated in great con- 
fufion to Torgau, with the lofs of five hundred 
men, eight pieces of artillery, and a confiderable 
quantity of new cloathing, and other baggage. 
Another advantage of the fame nature was gained 
by the Auftrians at Neuftadt over a fmall body of 
Pruffians who occupied that city. In the month 
of March general Laudohn advanced with a ftrong; 
detachment of horfe and foot, in order to furpriie 
the Pruffians, who, in attempting to cffetft a re- 
treat to Steinau, were furrounded accordingly, and 
very roughly handled. General Laudohn fum- 
moned them twice by found o( trumpet tp lay 
down their arms ; but their commanders, the cap- 
tains Blumenthal and Zittzwitz, rejeAing the pro- 
pofal with difdain, the enemy attacked them , on 
all hands with a great fuperiority of number. In 

2 this 
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diis Emergency the Pruffiafi captains formed their An*i76*, 
troops into a fquare, and by a clofe continued fire 
kept the enetny at bay ; until, perceiving that the 
Croats had taken poflTeflion of a wood between 
Srebenhaufen and Steinau, they, in apprehenGon 
of being intercepted, abandoned their baggage, 
znd forced their way to Steinau, which they 
peached with great difficulty, having been conti-* 
Hually harrafled by the Auftrians, who payed deaf ' 
for this advantage. Several other petty exploits 
of this kind were atchieved by detachments on 
both fides, before the campaign was begun by the 
^alid armies. 

Towards the end of April the king of Ptuffia PofitKMi 
altered his pofition^ and withdrew that part of bis of the ^ 
^hain of cantonnients, extending from the forcft ^^^^ "^ 
-of Thuttmdt to the right of the Elbe. He now a^^l©- 
look poffeffion of a very ftrong camp, between the fia, 
Elbe and the Mulda, which he intrenched in every 
part that Was acceflible, and fortified with two. hun- 
dred and fifty pieces of eannon* By thefe precau- 
tions he was enabled to keep his ground againft 
the army of count Daun, and at the fame time 
detach a body of troops as a reinforcement to his 
brother prince Henry, who aflemblcd a feparate 
army near Frankfort upon the Oder, that he might 
be at hand either to oppofe the Ruflians, or march 
to the relief of Sikfia, which the enemy was bent 
dpon invading. It was for this purpofe that the 
Auftrian general Laudohn advanced with a confi- 
dcrable army into Lufatia about the beginning of 
May, and general Beck with another body* of 
troops ^Look poffcffion of Cotbus^ mean while

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An. 1760, count Daun cdntinued in his old lituation on thcf 
Elbe; general Lacy formed a fmall detached army 
upon the frontiers of Saxony, to the fouthward of 
Drefden j and the prince de Deuxponts marched 
into the fame neighbourhood with the amny of the 
empire. Prince Henry of Pruffia, having en- 
camped with his army for fome time at Sagan in 
Silefia, moved from thence to Gorlitz in Lufatia, 
to obferve the motions of general Laudohn, en- 
camped at Koningfgratz ; from whence, in the be- - 
ginning of June, he marched into the county of 
Glatz, and advanced to the neighbourhood of 
Schweidnitz, which he feemed determined to be- 
fiege, having a train of eighty pieces of, cannon. 
With a vieW to thwart his defigns, prince Henry 
reinforced the body of troops under general Fou- 
quet ; and at the fame time he fent a detachment 
into Pomerania under colonel Leffow, who de- 
feated the rear-guard of general Tottleben, and 
compelled that officer to evacuate Pomerania. By 
this time, however, theiparechal Soltikoff had ar- 
rived from Peterfburg, and taken the command of 
the grand Ruffian army, which pafled 'the Viftula. 
in June, and began its march towards the froa-* 
tiers of Silefia. 

In the month of June general Laudohn made 
an unfuccefsful attempt to carry Glatz by aflault :

with -fuch a fuperiority of number, that he fhould

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not be able to refift. Accordingly, on the twenty- An 1760. 
third day of June, at two in the morning, he be- 
gan the aifault with his whole army upon fome re- 
doubts which Fouquet occupied, and thefe were 
carried one after another, though not without a 
very defperate pppofition. General Fouquet being 
fummoned to furrender, refufed to fubmit ; an^ 
having received two wounds, was at length taken 
prifoner : about three thoufand of his men efcaped 
CO BriFflau ; the reft were killed, or taken ; but the 
lofs of the vidlors is faid to have exceeded that of 
the vanquiihed. In July general Laudohn under* 
took the fiege of Glatz, which was taken after a 
very faint refiftance : for, on the very day that the 
batteries were opened againft the place, the garri- 
fon abandoned pare of the fortifications, which the 
bcfiegers immediately occupied. The Pruffian« 
made repeated efforts to regain the ground they 
had loft J but they were repulfed in all their at- 
tempts. At length the garrifon laid down their 
arms, and furrendered at difcretion. From this 
tame behaviour of the Pruffians, one would ima- 
gine, the gamfon muft have been very weak : a 
circumftance which we cannot reconcile with the 
known fagacity of the PrufTian monarch, as the 
place was of great importance, on account of the 
immenfe magazine it contained, including above 
one hundred brafs cannon, a great number of. 
mortars, and a vaft quantity of ammunition* 

Laudol^n, encouraged by his fuccef? at Glatz, He un-

On this occaiionthe Auftrian 
general had no other profpefl 
than that of carrying the place 
by a fiidden attack, or intimi- 
dating count Taven^ein the 
governor, into an immediafe 
furrendcr ; for he knew the 
ftuflian army was at a conti- 
derable diftance, and judged 
from the character of prince 
Henry of Pruflia, that he 
would advance to the relief 
4)f the place, long before it 
could be taken according to 
the ufual forms. Influenced 
by thefe confiderations, when 
he had invcfcd the town, he 
fent a letter to the governof, 
ipecifying^ that his army con- 
fided of fifty battalions ajid 
fourlcore fquadrons ; that the , 
Ruffian army, amounting to 
feventy-five thoufand nien; 
was within three days march of 
Breflau; that no fuccour could 
be expeflfed from the khig of 
Pruflia, encamped as he was 
on the other fide of the Elbe, 
and over-awed by the army 
of count Daun ; that prince 
Henry, fat from being in a 
.condition to Jbring relief, 
would not be able to (land 
his ground againfl 'the Ruf- 
fians ; that Breflau b^ing an 
opien mercantile town, not a 
forrrefs, could not be de- 
^nded without con f ravening 
the elUblifh^ rule&of war ; 


and therefore the governor^ 
in cafe of obflinacy, had no 
reafon to expert an honour- 
able capitulation, the benefit 
of which was now offered* 
He, at the fame time, fent a 
memorial to the civil ma- 
giflrates, threatening thelf 
town with deflrUiElion) which 
could by-nd other means be 
prevented than by joining 
with the inhabitants in per- 
fuading the governor to em- 
brace immediately the terms 
that were propofed. Count 
Tayenzein, inflead of beins 
intimidated, was encouraged 
by thefe menaces, which im-^ 
plied an apprehenfidn iil 
Laudohn, that the place 
would be relieved. H^ there- 
fore replied to the itimmon^ 
he had received, that Breflau 
was not fimply a mercantile 
town, but ought to be con- 
fidered as a place of fh*ength, 
as being furround^ with 
works and wet ditches ; that 
the Auflrians themfelves had 
defended it as fuch after the 
battle of Lifta, in the year 
one thoufand ^ven hundred 
and fifty-feven ; that the king 
his mafter having command- 
ed him to defend the placet)^ 
the laft extremity, he could 
neither comply vrfth g en e r al 
'Laudohn*s propofah, nor 
pay the )«a(t itgtrd to hh 

threats 
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Prince Henry of Pruflia, one of the moft ac^ An 1760. 
compliflied generals which this age produced, 
having received repeated intelligence that the Ruf- 
fian army intended to join Laudohn at Breflau, 
refolved to advance, and give them battle, before 
the purpofed junaion. In. the latter end of July 
he began his march from Gleilfen, and on the laft 
day of that month had reached Linden near Slauve, 
where he underftood that Totdebcn's detachment 
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threats of deftroying the 
town, as he had not been in^ 
trufted with the care of the 
houfes, but with the defeAce 
of the fortifications,. The 
Auflrian convinced him that 
fame evening, that he threat- 
ened nothing but what he 
meaned to perform. He 
opened his batteries, and 
poured in upon the town a 
moft terrible Ihpwer of bombs 
and red-hot bullets, which 
continued till midnight. Du- 
ring this dreadful difcharge, 
which filled the place with 
horror and defolation, he at- 
tempted the outworks by 
^flault. The Croats attack- 
ed the covered way in diffe- 
rent places with their ufual 
impetuofity; but were re- 
pulfed with confiderable lofs, 
by the-condud and refolutidn 
of the governor andgarrifon. 
Thcfe proceedings having 
made no imprelfipn upon Ta- 
venscein, the befieging gene- 
ral had recourfe again to ne- 
gociation, and offered the 
moft flattering articles of ca- 
pitulation, which were re-

jeaed with difdain. The go- 
vernor gave him to under* 
ftand, that the deftrudion of 
the town had made no change 
in his refolution, though it 
was a pradice contrary to the 
law of arms, as well as to 
the dilates of common hu- 
manity, to begin the iiege of 
a fortrefs by ruining the in- 
habitants : finally, healfured 
him he would wait for him 
upon the ramparts, and de- 
fend the place to the ytmoft 
of his power. His obferva- ' 
tion was certainly juft: no- 
thing could be more infa- 
moufly inhuman than this 
pradice of making war upon 
the helplefs unarmed inhabi- 
tants of a town, which has 
the misfortune to be be- 
leaguered ; yet the befieger 
pleaded the example of the 
P — m— — , who had before 
aded the fame tragedy at 
Drefden. Laudohn being thus 
fet at defiance, continued to 
batter and bombard, and fe- 
veral fubfequent affaultswere 
given to the fortifications. 
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only had pafTed through the plains of Polifich^ 
LiiTa, and chat the grand Ruffian army had marched 
through Koften and Guftin. The prince, finding 
it impoffible to purfue them by that route, direfted 
his march to Glogau, swhcre he learned that Bref- 
lau was befieged by general Laudohn, and imme* 
diately advanced by forced marches to its relief. 
Such was his expedition, that in five days he 
marched above one hundred and twenty Englilh 
miles, and at his approach the Auftrian general 
abandoned his entcrprize. Thus, by his pru- 
dence and adivity, he not only prevented the junc- 
tion of the Ruffian and Auftriaa armies ; but alio 
laved the capital of Silefia, and hampered Lau« 
dohn in fuch a manner as fubjedted him to a defeat 
by the Pruflian monarch, to whofe motions we Ihall 
now turn our attention. 

Whether his defign was originally upon Drefden, 
or he purpofed to co-operate with his brother prince 
Henry in Silefia, which his adverfaries feemed to 
have pitched upon as the fcene of their operations, 
we cannot prefume to determine : but certain it 
is, he, in the beginning of July, began his march 
in two columns through Lufatia •, and count Daun 
being informed of his march, ordered his army to 
be put in motion. Leaving the army of the em- 
pire, and the body of troops under Lacy, to guard 
Saxony in his abfence, he marched with great ex- 
pedition towards Silefia, in full perfuafion that the 
Pruflian monarch had thither direfted his route. On 
the feventh day of July, the king knowing that 
Daun was now removed at a diftance, repafled the 
Pulfnitz, which he had pafled but two days before, 
and advanced with the van of his army towards 
2 Lich- 
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Lichtertberg, in order to attack the forces of gene- An. 1760, 
ral Lacy, who was there polled -, but the Auftrian 
retired at his approach. Then the army marched 
to Marienftern, where the king received intelli- 
gence that count Daun was in full march for Lau- 
ban, having already gained two marches upon the 
Pruflians. Perhaps it was this intimation that de- 
termined the king to change his plan» and fcturn to 
the Elbe. On the eighth day of the month he re- 
paffed the Sprehe, iii the neighbourhood of Baut* 
2en, and marched towards Drefden with extraor- 
dinary diligence. On the thirteenth his army hav- 
ing pafled the Elbe acKadetz, on a bridge of boats, 
encamped between Pirna and Drefden, which laft 
he refolved to befiege, in hope of reducing it be- 
fore count Daiin could return to its relief. How 
far this expeftation was well-grounded, we muft 
leave thp reader to judge, after having obfcrved, 
that the place was now much more defenfible than 
it had been, when the laft attempt of the Auftrians 
upon it mifcarried •, that it was fecured with anume^ 
rous garrifon, commanded by general Macguire, an'^ 
officer of courage and experience^ This governor 
being fummoned to furrender, anfwered, that hav- 
ing the honour to be intruded with the defence of 
the capital, he would maintain it to the laft extre*'* 
mity. Batteries were immediately raifed againft 
the town on both fides of the Elbe ; and the poor 
inhabitants fubjcfted to a dreadful vifitation, that 
their calamities might either drive them to defpair, 
or move the heart of the governor to embrace ar- 
ticles of capitulation : but thefe expedients proved 
InefFccSlual. Though the fuburbs towards the 

E 2 Pirna 
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Vft. 1760. Pirna gate were attacked- and carried, this advan- 
tage made no imprcflion on general Macguirc, who 
made feveral vigorous fallies, and took every necef- 
fary precaution for the defence of the city, en* 
couraged moreover by the vicinity of Lacy's body 
' and the army of the empire, encamped in an ad- 
vantageous poGtion near Gros Seydlitz ; and con- 
fklent that count Daun would haften to his relief. 
In this hope he was not difappointed : the Auftrian 
general finding himfclf duped by the ftratagem of 
the Pruffian monarch, and being made acquainted 
with his enterprize againft Drcfden, inftaatly 
wheeled about, and marched back with fuch rapi- 
dity, that on the nineteenth day of the month, he 
reached the neighbourhood of the capital of Sax- 
ony. In confcquence of his approach the king of 
Pruffia, whofe heavy artillery was now arrived, re- 
doubled his efforts againft the city, fo as to reduce 
to alhcs the cathedral church, the new fquare, fc- 
, veral noble ftrcets, fome palaces, together with the 
curious manufactory of porcelaine. His ven- 
geance muft have been levelled againft the citizens ; 
for it afFcfted neither the fortifications, nor the 
Auftrian garrifon, which count Daun found means 
to reinforce with fixtecn battalions. This fupply, 
and the neighbourhood of three hoftile armies, 
T'^ndered it altogether impoflibic to profecute the 
fiege with any profped of fuccefs : the king, there- 
fore, abandoned the undertaking, withdnew his 
.troops and artillery, and endeavoured to bring 
Daun to a battle, which that general cautioufly 
avoided*

The fate of this prince fcemcd now at its crifis. An.176 
Notwithfkanding all the efforts of his brother Thekir 
prince Henry, the Ruffians were faft advancing to marches 
join Laudohn, who had already blocked up '"^°S*^^ 
Schweidnitz and Niefs,; and their junftion feeni- 
ed to threaten the lofs of all Silefia. The king had 
nothing to oppofe to fuperior numbers, but fupe- 
rior aftivity, of which he determined to avail him- 
felf without delay. Inftead of making a feint 
towards Silefia, he refolved to march thither in 
earneft ; and for that purpofe, crofGng the Elbe, 
encamped at Dallwitz, on the farther bank of the 
river, leaving general Hulfen with fifteen thouland 
men in the intrenched camp of Schlcttow, to 
maintain his footing in Saxony. On the third day 
of Auguft he began his march for Silefia, followed 
by count Daun with the grand Auftrian army, 
while the detached body under Lacy topk poll at 
Rechenberg, and the imperial army encamped at 
Keffeldorf Both the Pruffians and Auftfians 
marched at the rate of one hundred miles in five 
days: on the tenth the king took poffeflion of the 
camp of Lignitz J and here he feemed in danger 
of being quite furrounded by the enemy, who oc- 
cupied the whole ground between Parchwitz and 
Cofiendau, an extent of thirty miles. Count 
Daun*s army formed the centre of this chain, 
poffeffing the heights of Wahlftadt andHochkirk: 
general Laudohn covered the ground between 
Jefchkehdorf and Cofchitz : the rifing- grounds of 
Parchwitz were fecured by general NauendorfF; 
and M. de Beck, who formed the left, extended 
his trpops beyond Coflendau. The king marched, 
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An. 17^ in the night of the eleventh, with a view to turn 
the enemy, and reach Jauer : but at break of day 
he difcovcred a new camp at Praufnitz, which con- 
fifted of Lacy*s detachment, juft arrived from Lau- 
ban. The Pfufllans immediately paflcd the JCatz- 
bach to attack this general ; but he m^de fuch a 
ikilful difpofition for a retreat towards the army qf 
count D^un, that he not only b-affled the endes^- 
vours of th? king to bring him to adion, but, by 
polling himfejf on the heights of Henncrfdorff, 
anticipated his march to Jauer. In vain the Pruf- 
iian monarch attempted next day to turn the ene- 
my on the fide qf the niountains, by Pomfcn and 
JagcrfdorfF; the roads were found impaflible to 
the ammunition-waggons, and the king returned 
to the camp at Lignicz, 
obtains a Whjle hp remained in thi3 fitu^tion h^ received 
vido^ advice, that four and twenty thoufand Ru^ians, 
dohn • " under count Czernichew, had thrown bridges over 
the Oder at Auras, where they intended to croft 
that river, and he concluded the enemy had form- 
ed a defign to clofe him in, and attack him with 
thejir joint forces. Daun h^d, indeed, projected a 
plan for furprifing him in the night, and had ac- 
tually put his army in motion for t^at purpofe 5 
but he was anticipated by the vigilance and good 
fortune of the Pruffian monarch. That prince, 
refleding that if he (hould wait for his adverfaries 
in his camp, he ran the rifque of being attacked 
at the fame time by Lacy on his right, by Paun 
in his front, and by Laudohn on his left, he al- 
tered hjs pofitioji, in order to difconcert their ope- 
rations ; and, on the fourteen^th day of the month, 

marche4 
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marched to the heights of PfafFendorfF, where he ^» »76o 
formed his army in order of battle. Receiving in- 
timation, about two in the morning, that Laudohn 
was in full march, advancing in columns, by Ben- 
nowit?:, he divided his army into two ieparate bo- 
dies. One of thefc remained on the ground, in 
order to maintain the pofl: againft any attempts 
that might be made by count Daun to fuccour 
Laudohn ; and that this fervice might be the more 
cfFeftually performed, the heights were fortified 
with batteries, fo judicioufly difpofed as to impede 
and over-awe the whole Auftrian army. The king, 
having taken this precaution, wheeled about with 
iixteen battalions and thirty fquadrons, to fall upon 
Laudohn as he fhould advance ; but that general 
knew nothing of his dcfign, until he himfelf ar- 
rived at the village of PfafFendorfF about three in 
the morning, when the day dawnii^g, and a thick 
fog gradually difperfing, the whole detachment of 
the Fruffian army appeared in order of battle, in a 
well chofen fituation, ftrengthened with a nume- 
rous train of artillery, placed to the bell advantage. 
Laudohn was not a little mortified to find himlclf 
caught in his own fnare % but he had advanced too 
far to recede, and therefore, making a . virtue of 
neceffity, refolved tp ftand an engagement. With 
jchis view he formed his troops, as well as the time, 
place, and circumft^nces would permit*, and the 
Pruffians advancing to the attack, a fevere aftion ' 

enfued. The king rode along the line to animate 
the troops, and fupcrinu nded every part of the 
charge, hazarding his life in /he moft dangerous 
fcencs of the battle to fuch a degree, that his horfe 
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An. 1760. was killed under him, and his deaths were (hot 
through in feveral places. The Auftrians main- 
tained the conflift with great obftinacy until fix in 
the morning, when they gave ground, and were 
purfued to the Katzbach, beyond which the king 
would not allow his troops to profecute the advan^ 
tagc they had gained, that they might be able to 
fuccour the right) in cafe marcchal count Paun 
fhould fucceed in his attempt to advance againft 
them from Lignitz. That general had adually 
begun his march to fall upon the Pruflians on one 
fide, while Laudohn fhould attack them on the 
other ; but he was not a little furprifcd to find they 
were decamped, and when he perceived a thick 
cloud of fmoke at a diftance, he immediately com- 
prehended the nature of the king's management. 
He then attempted to advance by Lignitz •, but 
the troops and artillery which had been left on the 
height of PfafFcndorfF, to difpute his march, were 
fo adi^antageoufly difpofed as to render all his eft 
forts abortive. Laudohn is faid to have loft in the 
aftion above eight thoufand men, killed, wounded, 
and taken, including eighty officers, with twenty^ 
three pair of colours, and eighty-two pieces of 
cannon : over and above this lofs, the Auftrian ge- 
neral fufFcred greatly by defertion. The Pruffians 
obtained the vidory at the cxpence of one general, 
with five hundred men killed, ^and twelve hundred 
wounded. Immediately after the aft ion the viftor 
marched to Parchwitz ; while Daun detached princ<> 
Lpwenflein and general Beck, with the referve of 
his army, to join prince Czernichew, who had 
croffed the Oder at Auras 5 but he was fo intlmi- 

dated 
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tiated by the defeat at Ligoitz, that he forthwith An. 176©. 
repafled the river, and pcince Lowenftein retired 
on the fide of Jauer. By this bold and well-con* 
dufted adventure, the Pruflian monarch not only 
efcaped the mod imminent hazard of a total defeat 1 
from the joint eflForts of two ftrong armies^ but alio 
prevented the dreaded jundioA of the Ruflian and 
Auftrian forces. 

His bufinefs now was to open the communica* ralfes the 
tion with Breflau, and his brother prince Henrys W^l^- 
whom he joined at Neumarcke. The prince, af- schweid- 
ter Laudohp was obliged to relinquifh the ficgc of nitz, 
Breflau, had kept a watchful eye over the motions 
of the Ruffian army, which had advanced into the 
neighbourhood of that city, and, without all doubt, 
would have bombarded it from fome commanding 
heights, had not they been prevented by princo 
Henry, who took pofleffion of thcfe pofts, and ' 
fortified them with redoubts. The king, having 
freed Breflau from the neighbourhood of his ene- 
mies, and being ftrengthened by the junftion with 
his brother, left a confiderable detachment under 
the command of general Goltze, to protedt the 
country againft the Ruffian irregulars; and ad- 
vanced with his whole force to the relief of 
Schweidnitz, which was blocked up by the Auf- 
trian army under the command of the marechal 
count Daun. In his march he fell upon a fepantte 
body under general Beck, made two battalions of 
Croats prifoners, and difperfed-feveral fquadrons. 
This atchiev^ement had fuch an efFctfl upon the 
nemy, that they raifed the blockade, and retreated 
nth fome precipitation to the mountains of Land- 

lUt. 
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While the king thus exerted himfclf, with a fpi^ 
rit altogether unexampled, in defending Silcfia, ge- 
neral Hulfen, who commanded his troops inSaxony^ 
was expofed to the moft imminent danger. Un- 
derftanding that the army of the empire had 
formed a defign to cut off his communicativon with 
Torgau, he quieted his camp at Meiffen, and 
marched to Strchla. The enemy having divided 
their forces into two bodies, one of them, on the 
twentieth day of Auguft, attacked an advanced 
poft of the Pruflians ; while the other was difpofed 
in fuch a manner as to over-awe Hulfen's camp, 
and prevent him from taking any ftep for the re-- 
lief of his battalions^ who maintained their ground 
with difficulty againft the fuperior number of the 
aiTailants. In this emergency the Pruflian general 
ordered his cavalry to make a circuit round a rifing- 
ground, and, ifpoffible, charge the enemy in flank; 
This order was executed with equal vigour and fuc- 
cefs. They fell upon the imperial army with fuch 
impetuofity, as drove their battalions and horfe 
upon each ether in the utmoft confufion, A con- 
fiderable number of the enemy were flain, and 
forty one officers, with twelve hundred men, made 
prifoners. By this advantage, which was obtained 
at a very fmall expence, general FJulfen opened 
for himlclf a way to Torgau, whither he inftantly 
retreat- d, perceiving that the whole army f)f the 
Imperialifts was advancing to cut off his commu- 
nication with the Elbe : this retreat furnifticd the 
enemy with a pretext for clainiing the vidory. 

After all thefc heroic endeavours of the Pruffian 
monarch and his officers^ his affairs remained in 

fuch 
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fuch a defperitte (ituation as fe'emed to prefage ap« 
preaching ruin : for, though in perfon he com- 
manded a numerous and well appointed army, he 
found it abfolutely impoflible to guard againft the 
different detachments from the three feparate ar- 
mies of his adverfaries. Bodies of Auftrian troops 
fcoured the country of Lufatia : the Ruffians tra» 
verfed part of Silefia, and made irruptions even 
into Brandenburg : tlve imperial army domineered 
in Saxony : the Swedifli army; meeting ^ith no 
opppfition, advanced into the heart of Pomerania ; 
fo that the king was not only threatened on every 
fide, but all correfpondencc between him and his 
hereditary dominions was at this * junfture inter- 
cepted,

A fmall Ikir- 
mlfh Was neceifary to clear 
the way for Cocceii ; I hope 
that he will deliver you my 
letter; I never was, in the 
courfe of ray life, in a more 
embarralhng fituation thaa 
in this campaign.

me, nothing lefs than a mi- 
racle is ftill neceflary to ex- 
tricate me from the difficul- 
ties ihat I forefce. I (hall 
jccrtainly do my duty when 
occafion offers ; but, my dear 
marquis, always remember 
that I pretend not to com- 
mand fortune, and that I am 
obliged, ia my projefls, to 
leave too much to chance, 
for want of being able to 
form any more folid. I have 
the labours of a Hercules to 
undergo, at a time of life 
when my ftrength fails me, 
my infirmities increafe, and, 
to fpeak the truth, when 
hope, the only confolation of 
the unhappy, begins to de- 
fert me. You are not fufii- 
ciently acquainted with the 
circumftances of affairs to 
have a clear idea of all the 
dangers which threaten the 
ilate; I know, but conceal 
them ; I keep all my fears to 
myfelf, and only communi- 
cate to the public ^my hopes, 
or the little good news that 
1 can acquaint them with. If 
the blow that I meditate fuc- 
ceeds, then,my dear marquis, 
it will be time enough to ex- 
prefs our joy ; but till then, 
kt us not flatter ourfelves, 
for fear fome unexpe^ed bad 


news (hould dejed us too 
much. 

I lead here the lif(* of a 
military monk. I have much 
to think of about my affairs, 
and the reft of my time I 
devote to literature, which is 
my confolation, as it was of 
the conful, the father of his 
country and of eloquence. 
J know not if I ftiall furvive 
this war ; but I am deter- 
mined, in cafe it fhould hap- 
pen, to pafs the refl of my 
days in retirement, in thebo- 
fom of philofbphy and frtend- 
Ihip. 

When our correfpondence 
ihall be more open, you'll . 
oblige me by writing more 
frequently. I know not where 
we fhall have our winter- 
quarters. My houfes at Bref- 
lau were deftroyed by the 
bombardment. Our enemies 
envy us every thing, even day- 
light and the air we breathe. 
They muft however leave us 
fome place, and if it is fafe, 
it will be a treat to receive 
you there. 

Well, my dear marquis, 
what is become of the peace 
with France? Your nation, 
you fee, is more blind than 
you imagined. Thofe fools ' 
lofe Canada, and Rondicher- 
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Sikfia, now meditated a fcheoie, the execution of An.ij6o. 
which he could not but feel in the moil fenfible ^^^ ^^^^ 
manner. The Ruffian army being on its retreat fians and 
from Silefia, count Czernichew was fent with a AuOrians 
ftrong detachment into the Marche of Branden- l^j-^p^t-^ 
burg ; while a numerous body of Auftrians, un- into 
dcr Lacy and Brentano, penetrated into the fame Branden- 
country from Saxony, with inftrudions to join* the ^^^^' 
Ruffians at the gates of Berlin. The Pruffian'ge- 
ncral Hulfen, finding hinifelf too weak to cope . 
with the army of the empire in Mifnia, had fallen 
back to this capital, where he was joined by the 
troops under general Werner, lately returned from 
Pomerania: but as their forces, after this jundion^ 
did not exceed fixceen thoufand men, and the al- 
lies advancing againft them amounted to forty 
thoufand, they would not pretend to oppofe the 
«nemy in the open field, nor to defend a city of 
fuch extent, and fo imperfedly fortified. Such an 
attempt would have only expofed their troops to 
ruin, withott being able to fave the capital, which, 
on the contrary, would have been the more fevere- ' 
ly handled, in confequence of their oppofition. '

1 760. pulfed the advanced guard of the Ruffians under 
Totdcben, which attacked the gates, and even 
bombarded the toWn, before the great armies ap- 
peared, 
and pof- At their appfoach the Pruffiah generals retreated, 
Hves^T ^^^^^^S ^^^^^ wc^k battalions in the place, in hope 
Berlin. ^^^Y ^Jght be the means of obtaining feme fort 
of terms for the city. They made no refift- 
ance, however 5 but on the firft fummons pro- 
pofed articles of capitulation, which being refiifed^ 
they furrendered themfelvcs prifoncrs of war. In 
favour of the city the foreign minifters there re- 
fiding interpofed their mediation with fuch zeal 
and fuccefs, that tolerable conditions were ob- 
tained. The inhabitants were indulged with the 
free cxercife of their religion, and an immunity 
from violence to their perfons and efFcfts. The 
enemy promifed that the Ruffian irregulars (hould 
not enter the town ; and that the king's palace 
{hould not be violated. Thcfe artides being rati- 
fied, the Atiftrian and Ruffian troops entered the 
place, where they totally deftroycd the magazines, 
arfenals, and founderies, with an immenfe quan- 
tity of military ftores, and a great number of can- 
non and fmall artns : then they demanded the im- 
mediate payment of eight hundred thoufand guil- 
ders ; and afterwards exadted a contribution of 
one million nine hundred thoufand German crowns. 
Marty outrages were committed by the licentious 
foldiery, in fpite of all the precautions which the 
officers could take to preferve the moft cxad dif- 
cipline. The houfes of the private inhabitants 
were tolerably proteded ^ but the king's palace's

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were Aibjefted to the moft rigorous treatment *. An. 1760. 
In the royal palace of Charlottcnburg they pil-

However enormous the 
Cruelties were', to which the 
king's dominions Were a prey 
laft year, one would imagine 
that his majefty's enemies 
wanted to out-do themfelves 
in this reipedl, by their bar- 
barous condudl this year. It 
would in fad feem, thafafter 
four unfuccefsful campaigns, 
they thought they fhould 
more eafily obtain their ends, 
by means equally (hocking to 
humanity, and inconfiftent 
with the practice of civilized 
nations, than by endeavour* 
irtg ^o terminate the war by 
arms, and the fuperiority of 
their forces. 

In this light all the opera- 
tions of this campaign, and 
in particular the famous ex- 
pedition againft Berlin, natu- 
rally prefent themfelves be- 
fore tlje impartial public. 
The whole united forces of 


the houfe of Auilria, in con- 
junction wit^ the numerous 
armies of Rufiia, have over^* 
run Silefia, not with a vievr 
to fight battks) or get pofleP 
fion of the fortrcfles by re- 
gular fieges ; but to cany 
fire and fword into a pro- 
vince, which they are pleafed 
to confider ac Vienna as part 
of the inconteftable domini^ 
ons of the houfe of Auilria. 
Towns that were already laid 
under contribution, have, ne- 
verthelefs, been plundered and 
facked: Landlhut, in parti- 
cular, furniihes a memorable 
example of this condud, Co 
contrary to all the laws of 
war. The capital, and other 
fortreffes in Silefia, of which 
they could npt make them- 
felves mafters by ftratagem, 
or other indireft methods, 
for want of artillery to lay 
fiege to them, have been 
bombarded without any hopes 
of fuccefs : one would think 
they did it only for the plea- 
fure of beholding a great 
number of houfes and public 
edifices, on fire. 

That unfortunate province 
would doubtlefs have been ir- 
recoverably ruined, had not 
Providence thought proper to 
fet bounds to their excefTes, 
and to humble them by an 

event 
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An. i76o/Jaged aad fpoilcd the rich furniture; they de- 
faced and mutilated the valuable pictures, and 

an- 
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event which dcftroyed all their 
flattering hopes. The battle 
of Lignitz ftopt the execti- 
tion of their vaft defighs, and 
dilconcerted their plan for the 
reft of the campaign. Three 
armies, each of them fupe- 
rior in nuimber to that of the 
king, which had even entirely 
furrounded him, and which 
counted (o much on the fuc- 
cefs of the meafures they had 
taken to overwhelm him, 
that they had even fixed the 
day which was to decide his 
fate, were, by this vi^ory, 
reduced for a long t;ime to to- 
tal hiadtion, and obliged to 
think more of defending 
themfelves, than of forming 
ofienfive enterprifes. The 
Ruffians retreated ^towards 
the frontiers of Poland, fet- 
ting fire to every place where 
they had received any lofs, or 
apprehended an attack. The 
two Auftrian armies Ihut 
themfelves up in the hills of 
Silefia, and oppofed thofe na- 
tural barricades to the efforts 
which his majefly made to 
come to blows with them. 
There they waited for theif- 
fiie of tKediverfion which the 
policy of their court was to 
procure to be made. Mar- 
(hal Soltikoff remained the 
whole month of September, 


without daring to make the 
leaft motion, in prefence of 
the fmall corps under general 
Goltz ; the operations of his 
troops being confined to the 
defolating thofe parts of 
Lower Silefia that were in his- . 
power. But as this proceed- 
ing could not deliver the At- 
(Irian army from its confined 
pofition, which in the end 
might prove fatal to it, the 
court of Vienna again had 
recourfe to thefe methods, 
which it employs with fo 
much fuccefs to extricate it- 
felf from a dilemma, and pre- 
vailed with the Ruffians to 
invade the Marche of ^Bran- 
denburgh. 

For this end the generals 
Czcrnichef and Tottleben 
were detached with upwards 
of 20,000 men, and general 
Lacy was fent againfl Berlia 
with 14,000 from the Au,- 
flrian army. The whole 
Ruflian army followed at a 
fmail <iiftance, to fuftain this 
grand enterprize. But each 
party wanting to get before 
tJieothe , general Tottleben, 
without waiting for the ar- 
rival of the large corps of 
troops, appeared on the 3d of 
Odober before Berlin, with 
2000 light troops and fome 
foot. He immediately fum- 

mone()

moned it, and upon its refu- 
fing to furrender, he threw 
into the town fome hundreds 
of royal grenades, bombs, 
and red-hot balls, ia hopes 
of obtaining by 6re and by 
terror, what he could not 
protpife himieif from his for- 
ces. The three aflauks made 
on Halle-gate, were repelled ; 
and the Barnes, which had 
broke out in five "^different 
parts, were, happily extin- 
guiihed. The prudent mea- 
fures taken by the Pruflian 
generals who were at Berlin* 
atlaft obliged the Ruffian ge- 
neral to retire without effed- 
ing his purppfe. Meanwhilet 
prince Eugene of Wurtem- 
burgh, and lieutenant-geAe*. 
ral Hulfen, had come to the 
afliftance of the capital, and 
for ibme time put a flop to 
the enemy's enterprifes : they 
would probably have obliged 
thep^i wholly to drop their 
defign, had not count Czer- 
nichef, on one fide, and ge- 
neral Lacy on the other, come 
up with their troops. At the 
fame time the grand Ruffian 
army arrived at Francfort on 
the Oder, and general Panin, 
with feven regiments, was 
detached towards Berlin, to 
fuflain general Czernichef ; 
and he. could be followed 
Numb. 32. 


every day by frefli detach- 
fnents. 

.- The two Pruffian generals 
ahove-mentioned, feeing /the 
great fuperiority of the ene- 
my. Would not expole the 
city to the precarious ifiue of 
a battle, and refolved.to ^ve 
it time to capitulate, in order 
to prevent the calamities to 
which it might be expofed ; 
accordingly they withdrew oa 
the 6rh, before day-break^ to 
Spandau, and the governor 
and the magiftrates made fe-r 
parate capitulations with ge- 
neral Tottleben, It was 
agreed that the town ihould 
be delivered up to the Ruf- 
fians ; that the garrifon, con* 
filling of two battalions . of 
Itzenplitz's regiment, and one 
battalion of Ludenitz's roili'^ 
tia, fliould be prifoners of 
war ; and that,. 00 paying a 
contribution of 1,500,000 
crowns and 200,000 as a gra- 
tuity to the troops, for which 
the town was obliged to be- 
come bound, it ihould enjoy 
'full liberty, prote^ion and 
fafety, while the enemy fiaid 
in it^ The prifoners, who, 
at the moft, amounted but t^ 
1200 men, and nott0 40oo» 
as the foreign news-papers 
have given out, were carried 
off; and the ciidets, who 
F could 
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mar- 


cotiM ^tw)* fee ct>mj>rdi6ndcd 
in the capitulation, Vfhidk 
tttetiti^ns only ge«eral«, offi- 
ctrs, Ib'balttrns, and fold iers, 
' TTcre carried away with the 
!reft on foot. Though foarcc 
ilbove ten or tw<*lve year^ old, 
<hcjr tender ajge tould not 
Iccufe them from this hard 
^tfagc, which, weh^ar, hath 
%h'e^dy f)Ut an end to mafiy 
^f their lives. 

According 4o ihe public 
ije^J^-papers, thel^i^flian gc- 
ner&k divided theiti atnong 
thert^lelveis, to tC(]t« fhe keep* 
ing of them, as if they were 
Hav^ ebndemnfed to 'perpe- 
t\¥i\ captivity, jlevertheleft 
they can be conitderedoniy in 
two lights: if fhey Were pri- 
loners of war, they ought to 
fee <?xdhflng€d ; and, if they 
^ere not, %hey wete uhjuftly 
eairied awdy, »nd ought td 
lie tfhinediately difcharged. 
- IJy virtue of Ihe cffpitula<^ 
tion conckided wkh general 
Haddick in 1757, ^^^ city of 
Berlin was no more to be mo- 
lefted xir btirl^ened by the 
Atiftrlans during the «whol« 
«mrre of this War : never- 
thelefsi fofnc Auftrian regi- 
ments took up thetr quarters 
by force, and againft^the wlU 
t)f the "Ruffians, at Frederick- 
ftadt, and in- the New Town^ 


where, by this a^ of violence, 
and'the excelSes of every kind 
-which they wefe guilty of, 
they gave frefli proofis how 
little nbey re|;ard then* own 
tngageffieiits. 

The capitulation iftadewkh 
genial Tbttkben was no 
better obfei»ved, either bj th^ 
^(fflians or Auftrians. 'By 
-the third article of the tw© 
capitiriations for thcgarrifon^ 
«nd the town, it was fettled^ 
that no foldier (houW bft 
quartered in the city or fab- 
wrbs J that the iight troops 
ife&uW fiot be permitted to 
filter the place; and that 
bdth the royal palax^es and 
pi^iwite houfes fhould be ci^ 

tirely fkfe, and not be ©roofed 

to ^lage : neverthclefe, fo- 

vend AAlftrian re^ments took 

wp thdir quarters in the town^ 

as hath juft been mentioned. 

They even lived at difcnelion; 

a*id, not content with eating 

a«d drinking at the expence 

erf their landlords^ they.com- 

piifed them to give them mo- 

liey, goodsj ^nd Whatever 

they alked. There are but 

few inhabitants of Berlin^, 

whom thcfegoefts did not 

cpft hundreds or thoufands of 

crowns. The town was, ia 

a mamier, over-run wkh cot 

facks^ huffars, and other light 

troop9>. 
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trdop$> who robbed both in 
the.ftreets and in. the houfes^ 
mud wherejrer thejr came. 
Nor veEC the regulj^r itrocps 
vhclly '.free fcoaa this r«*> 
prG^ck : the Auflnasks* in 
pai;ticid«r>di|liliogutd)ed them* 
iidires iQ thefb exploits. On 
a .caceQil .eoqujry k >h«th 
been found, thzt^fiz private 
bouies were broke tand plun- 
^iaaoif and the inhabitants 
compelledy by theeaoA bar«- 
barous ^nQis of violence, to 
{lart with money^ watches, 
and whatever the fialdiers had 
a .mind to. A very great 
aomber of fper^ns were beat, 
tnt with {ivotds f%nd abuded ia 
ihch a cruel manner^ that ma- 
«y aretfiiU in danger of t|ieir 
lives £rx>m the wounds they 
reoeived* A woman named 
Schack was fomnd d^ad on 
the fpiay of Collen, with her 
body disfigured by wounds. 
People fcarce daf ed to appear 
in the ilseets for fear of be* 
ing robbed ; and moil of 
^fcy whofe bufinefs obliged 
them to be abroad ' in the 
evening, or at night, were 
ftripped of every thing. The 
king's ftables, which by the 
capitulation were not to be 
lOttched, were a principal 
ob^edt of the enemy's ravage, 
though the Ruffian com* 


mander had placed there a 
iafeguaird of twenty-four nnen. 
All his naajefty's coaches, 
which could not, furely, bt 
reckoned implements of war^ 
were broke to pieces^ after 
feeingdripped of the velvet, 
embroidery, and lace; and 
the apartments of M. Schwe- 
irin, one of the king's equer- 
ries, which are over the ta- 
bles, were phindered. Th« 
hofpital for invalids, and the 
}io4>itai called la Charite* 
thole retreats of the unha ppy » 
the infirm^ and the indigent, 
which one would imagine^ 
the moft cruel' enemy would 
have refpeded* wefe not 
iparedy but pillaged, and ex- 
posed to other excelTes of 
differeAt kinds. In the church 
of Jerufalem the Auftriani 
robbed the vedry and the 
poor's box, and opened fome 
graves to ftrip the dead. It 
muft be acknowledged, that 
general Tot tleben, and briga-^ 
dier Bach man, who was ap- 
pointed vice-governor, en- 
deavoured to maintain order 
and dtfcipline in the city, and 
that they even put a (lop to 
fome excefTes committed by 
the troops : but moll of the 
dilbrders were fufFered to pafs 
> unpunifhed ; .and by the ex- 
c^fies committed in breach of 
F a the 
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An. 1760. wis cffcftually protcftcd by prince Eftcrhafi, who 
would not fufFcr one article of ' furniture or orna- 
ment 


the capitulation, the city fuf- 
tains a lofs of fome hundred 
thoufand crowns, over and 
above the enormous contri- 
bution exa£te() from it. 

Neverthelefs, what hap- 
pened at Berlin was nothing 
compared to what was done 
in the fmall towns and the 
fiat country, the whole, from 
the gates of Berlin to the dif- 
tance of feverai miles, being 
laid totally defolate. In par- 
ticular the Auftrian, RulHau, 
and Saxon troops joined to 
leave the moft deteftable 
marks of their rage and in- 
humanity at the caflle of 
Charlottenbourg. Efterha- 
fi's Auflrian hulfars, and the 
Saxon uhlansi diHinguilhed 
themfelves in this exploit, and 
their officers looked on un- 
concerned. Whole fquadrons 
entered the caftle on the 9th 
of O£tober, and plundered it 
for four days fucceflively, 
without receiving the leaft 
check from either general or 
officer. All the tapeftry was 
torn down ; looking-glaffe^, 
pldures, tables, chairs, china, 
in (lioi^t, all that was of any 
value, was broke or fpoilt, 
except a large quantity of ef- 
feds which fome greedy offi- 
cers took for themfelves, and 
fent away in covered wag- 


gons. Even the king's cha<> 
pel, that facred place, which 
the moft favage nations would 
have refpefled, was ravag- 
ed, and profaned by their 
naftinefs, and the orgahs 
broke. In the apartments of 
the caftle, the pidures of the 
royal family were fpoilt and 
disfigured, and feveral ftatues 
of the celebrated cabinet of 
cardinal Polignac, valuable 
monuments of antiquity, were 
mutilated or damaged, ht 
Ihort, fuch havock was made 
at this country feat, that 
fcarce any thing more than 
the walls can properly be faid 
to be left. Neverthelefs, the 
plunder got here did not fa^ 
tisfy the enemy's greedinels, 
nor fecure the inhabitants of 
the town from being plun- 
dered, though they had ran* 
fomed themfelves by the pay- 
ment of 15,000 crowns ia 
ready money. Every thing 
was taken from them ; and 
what could not be darried 
away v/as broke or deftroy- 
ed. Several inhabitants were 
horfewhipped and cut with 
fabres ; of which two died. 
Even the women, without dif- 
tinflion of age, were expofed 
to the rage of the enemy, 
and made vidtims of their 
brutality.

Schoenbaufen, t^e queen's 
country houie/ fliared much 
the fame fate. A RuiSan fu- 
baltern arrived there on the 
Sth of Oftober; with eight 
htsfTarSy and demanded, with 
grievoufs threats, her majef- 
ty*s plate. In .vain he was 
told, that it had been carried 
^ Ion|^ before to a place of fafe- 
ty : they fearched the caille, 
and, not finding what they 
wanted, pulled down, and 
tore the tape(l|[y and the cur- 
tains» and, taking what they 
liked, went to the houfe of 
the keeper* of the caftle, 
ftripped him and his wife, 
beat hifii with rods and whips, 
iand even pinched them with 
red'hot pincers in fuch a cru- 
el nianner, that both are fiiil 
dangeroufly ill. The gene- 
rals Czernichef and Tottle- 
ben^ being informed of theft 
cruelties, promised, indeed, 
to put a flop to them ; but 
inftead thereof, thecaftle was 
totally defolated between the 
^th and the 12th. All the 
tapeflry and curtains left af- 
ter the former vifit were torn, 
and the chaits, pictures, apd 
china, broke to pieces. In 
ihort,Schdenhaufen was made 
a depart; nor did the officers 
belonging to it, or the village 
of Pankow, which adjoins to 


it, fare better. A fervant be- 
longing to the caftle was laid 
on the fire in his own apart* 
itient,and the mini/ler's foot- 
man hacked to death with 
fabres. The women were dif- 
honoured in the moft barba-> 
fous manner : all the cattle 
were driven away, and every 
boufe and barn emptied. 

The palace of the margrave 
Charles at Friedrichfelde re- 
ceived th^ fame treatment 
from the Ruffians ; and moft 
of the provincial towns met 
with no more favour. Frank* 
fort, in particular, was moft , 
grievoufly hafraiTed many 
ways, though the enemy's 
generals had given the magif- 
trates affiirances in writing, 
that they had no farther ex- 
anions to fear. Lieutenant 
colonel Rofchewiky lighted a 
large fire in the great fquare , 
with which he threatened to 
fet the city in flames. A 
burgomafter was whipped in 
a cruel manner, and all. the 
magiftrates threatened with 
the fame treatment. By thefe 
violent meafures they eXf- 
torted great quantities of 
cloth, linen, and forage, and 
a contribution of 50,000 
crowns, befides what was 
given under the title of ex- 
traordinaries, which, how-

In fine, 
to fill'iip tlie meafute of tKeij^ 
deeds of inhumanity and hor* 
ror, tliey l^d afide all regar4 ' 
to the (epulchresof the dead, 
tvhich have always been heliil 
in a kind of venerai:ib*i b*y 
the moft barbarous nations. 
The troops uhdet general 
Lacy, in their return thro* 
Wilmeridorff, an eftate be- 
longing to the Sehweritt fa- 
ijiily, broke open the bury- 
ing vault, opened the coffin of 
the mafter of the horfe to the 
king, who had been dead la 
years,, and thofe of Hi$ lacfy 
and cMdreri, ftVipt the bo^ 
dies, andtbrew them on this 
ground. Thele fcarbariUes, 
of which the liittbiry ot the 
Icaft civilized nations furnlfti- 
es few examples, wfll be 
handed do'wii to the mo^ dif- 
taritpofterity, and perpetuate •

ROF they seduced a pact of 
thoib towns* to afl^es, an4 
greatly damaged the re;ft. 
That court would at prefent 
have grefU raa/bn ta iQal^e 
the inoft ferioitf reie^Uoua 
Of} the ol^ligation it lies uji« 
der to its troops andthoie of 
its allies, for the condu^ they 
have heldy if the king were 
difpofed to follow b^d exam« 
ples» and to relatlate on the 
lubjeds of Saxony the cala- 
HRiti^s which his fubjefU have 
.been fo unjui^ly iiiade to Aif- 
ier. But his majefty's ipan- 
P9T of thinking wiU always 
prevent his recurring to fueh 
rigorous methods, till he be 
forced to it by iudifpenfable 
.neceffity* He detefls this il- 
licit manner of makiog war 
the more, as it contributes ib 
little to the end for which war 
is waged. This truth ap- 
pears avklent from the laft 
expedition of the enemy into 
the Marche. Tbey found it 
very e^fy to fHp, as it were, 
into Brandenburgb, with an 
army of So^ooo men, and to 
Aake theinfelves matters of 
F 4 • ga 
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An, 1760. 0n the thirteenth, on hearing that the king was irt 
full march to the relief of his capiul. In their 

retreat. 


an open city defended by a 
handful of men . But. as foon 
as his majefty, informed of 
this invafion, flew to theaf- 
fiflance of his opprefled fub- 
jedts, and approached the 
frontier only, all thofe troops 
of the enemy fled precipi- 
tately, and retired, fome to 
Poland, and fome to Saxony. 
It is not denied that they did 
hurt ; but the damage is not 
irreparable, andean have no 
influence on the future ope- 
rations of the war. The di- 
Terfion which the enemy pro- 
pofed to make by it, far from 
favouring their affairs in Sax- 
ony, and Silefia, hath given 
the king an opportunity to 
reconquer the former, and to 
deliver the latter. Thus 
Haddick's enterprife againfl 
Berlin was followed in 1757, 
by the glorious vidlories, of 
Rosbach and Lifla. The late 
expedition of theRuflians and 
Auflrians againfl Berlin hath 
ferved, notwithflanding all 
that hath been publifhed, to 
ruin, without any reafbn, and 
without any end, fome thou- 
fands of innocent fubjedts. 
But it hath difplayed the ene- 
mies of Pruilia, in their truQ 
colours, to all Europe, and 
laid open the fajfity, the in- 
juflice, and the cruelty of the 


principles on which they BiBt, 
in this war. It fhould feem 
that the court of Vienna 
wanted to realife, on this oc-^ 
cafion, the (hocking expreP 
flon of Oiie of its generals, 
" That they muflr leave the 
fubjeds of Brandenburgh.on- 
ly free air and the bare 
ground." Unable hitherto 
to cruih the king, the mag- 
nanimous defender of the 
German liberties, it again 
hath recourie to thole tnc« 
thods which the Ferdinands 
[of Auftria] employed in the 
lad century, to reduce the 
whole empire under their 
defpotic yoke* But its con-* 
du£l in our days; it renews 
the fad remembrance of that 
long and bloody war which 
Germany then groaned un- 
der, fbr the fpace of thirty 
years. Let all Europe conft- 
derat prefent what it h^h to 
CYpeA fron^ fuch an enemy. 
Let it judge whether the 
houfe of Auflria, in cafe it 
could accomplifli the depref- 
(ion of that of Brandenburgh, 
would not extend its ambi- 
tious views farther ; and, to 
gain its end, feek to involve 
other ftates in the calaxhities 
in which it wants to plunge 
thoie of his majefty. But 
Provkdence, which bath al. 

readjr 
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rttreat, by diflTcrent routes, from ' Brandenburgt An. 1760. 
they drove aviray all the cattle and horfes they could 

find9 
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ready fo often defeated the 
preje£ls of this houfe, and^ 
which hath recently humbled 
its pride by the defeat at Tor- 
gau, will (lill fet fre(h bounds 
to its ambition in the fequel . 
of this war. Wemuft hope 
that byitsaififtance^the king 
will continue to defetid htm- 
ielf fucceisfully againft the 
league formed againll him by 
the infinu^tions and intrigues 
of the court of Vienna ; and 
that all the efforts of his iene^^ 
snies will not prevent the 
moft diilant poflerity (rom 
acknowledging him to have 
been the defender of the Pro- 
tenant religion andtbeliber-* 
ties of Germany.

The inhabitants of Berlin 
have been more frightened 
than hurt. As they had, by 
their acdan^iations and ap- 
plaufes» been accomplices in 
the excefles committed by 
their mailer In Saxony, they 
expeded reprifals : but the 


generals oi tHe two empreF- 
fes diftinguifhed themfelves 
as much at Berlin, by their 
generolity and compaflSon. as 
; thole of Pruflia in Saxony by 
their obduratenefs and bar- 
barity. Yet the Prbflian Ga* 
zette hath the aflurance to 
complain of a coi^tribution of 
. x>8oo«ooo crowns ; of the 
plundering the arfenal, and 
the deflruAion of the pow- 
der-mill. The generals La- 
cy and Tottleben carried off 
the arms and uniforms that 
were in the king's magazines : 
they rendered unferviceabte 
the royal foundery, which 
continually replaced in the 
enemy's armies the artillery 
which the imperial troops 
took from them at the price 
of their blood. The ftirni- 
ture of two country feats, 
the embellifhments of which 
had been directed by the moft 
rigorous oeconomy» was da- 
maged by the foldiers, who, 
in other refpedls, obferved 
the exa£teft difcipline. Com- 
pare thefe loffes of the Pruf- 
fians with ours, and with 
thofe of the king-eledor, 
whofe auguft family, prifb- 
ners in their own palace, 
have feen the apartments of 
it broke open, the locks of 
the cabinets picked, their do-

to Brandenburg. Mean white the cowi^ of Wir- 
ftmberg, in that eledoratcf, Watf reduced by thjg 
duke de Deux Fonts, coiomander of the impe- 
ml anny, which^ in conjuiidioa with the Au^ 
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iheftics obliged to ranlbm' 
themfelves, their officers rob- 
beef, the fined furniture folcf 
By auftlon for a trifle, their 
country-ieat& converted into 
hofpitals and (tables, till the 
rage of the Fruffians reduced 
them to a heap of rubbiihi; 
the capital (et ott fire and 
Burnt ; the gardens th^ fur- 
rounded it deftroyed and dug 
up, from mere wantonnefs ;. 
the ornaments of them de- 
itroyed by expr^fs order of 
the king of Pruffia ; our ar- 
ienal, which contained only 
rich and clirious pieces, car- 
Tied to Berfin by an enemy 
ivhoie deftru£li^e fpirit is al- 
ways fubordinate to his avi- 
dity ; the caflles and ellate^ 
of the minifters and princi- 
pal nobiGty andgentry deraq- 
lidied and laid wafte^ after 
being feverat times ranfomedj; 
the. men carried oS' from the 
iQWim and vilkgeSt the bou^ 


fes of the dtizeiis pluhdcrecf 
methodically, the ifiagiftratrt 
thrown into diingeons, to 
compel theni to delivcfrup th* 
effeds of the Wido^ and the 
orphan } and to extort from 
the unfortutiafe iAhdbittrnti 
the little money they had hid 
frdni the Ffuffiati ta)C-gather-> 
ers, 

Thefe are a part only of 
the diftreries which the gene^ 
rals of the empress had to 
take vengeance for. But 
their imperial itiajef¥les have 
too ihuch magnani/nlty to 
make unhappy navefs an^er-' 
aHe for what they dJd by the 
command of a defpo'fic rftaf- 
ter. . It is the royal houfe of 
Pruffia that owes fkti$fa£lioQ 
^o tlie powers it hUfh offeAd!- 
ed. Its fubjeds, perhaps, 
have b6en long wilhing hi 
their hearts, that they ftrajp 
take it complete iA the treaty 
of peace,

The 
Pitiflkn croibd the river at CoTi^k^ Wher^ htt 
Wab j6ined by the ttOOpt under pridM Eugene 
of Wirte^b^Fg, tf^ ^ner^l Hiiiren> ib th$t 
his army now atA^ti^ to eight;y thoufdnd 
fighting m^i^, with wh(5m i^ ttkHmsA to' ftrUtt 
fome ftroke of importance. Indeed, at this tiMA 
his Rtuztkyti Was truly critk^L Generdl Lau* 
dbHn, mt\ a confideral^ body of AotiAtn^ n^ 
msined in Silelia ; the Ruffian actoy ftiH threac^ 
ciied Brcflau, the capital of thM touatry^ . 
The Imperialifts and Auftrians had taken p^ 
feffion of all the great townd kn Srtjcdnys and 
were tnafters on beth fides of the Elbe. In tht 
eaftern part of Poihefani* tfte Ru*ih* hatd in- 
vtfted Golbcrg by fea arid land, feemingfy deteiMy 
mineci to reduce the place, that th^y Atright Iwri 
a fear- port, hf which they could be fupplied With 
provifion, ammunition, neceflkries, and reinforce* 
ments, without the trouble and iHcbnufertiettce of 
a long and laboriovis niaith ft^th the bariks of 
the Viftula. 

Ori the Weftcm fxde of Pdttaeranik, the wit

which had hithiM'td languiftitd was refiewed by the 
^edes with unconimoA vivacity. They f aflM 
tfre river Pene without oppofttion ; and obK^* ^ 
ing general Stuflerhcinl to retreat, advanced a»

gjsneral Brcntano, and made four hundred pri- 
. foners. The right wing of the Auftrians being 
at Grofwich, and their left at Torgau, the Pruf- 
fian king determined to attack them next day, 
which was the third of November. His defign 
was to march through the wood of Torgau by 
three different routes, with thirty battalions and 
fifty fquadrons of his left wing : the firft line 
was ordered to advance by the way of Mackrenc 
to Neiden •, the fccond, by Peckhutte to Elfnick j 
and the third, confifting of cavalry, to pene-^ 
trate by the wood of Wildchayn to Vogelfahg,

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On the other hand general Zeithen was dif eftcd An. 176a 
to take the great Leipfick road, with thirty batta- 
lions ztid feventy fquadrons of the right; and 
quitting it at the ponds of Torgau, to attack . 
the villages of Suptitz and Grofwich, The king^s 
line in its march^ fell in with a corps of Auftrians 
under general Reidi who retired into the wood of 
Torgau ; and another more confiderable body, 
polled in the wood of Wildenhayn, likewife re- 
treated to Grofchutz, after having fired fome pieces 
of artillery : but the dragoons of St. Ignon, being 
encloied between two columns of Pruifian infan- 
try, were either killed or taken. By two in the 
afternoon the king had penetrated through the 
wood to the plain of Neiden, from whence ano- 
another body of the enemy retired to Torgau, 
where a continued ' noife of cannon and fmall 
arms declared, that general Zeithen was already 
engaged. The Prufllans immediately advanced 
at a quicker pace, and palling the morafles near 
Neiden, inclined to th^ right in three lines, and 
foon came to adtion. Daun had chofen a very 
advantageous pofic|on : his right extended to 
Grofwich, and his left to Zinne ; while his 
infantry occupied fome eminences along the 
road of Leipfick ; and his front was ftrength- 
ened with no lefs than two hundred pieces of 
cannon. His fecond line was difpoTed on an 
extent of ground, which terminated in hillocks 
towards the Elbe-, and againft this the king di- 
eted his attack.

^c to Zinne. While the prince of Holftein 
4^allied his cavalcy, and returned to the charge, 
the third line of Prui^an in&ntry otucloed the 
iricieyard of ^uptitz, and general Ziethen with 
fhe right wing took the enemy in rear. This 
difpofition thcew <the Auftrians into difopder, 
which was greatly augmented by the difafter o^ 
count i>aun, who was dangerouHy wounded in 
the thigh,, and carried off the field of battle. 
But the Pruffians could not purfue their vic- 
tory, becaufe the aftion had lafted until nine, 
and the night, being unufually -dark, facilitated 
the retreat of the en«<ny, who croffed the Elbe 
on three bridges of boats, thrown over the 
river at Torgau.

Ttdrt into Fmnconia. 

The Swedes, having penetrated a good w^y 
'nto Pomerawa, returned ^gpin to their wintpr- 
juarters at Stralfund ; imd the Ruffian generals 
jeafured Iwk their way to the Viftula : fo that 
he «onfed«rat3SS giStoed little elfe in the courfe 
f this campaign, but the contributions which

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An. ty6o. they raifcd in Berlin, and the open Country of 
Brandenburg. Had all the allies been heartily 
bent upon cruftiing the Pruffian monarch, one 
would imagine the Ruffians and Swedes might 
have joined their forces in Pomerania, and made 
good their winter -quarters in Brandenburg, where 
they could have been fupplied with magazines 
from the Baltick, and been at hand to com« 
mence their operations in the fpring: but, ia 
all probability, fuch an eftablifhment in the em<- 
pire would have given umbrage to the Germanic 
body.

before they had chofen a marechaL 

The diet of Sweden, which was convoked 
about the fame period, feerned determihed to 
proceed upon bufinefs. They elefted count Axel 
Fcrfon their grand marechal, in oppofition tO 
count Horn, by a great majority ; which was aa 
unlucky circumftance for the Pruffian intereft 
at Stockholm, inafmuch as the fame majority 
obftinately perfifted in opinion, that the war 
(hould be profecuted in the Ipring with redoubled 
vigour, and the aripy in Germany reinforced to 
the number of at leaft. thirty thoufand fight* 
ing men.

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. This unfavourable circumftance made but little An.i76<^. 
impreffion qpoii the PrulTian monarch, who had * 

jnaintained his ground with furprifing refolutioh 
and fuccefs lihce the beginning of the campaign, 
and now enjoyed in profpedl the benefit of winter^

The animofity which inflamed the contending Intlma-

' but broke outi^ as ufual, in printed declarttions, j^jng of 
which the belligerant powers diflfufed all pver Eu- Pruffia to 
rope. Ii^ the beginning of the feafon the ftatfes of *^® ^*^®' 
the circle of Weftphalij had been required, by the circle of 
Imperial court, to furnifli thpir contingent of Wcftpha* 
troops againft the king of Ppiffia, or to commute ^ 
for this contingent with a fijim of money. In con- 
lequence pf this demand, fome of the Weftpha- 
lian eftates had .feat deputies to confer with the 
afletnbly of the circle ^of Cologne ; and to thefe 
the king fignified, by a declaration, dated at Mun- 
ftcr, that as. this demand of money, inftead of 
troops, was no Iqfs extraordinary than contrary to 
the conftitutions of th0 empire, ftiould they com* 
ply with it, or even continue; to afTift his enemies 
•either with troops or money, l>e would confidef 
thena as having aftually taken part- in the war, 
againft him ^d his allies^ and treat them accord-

The duke of Mecklenbourg ^^^^^^ 
adhered to the oppofite f aufc •, and the ^leftqr of cxhibUci 
Cologne co-operated with the French in their de- to the 
figns agairtft Hanover. By way of reuliation for 1*^^.^^^^ 
this^partiaiity, the Prufiians. ravaged the country 
NvMp.

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An. i76o» of Ntecklenbourg, and the Hanoverians kvicd 
contributions in the territories of Cologne. The 
parties thus aggrieved had recourfe to complaints • 
and remonftrances. The duke's envoy at I^atif- 
bon communicated a refcript to the Imperial minif- 
tcrs, rcprefenting, that the PruflSan troops under . 
general Werner, and colonel de Belling, had dif- 
trcffed his country in the autumn by grievous ex- 
tortions ; that afterwitrds prince Eugene of Wir- 
tembourg, in the fervice of Pruffia, had demanded . 
an exorbitant quantity of providons, with fome 
millions of money, and a great number of re- 
cruits; or, in lieu of thcfe, that the duke's forces 
fliould aft under the Prulfian banner. He there- 
fore declared, that as the country of Mecklen- 
bourg was impoverifhed, and almolt depopulated 
by thcfe oppreflions, the duke would find himfelf 
obliged to take meafures for the future fecurity of 
his fubjefts, if n6t immediately favoured with 
fuch afilftancc from the court of Vienna as would 
. put a ftop to thefe violent proceedings. This de- 
claration was, by fome, confidered as the prelude 
of his renouncing his engagements with the houfe 
of Auftria. As the Imperial court had threatened 
to put the eledlor of Hanover under the ban of the 
empire, in confequence of the hoftilities which his 
troops had committed in the eleftorate of Cologite, 
his rcfident at Ratjjfbon delivered to the minillers 
who afliftcd at the diet a memorial, remonftrating, 
that the emperor hath no power, fingly, to fub- 
jeft any prince to the ban, or declare him a rebel j 
and that, by arrogating fuch a power,, he expofed 
his authority to the fame contempt into which the 

. pope's 
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pope^s bulls of excommunication were fo juftly 4"* ^7^^* 
fallen* With refpeft to the eleAor of Colc^ne^ 
lie obferved, that this prince was the firft who 
commenced hofiilities, by allowing his troops. 4o 
co-operate with the French in their invafion of 
Hanover, and by celebrating with rejoicings th^ 
advantages which they had gained in that eledo* 
rate :' he therefote gave the eftates of the empire 
, to underftand, that the beft way of fcreening their 
fubje&s fi^om hoftile treatment would be a ftrift 
obfervance of neutrality in the prefent difputes of 
the empire. 

This was a fbain much more efFeftual among Retnon* 
princes and powers, who are generally adtuated by ^^^ 
interefted motives, than was the repetition of com- ^ ^f 
plaints, equally pathetic and unavailing, uttered Poland^ 
by the unfortunate king of Poland, elector of 
Saxony. The damage done to his capital by the 
laft attempt of the Pruflian monarch on that city, 
affedted the old king in fuch a planner, that he 
publifhed at Vienna an appeal to all the powers of 
Europe, from the cruelty and unprecedented out- 
rages which diftinguifhed the condudb of his ad- 
verfaries in Saxony *.

Sunk under fuch grievous 
oppreffions.

We have al- 
ready obiferved, that colonel Coote, after having 
defeated the French general Lally in the fieJd, and 
reduced divers of the enemy's fctdemcnts on the 
coaft of Cpromandel, at length cooped them up^ 
within the walls of Pondichcrry, the principal feat 
of the French Eaft India company, large, popu- 
lous, well fortified, and fccurcd with a numerous 
garrifon, under the immediate command of their 
general. In the month of Odober admiral Stc- Reduaioa 
vcns failed from Trincamaley with all his fqua- of Pondi- 
dron, in order to its being refitted, except five fail ^^I'V^^ 
of the line, which he left vinder the command of lodies. 
captain Haldane to block up Pondicherry by Tea, 
while Mr. Coote Ihould carry on hi« operations by 
landr By this diipofition, and the vigilance of. the, 
Britifli pfficcrs, the place was fo hampered as to 
hp greatly diftrefled for want of provifions, even , 
before the fiege could be undertakeri in form •, for 
the rainy feafon rendered all regular approaches 
impradicable. Thefe rains being abated by the 
twenty- fixth day of November, colonel Coote .di- 
rtStcd tl^e engineers to pitch upon proper places 
for erecting batteries, that fhould enfilade or flank 
the works of the garrifon, without expofing their 
own men to any feverc fire from the enemy. Ac- 
cordingly four batteries were conftrufted in dif- 
ferent places, fo as to anfwer thefe purpofes, and 
opened altogether on the eighth day of December

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An. rjSo, ifig which was maintaiiled between the land an" 
fea officers, who vied with* each othw , in contri- 
buting their utmoll eflbrts towards the iucoeis of 
the expedition. On the twenty- fifth day of Dc*. 
cember rear- admired Stccvens arrived with four 
(hips of the line, having parted with rear-admirjd 
Cornifli and his divifion> in termy weather : but 
he joined them at Pondicherry before the, pUce 
wasfurrendeFed.-^--On the fitft day of January a 
violent, tempeft obliged admiral Stcevens to flip 
his cables and . put to fea, where he • parted with 
the reft of his lijuadron j and when in*three days 
he returned to the road of Pondicherry, he lud 
tlie mortification to find that his divifion had fuf* 
fered fcvercJy from the ftorm. The fhips of war 
called the Duke of Aquitaine and the Sundeiiand 
•foundered in thellorm, and their crews periftied. 
The Newcaftle, the Queenborough, and Proteftor 
firefliip) "were driven- on Ihore and deftroyed j but 
-the men' were fayed, together with the cannon, 
iiorcs, and proviiions. Manyother (hips fuftaincd 
confiderable damage, which, however, was foon 
repaired. Admiral Stecvens having • intercepted 
the letter inferted above from Lally to Raymond, 
immediately difpatched letters to the Dutch and 
Danifli fettlements on this coaft, intimating, that 
notwithftanding the infimiations of genefal LaUy, 
he had eleven fail of the line, with two frigates, 
under his command, all fit for fervice, in the road 
of Pondicherry, which was clofely inverted and 
blockaded both by fea and land. He therefore 
declared, that as in that cafe it was contrary to 
the law of nations for any neutral power to relieve

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or fuccour the befiefged, he was determined to Ad. tjStf. 
feize any veffel that (hould attempt to throw pro^ 
vifions into the place.'

On the twenty.fifth day of Oftober, George II. king 
of Great Britain, without any previous diforder, was

death, at the palace at Kenfingtbn. He had rifen 
at his ufiaal hour, draihk his ch6colate, and in- 
<{tiited about the wind, - as anxious for the arrival 
of the foreign mails % then he opened a window 
of his apartment, and perceiving the weather was 
fereae, d^ckred he .would walk in the garden. 
In a few minutes after this ^edaration, while he 
remained alone in his chamber, he fell down upon 
the floor : die noife of his fall brought hi» at- 
tendants into the room, who lifted him on the 
bed^ where he defire^ in a faint voice that the 
princefs Amelia might be called ; but before (he 
eould reach the apartment he had expired. An

Britain revive, and fliirie with redoubled iuftrc ; it 
faw her intereft and glory coincide, . and an im- 
ilienfe extent of country added by conqueft to her 
dominions. The people, confiding in the inte- 
grity and abilities of their own minifter, and ele- 
vated by the repeated founds.of triumph, became 
enamoured of the war, and granted fuch liberal 
fubfldies for its fupport, as no other minifter would 
have prefumed to alk, as no other nation believed 
they could afFord. Nor did they murmur at feeing 
great part of their treafure diverted into foreign 
channels ; nor did they feem to bellow a ferious 
thought on the accumulating load of the national 
debt, which already exceeded the immenfe fum of 
one hundred millions. 

In a word, they were intoxicated with viftoryj His death 
and as the king happened to die in the midft of univerfal- 
their tranlports, occafioned by the final conqueft ^y ^*°^«<^'- 
of Canada, their good humour garnilhed his cha- 
rafter with a prodigality of encomiums. A thoufand 
pens were drawn to paint the beauties and fublimity ~ 
of his charafter, in poetry as well as profe. They ex- 
tolled him above Alexander in courage and hercifm, 
above Auguftus m liberality, Titus in clemency. An* 
toninus in piety and benevolence, Solomon in wif- 
dom, and St. Louis in devotion. Such hyperbolical 
eulogiums fcrve only to throw a ridicyle. upon a 
charafter, which may be other wife refpcfbable. 
The two univerficies yied with eacK other in la- 
mentiqg his deathj and each publiQied a huge col- 
lection 9f elegies on the fubjeft : nor did they fail 
tfi exalt his praife, with the warm;ft exprefiions of 

H 3 , affeftion j 
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A^'^7^. afFeftion and-xegret, in tlie compliments, of con- 
dolancc and congratulation ^hich they prefcntcd , 
to his fucceffor. The fame. panegyric and pathos 
appeared in all the; addreffes, wrth which every 
other community in the kingdom approached the 
thrpne of our prefcnt fovereign ; infomuch that we 
may v^ntufe to fay, no prince was ever more popu- 
lar at the time of his^ deceafe. The EngliQi are na- 
tur^ly warm and impetuous ; and, in generous 
naturesv affeAion is a$ apt as any other paflion to 
jrun riot. Th? iudden death of the king was h- 
inented as a national, misfortune by many, who 
felt a truly filial affcdion for , their country ; not 
that they implicitly fubfcribed to all th(» exagge- 
rated praife which had been fd liberally pourcdi 
forth on his charafter-, but becaufe the nation was 
deprived of him at a critical juni^ure,- while in-" 
volyed in a dangerous and expenfive War, of which 

.^/.. he had been perfonally the chief mover andfup- 
' .t . port. They knew the burden of I'oyaky devolved 
upon a young prince, who, though heir aipparent 
to the crown, and already arrived at the years' of 
maturity^ had never been admitted to any Ihare of 
the adminiftra'tioh, nor made acquainted with any 
fchemes or fecrets of ftate. The real character of 
the new king was very little known to the gene- 
rality of the nation. They dreaded an abrupt 
change of meafurejs,' which might have rendered 
ufelefs all the advjfn'tages obtained in the courfe of 
the war. As they were ignorant of his connexions, 
they dreaded a revolution in the miniftry, which 
might fill the kingdom with Clamour and confu- * 
fion. But the grcateft fhock occafioned by his de- 
ceafe 
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ceafc was undoubtedly ataong our allies and fcl- Ao/1760. 
Iow-fubjje(fts in Germaay, %ho faw thcmfelves (ud- 
denly dieprived of their fole prop and patron, at 9 
time/when they could not pretend, of themfclves, 
tp make head againft the numerous enemies by 
whom tbiey were furrouoded. But all thcic doubts 
4nd apprchenfions vaniftied like mift before the 
rifin^f fun j and the people of Great Britain enjoyed 
the Jn,cxpreflible plcafure of feeing tl>^Ir lofs re- 
paired in fuch a manner^ as muft have amply ful- 
filled the aioft fanguinc wi(h of every friend to- hi$ 
couB^ry. . ,_.■ 

The commerce of Great Britain continued to Account 
increafe during the whole courfc of this reign j but 
this iDcretBjfc was not the effeft of extraordinary merccof 
encouragement.. On the. contrary, the neceflitie$ Great 
t^f government, the growing expences of the na^ Britain, 
tion, and the continual augmenxation of the pub^ 
[ic debt» obliged the legiflfture to, hamper trad« 
with manifold and grievous impofitiont: its in* 
creafe> therefore, muii ha,ve bee^n owing. to the na- 
tural progrefs of industry; and adventure, extend* 
ing themfelv^s to that fartheft line or limit be* 
yond which they will not be able to advance: 
when the tide of traffick has flowed tQ its higheft 
mark, it will then, begin to recede in a gradual 
ebb, until it is ihrunk within the narraw limits of 
its original channel. War, which naturally im* 
pedes the.traffick of other nations^ has opened 
new fources to the merchants of Great Britain : the 
fuperiority of her naval power hath crulbed- the 
navigation of $*rance, her great rival in com* 
merce^ fo thai; (he now fupplies^ on her own 
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12« HISTORY or ENGL AND. 

An. 1760, terms, all thofe foreign markets at wliich in time 
of jJeace fhe was underfold by that dangerous com- 
petitor. Thus her trade is augmented to a fur- 
prifing pitch ; and this great augmentation alone 
has enabled her to maintain the war at fuch an 
enormous expence. As .this advantage will ceafe 
when the French are at libet'ty to re-eftablifh their 
commerce, and profecute it without moleftation, 
it would be for the intereft of Great Britain to be 
at continual variance with that reftlefs neighbour, 
provided the conteft could be liniited to the ope- 
rations of a fea-war, in which England would be 
always invincible and viftorious. Foreign nation^ 
will doubtlefs be furprifed to learn, that aboVe 
eight thoufand fhips are employed by the traders 
of Great Britain ; and that the produce of the fink- 
ing fund, which is the overplus produced by all 
the different funds appropriated to defray the in- 
. tereft of ^he national debt, exceeds annually three 
millions ftcrling. 
State of The powers of the human mind were freely and 
religion fully cxercifed in this, reign. Confiderable pro- 
and phi- g^^fs was made in mathematics arid aftronomy by 
op Tr divcris individuals ; among whom we number San* 
derfon, Bradley, Maclaurin, Smith, and the two 
Simpfons. 

Naturial philofophy becamg*a general ftudy, and 
the new doftrine of eleftricity grew into fafliion. 
Different methods were difcovered for rendering 
fea- water potable and fweet; arid divers ufeful 
hints were communicated to the public by the 
karncd doftor Stephen Hale, who direfted all hli 
refcarchcs and experiments to the benefit of foi 
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citty, 1"he ftudy of alchemy no longer prevailed ; An. 1760* 
but the art df ehemiftry was perfeftly underftood, ' 
and affiduoufly applied to the piirpofes of fophifti* 
cation^ 

The clergy of" Great Britain were generally 
leamed/pious, and exemplary. Sherlock, Hoad- 
ley, Seeker, and Conybeare, were promoted' to 
the firft dignities of the church. Warburton, 
who had long fignalized himfclf by the ftrength 
an,d boldnefs of his genius, his cxtenfive capaci- 
ty,' and profound erudition, at length obtained 
the mitre. But thefe promotions were granted to 
reafonsof ftate- convenience, and perfonal intercft, 
rather than as rewards of cxtrabrdinary merit. 
Many other ecckfiaftics of worth and learning 
were totally overlooked. Nor was ecclefiaftical ' 
merit confined to the efliablifh^d church. Many 
inftances of extraoYdinary 'genius, uriaffefted piety, 
and univerfal moderation, appeared among the dif- 
fenting minifters of Great Britain and Ireland : 
among thefe we particularize the elegant, the pri- 
mitive Fofter 5 the learned, ingenious, and pene- 
trating Leland. 

The progrefs of reafon, and free cultivation of panatl- 

the human mind, had not however intirely ba- dfm. 

•niflied thofe ridiculous k&s and fchifms of which 

the kingdpm had been formerly fo produftive. 

Impofture and fanaticifm ftill hung upon the Ikirts 

)f religion. Weak minds were feduced bv the 

leiufions of a fuperftition ftilcd Methodifm, raifed 

ipon the afFcftarion of fuperior fanftity, and main^' 

ained by pretenfions to divine illumination. Many 

.houfands in the lower ranks of life were infefted 

with i 
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A^.l';6o. With this fpeck's of cnthufiafm, by the uaweane^ 
cndtavours of ^ few obfcyrc preachers i fuch , a^ 

Wh ' ■ , and the two W -s, who propagated 

their doftrines to.the moft remote Corners of tji^ 
Bfitifh dotpinions, and found means to lay the 
whole king^dom under contribution. 

Fanaticifni alfo formed a league with falfe phi- 
lofophy. One Hutchinfon, a vilibnary, intoxi- 
-^ated with the fumes of Rabbinical learning, pre- 
If nded w deduce all demonftration from Hebrew 
roots^ and to confine adl hupian knowledge to th^ 
five books of Mofes. His difciples became nu: 
merous after his death. *With the methodifts^ 
they denied the merit of good works ; and bitterly 
' inveighed againfb Newton as an ignorant pre ten* 
der, who had prefumed to' fct up his own ridi- 
culous chim3^ras in oppofition to the facred philo- 
fophy of the Pentateuch. But the moft extraordi- 
nary feft which diftinguifhed this reign was that of 
the Moravians, or Hemhutters, imported frpnqj 
Germany by count Zinzendorf, who might have 
been termed the Mekhizedec of his followers, iht 
afmuch as he affumed among them the three-fold 
character of prophet, prieft, and king. They 
could not be fo properly ftiled a feft as the difcir 
pies of an original, who had invented a new fyftem 
of religion. Their chief adoration was payed to 
the Second Perfon in the Trinity : the Firft they 
treated with the moft fhocking ncglcft. Some of 

their tenets were bl ^, fome indecent, and 

others ridicuk)ufly abfurd. Their difcipline was a 
ftrange mixture of devotion and impurity. Their 
exterior worftiip conlifted of hymns> prayers, and 

fer- 
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•fermon»: the Ijyn^ps extremely ludicrouSt and Aiti7ft»» 
often indecent, alluding to the fide hole JOt wound 
which Chrift received from a fpear in his fide^ 
while he remained upon the crofs. Their fermohs . ^. 
freqlwntly contained very grofs incentives to the 
work of propagation. Their private cxerdfes arc 
faid to have abounded with fuch, rites, ^d myfte- 
ries as we cannot explain, with any regard tx) decoir 
rum. ^.Th^y profefiid a* commwnity of goods; 
^nd w^r^ governed as one family, ia. temporals ns 
w^W as fpirituals^ by a council, or kind of preiby.^ 
tcry, in which the county as their ordinary, pf^» 
fided. in ^ cafes of doubt, or great coofeq^encery 
thefe pretended to confuk the Saviour, ^uid to decide 
from imn;xediate infplratioa ; fo that . ehejr boafted 
of being under the immediate diredtion. of a 
Theocracy ^ though, in fadt, they were flaves ta 
, the mod dangerous kind of defpqtifm : for as pfi^a 
as any individual of fhc community prefui^iedtqi 
think for himfelf, or differ in opinion from the' 
ordinary and his bandofialTQciates, th^ oracle de^ 
creed, that he ftiould be inftanily fent upon the 
miflion which they had fixed in Greenland, or ;ta 
the colony they had cftabJifhed in Pcnfylvania. 
As thefe religionifts confifted chiefly of manufac- 
turers, who appeared very fober, ordejly, and in* 
duftrious ; and their chief declared his intenuon 
of profecuting works of public emolument, they 
obtained a fettlement under a parliamentary fanc- 
:ion in England, where they foon made a confi- 
ierable number of prpfelytes, ^before their princi- 
ples were fully difcovered and explained.

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An.i'yiid. Many" ingenious treatifesT on metaphyfics and 
Metaphy. irioraKty appeared in the courfe of this reign ; and 
fics and a philofopHical fpirit of inquiry diffufed itfelf to the 
Medicine, farthcftcxtrcmities of the united kirigdonn. Tho* few 
difcoveries of importance were made in medicine, 
' yet that art wa,s well uhderftood in all its differ- 
ent branches'; and many of its profeflbrs diftin-. 
guiftied ' themfelves in other provinces of litera- 
ture, Befidfcs the medical eflays of London and 
Edinburgh, the phyfician*s library was enriched 
with many uTefVil 'modern productions; with the 
works of the* claffical Friend, the elegant Mead, 
the accurate Huxham, and the philofophical Prin- 
gW* The art of midwifery was elucidated by 
fcience, reduced to fixed principles, and almoft 
wholly con figncd into the hands of men pradH- 
tioners. The rcfearches of anatomy were profe- 
' cuted to fome curious drfcovenes by the inge* 
Huity and dexterity of a'Hunter and a Monro. 
The numerous hofpitals in London contributed 
to the improvement of fqrgcry, which was brought 
, to perfeftion under the aufpices of a Chefelden and 
a Sharpc. The advantages of agriculture, which 
had long ftourifhed in Enjgland, extended them- 
felyes gradually to the moft remote and barren 
prtivinces of the ifland. 

The mechanic powers were well underflood, and 
judicioufly applied to many ufeful machines of 
neceflity and conver^ience. The mechanical arts 
had attained to all that perfefticn which they were 
capable of acquiring; but the avarice and op- 
preflion of contrat5tors, obliged the handicraftfman 
to exert his ingenuity, not in finilhing his work 

well,

Candidates fcfr' literary fame, appeared even ia 
the Ijigfeesi fphere of life,'cmbellifhed by the ner- 
VCW& ftilc, Superior fcnfe, -and cxtenfive erudition 
of la Gorke; by the dcEcate- taftc, the pbfilhed 
mufe, and teftder feelings^oF a Lyttleton^ King 
ffaoneuntivaUed in Roman cloquetice. Even the 
female fex diftinguifhed themfelves by their tafte 
arid k^genuity. ' Mifs Cartef rivalled the cele^, 
brated l-)ader in learning* and critical knowledge; 
and Mrs, Lerinox .fignalized herfelf "by fnan^ fuc- 
cefsfal efforts <if genius, both in pdetry ^ntf prole. 
The genius -of Cervantes- was trinsfofed into the 
novels of Fielding, whd* painted the chafaAers^ 
and ridiculed the follies of lift with cquirftrength, 
kumtm^, and propriety. The field of hiftory" 
and biography was cultivated by many writers of 
abilityy among Whom we tliftinguifh' the copious 
Guthrie, the circumftanttal'kalph, the laborious 
Carte, the learned and elegant Robertfpn, and 
above all the ingenious, penetrating; and com- 
preheniive Hume, whom we rank among the firft; 
writers of the age, both as an hiftoriah and philofo- 
pher/ Norlet us forget the merit confpituous in 
cbe works of CailipbeU, remarkable for candour, 
{xitelligeitce, flind prteiffOn, Johnfort, infeVior to 
none in philofophy, philology, poetry, and claf- 
Qcal learnings ftands foremoft as an efTayift, juftly 

ad- 
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. admired, fiar the.digniiy^ ftreagtfcb -arJli.Vitiety of 
his (lile, as well as for- tbeagreelri^le'fimfHxert in 
which he invefbigaces the human . hearti/traqng 
every intereiting emotkm, and op^iiing' ait the 
fburces o£ morality. The laudable^ aim ofi inltft- 
ing the. pafiions on die .£de of virtue, was fOc- 
cefsfully purfujed by Jlichardfon, in :his • Pamela, 
ClarifTa, and Grandifon^^d fpecies of writing equal- 
ly new and extraordinary^ where^ minted, with' 
j^uch fuperfluity and impertinence^ we find^afu*' 
blime iyftem of ethtc^, an- amazing knorwled^e, 
4nd command of haipan nature. Many of .the 
. Creek and Homan claSics made their appeautce 
in Englifli' tranflations, which were favourably 
Vfeceived as works of merit; an^ong thefe we. 
placcj^ aftef Pope's Homer, Virgin by Pitt and- 
Warton, Horace by Francis, Polybius by.Haunp- 
ton, and Sophocles by Francklyn. The war in- 
troduced a variety of. military trcatifcs, chiefly, 
tranflated from the French language j aod a. free 
country, like Great- Britain, w^ll always ^abound. 
with political trafts and lucubrations. Every lite- 
rary produAion of merit, calculated for amufe- 
ment or inftruftion, that appeared in any country 
or language of Chriftendom, was immediately 
imported, and naturalized anM>ng the Eogtifh. 
people. Never was the purfuit after knowledge 
fo univerfal, or literary merit more regarded, , than 
at this jundure by the body of the Britifli nation ; 
but it was honoured by no attention from the 
throne, and little indulgence did it reap from the 
liberality of particular patrons. The reign .of 
queen Anne was propitious to the fortunes of

TH E demife of the crown was no fooner fig- An. 1 760, 
nified to the fecretarics of ftate, ;han Mr. 
Pitt repaired to KeWi and communicated thefc^ Procla- 
tidings to his new fovereign, George III. who «nf**p» 
thus afcended the throne in the nycnty-third year q^ots^ 
of his age. . The lords of the privy council were ill. 
immediately aflembled ; and next day bis majefly ' 

was proclaimed before Sayille houfe inLeicefter- 
fields, in prefence of the great officers of ftate, 
the nobility, the. lord mayor and aldermen of the 
city of London, and a great number of pcrfons of 
the firft diftindtion; The fame proclamation was 
repeated with the ufual folemnities in different 
parts of the metropolis, which refounded with joy 
and acclamations. To the council, aiTembled at 
Carleton-houfe, the king addrefled himfelf in thefe 
words; *^ The lofs that I and the natioq have 
^' fuftained by the death of the king my grand* 
•* father, would have, been fcvcrely felt at any 
time; but coming at fo critical a juncture, and

ration. 
Steps His majefty now took and figned the oath re* 

taken by lajing to the fccurity of the church of Scotland^ 
monarch ^^^ fubftribed two inftruments thereof^ in pre- 
fence of the ferds of the council, by v^om they 
were witneficd.

univerfally acknowledged. But when he emerged 
from that obicurity which had (hrouded him from 
the knowledge of hii fiitum fubjeds, and a0umed 
the reins of government he was born to manage, 
he feemed to. have inherited, tc^ether with the 
crowny the tident of wearing it with dignity^ and 
already appeared perfeA in the art of reignuig, 
All his deportment difplayed the moft graceful 
cafe; all his ^ndud: (poke f^perior fenfe, ferenity, 
and compofure. When thf people beheld their 
arable fovereign *, when they furveyed the ele* 
^uice of his peribn, his manly and majeftic mien, 
his Open, elevated) and ingenuous countenance^ 
Rowing With oomplacency, femiment, and huma- 
nity I they gaged wjith aU the eagernefs of the mort 
loyal affcftion. But their tovc was heightened to 
rapture and admiration, when the excellency of his 
<;hara£ter unfolded itfelf more diftindlly to their 
view •, when they were made acquainted with the 
tranfcoadent virtues of his hcar^ and the uncom- 
mon extent of his underftanding ; when they 
knew he was miW, affable, focial, and fympa-

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An. tjSo, And animated with plilns of the moft genuine pz-- 
triotifm ; when they learned that his mind had 
been carefully cultivated with fcience ; that his tafte 
was polifhed, his knowledge enlai^ged ; and that 
he poiTefled almoft every accomplifliment that art 
could communicate, or application acquire. 

Thus afFefted, they could not withold their ap- 
probation from thofe who had contributed to ren- 
der him fo^ worthy of the throne which he now 
afcended. Their bleffings were liberally poured foijh 
on that excellent princefe, who watched, over his 
' , infancy with all the tendernefs of mat^nal zeal ; 
whofe precepts enlightened his morals ; whofe ex- 
ample confirmed his virtue. Their veneration 
was extended to all thofe who had (o efFeAually 
laboured in his improvement ; to the venerabte 
prelate * who had fuperintended his education; 
to the noble f lord whb had been appointed the 
governor of his youth. But their applaufe was 
in a fpecial manner due to the ability, aflifiuity^ 
Charafter and unremitted attention of John earl of Butei a 
of John nobleman of fuch probity as no temptation could 
g^J^^ ^ warp •, of fuch fpirit as no adverfity could humble ; 
fcverely juft in all his tranfaftioris ; learned, liberal,. 
courteous, and candid ; an enthufiaft in patriotifm, 
a noble example of public, an amiable :pat- 
tern of dbmeftic virtue. His inviolable attach- 
ment to his fovereign's father was founded on pe0- 
fonal regard, fuftained by his^ love of liberty and 
independence, which no confideration of intereft 
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could ever induce him to forego. His afieftioo -^bkl. 1760* 
for the father devolved upon the fon, whom ha 
may be faid to have cultivated from his cradle. 
He concuired in forming his^ young mind to vir- 
tue ; in ftoring it, with ideas and fentiment fuitable 
to his birth and expe&ation ; in improving his tafte^ 
and direfting his purfuit of knowledge. He was 
the conftant companion of his folitude, whom he 
honoured with his faend&ip » the bofonl^couniel* 
lor, on who£s jud^nent and fidelity he with the 
molt peife^ confidence repofed. Thefe connec- 
tions being confidered, the earl of Bute could noc 
fail of being admitted to a ihare in the adminiftra* 
tion when his maliter afcended the throne ; and this 
wsis a circumftarfce not at.alVdifagreeable co die 
former nuinifter, with whom he had lived on terms 
of friendly communication. 

How much foever the . king might have difiip-

That as no Germian prince has a right to meddie 
with the internal pdtcy of Great Britain, nor wii^ 
the conftitudon. of .its- government, he had reafob 
to^ope the Engliih nation would not <meddle wtdi 
the domeftic affairs of the empire ;. mote eipeciallf 
as England had no reafoa to interfere in tbk quaiv 
rel from any confideration of oommerce, or other- 
wife: and granting that England Ih^uld be more 
favourably incluied towards oneGerman court than 
to another, ytt^ he thought it tod unreafonible to 
pretend that fuch powerful and refpefiiabie princes;

empire } unA that though the minifter of England 
accompttnted him in this expedition, the minifter 
of Hanover difowned him at the diet of Rattfbon, 
and eiren declared his mailer's deteftation of fuck 
proceedings t that neither a Gregory nor a Ferdi* 
nttnd could have««rifbed fcr any greater dkafter to 
l3ie proteftants, than that Saxony, where the t^fer^ 
JDattott began, fliould be ravaged with all the 
cracley of war; Its country wafted, its cities ruiMd, 
their fvbuf bs bur ned, its princes and nobles driven 
hito banHhment, its merchants beggared ; its pea- 
fents fercfd into arms, compdkd t^ (heath their 
fwords in the bowels of their countrymen, aKieSi^ 
neighbours, and . fellow- proteftants of Silefia, 
Hungary, and Bohemia; or obliged to take rc- 
ftige m the fervice of France, to iigitt under popilh 
banners againtt the* proteftants of Hanover and 
Great Britain. To th<rie who plead ilie necefitf 
of preventing France from making » c6nqueft oif 
Handvcr, he replies, than an elcAorate of the ems^ 
pire cannot * be annihilated but by the deftrofiion 
of die whde Germanic coirfliiMion *, and ihould 
a king of France fctze Hanover, and ejeft a whole 
family frcmi its rights, every member of tfie em- 
pire, even Sweden and Denmark, wotrld take the 
alarm, and rife up againft fuch an a6k of violence : 
it were therefore tobcwifhed, that France fliould 
attempt to hold fuch a precarious comjueft, that al! 
Germany nright be united againft her encroaching 
power. Bcfides, were ft p^ffible that the empire 
could tamely behold Prance in poflefBon of a Ger-- 
man cledorate, it w€wld hardly quk, the- Coft of

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An. 1760. n^ntaioing troops to defend it; or fhould the 
, French, contrary to all their ufual maxims of po* 
licy, opprefs and pillage thefe conquered domi^ 
nion$, the £ngli(h might have reafon to fympa- 
thize with their fellow-fubjeds iii diftrefs; but 
furely they could have no reafon to expend per- 
haps twelve millions of their owp, in fruidefs en^- 
deavours ttf fave the Hanoverians a twentieth pare 
of that fum, which is more than they could poffibly 
lofe, were the French in pofleffion of their coun- 
try: a truth afcert^ined by experiment, inaf- 
much as they actually were pofTefied of the whole 
cle&orate, and,' exclufive of outrages committed 
by a rapacious general, whoie cqnduft was con- 
demned by his fovereign^ they contented them- 
felves with the ufual taxes and revenue ; though 
this was no more than a temporary pofleffion, at 
which the other dates of the empire connived, be*- 
caufe the Hanoverians had rendered themielves 
obnoxious to the reft of the Germans by their 
union with the k — of P — a, who had twice fet 
all Germany in a flame, ravaged the richeft parts 
^ of the empire, and facrificed his own fubjeds, as 
well as thofe of other ftates, by thoufands to his 
ambition. He obferved, that the landgraviate of 
Hefle, the fineft country in the north of Germany, 
was every year occupied by French armies j and 
the landgrave thought himlelf fuliy compenfafed 
for the damage it might fuftain from their invafipn 
by an Englilh fubfidy of three hundred and forty 
thoufand pounds, in confideration of which he 
permitted his troops to ferve in the army of Great 
Britain : if tliis was not deemed a fuU compenfa.« 

tion 
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tion, he might have enjoyed the benefit of a neu- -An. 1766. 
trality. ^ He afErmed, it was hot with a vifew to 
opprefs the Hanoverians that the French pene- 
trated into Weftphalia 5 but becaufe they knew the 
Eriglifli, woiild meet therii there, and %ht them 
at fuch a difadvantage as might ballance all the 
fuccefe of the BritiQi arms in every other part of 
the world. The French have no other country 
in which they can aft againft the power of Eng- 
land. They <:artnot in>^ade Great Britain: if th^y 
could, not a regiment Would be fent into Wcft^ 
jphalia. '; They have neither tranfports to convey, 
iibr a.navy tO protedt their troops in the paflage 
to any part of America, Africi^ or the Eaft Indies i 
they inuft therefore either remain at home unenl-* 
ployed, or be Tent into Germany; knd furcly 
While they are presented from in:trading the Britifft 
dominions, and all their iflands in the Weft Indies 
fie expofed to the attempts of the Englifli, thcjr 
could not wifh for a more effeftua! diverfion than 
that of transferring the war into Germany^ ^er6 , 
the utmoft endeavours of the Brkilh nation fervc 
only to intail mifery on that dedtorate- which it at- 
tempts to defend •,* ahd to exhauft thofe treafures, 
which, if applied to the purpofes of a truly Britifli 
war, would infallibly complete the conqufcft of 
every fetdement pofleffed by France in America 5 
confequently cut off that ambitious power from - 
the chief /ource of its wealth and commerce. He 
demonftrated, that the Englifh, iftftead 6f proteft- 
ing the Hanoverians, had reduced them to the 
brink of riiin, by making their country the feat of 
war *, and that thet^e would be no end to the mife-

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An .1760. rics of that unhappy people, if the Englifli g— t, 
* ' out of meer, tcndernefs to their fellow-fubje£ts, 
Ibpuld thus brine; theiu own enemies into the \ 
country of Hanover, and make the back of the 
eleftorate rue the fmart of every quarrel which 
iijay happeQ to arife between Britain and any other 
power on the cDntincnt of Europe. He then con- 
uders the nature of. the connexion fubfifting be- 
tween England and the k— ofP j and docs 

not femplc to afleft the EagUih are ttfibutaricsi to 
that monarch. He fays afubfidy is an l^onourabte 
jpienfion given by o^e ftate to another, in conlide- 
rationbf ftrvides d^ne, ©r benefits to be received 
What England had agreed to pay to RuiBa woukl 
liavc been a fubfidy, bccauife, in confidei^ation of a 
pert^tfi ftipulated fum, the czarina obligecl herfeff 
^furniih an army of fifty-five thoufand men for 
^he ufe^qf bis Britannic majefty : the money payed 
^0 the hhdgrarve of Hcfle Caffel is a fubfidy, be- 
xaufe his poUntry lies expofed as a frontier ito Ha- 
nover, and his ^roops adually fcrve in the army 

, of Great Britain •, but the k — - of P-: has done 

nothing for the immenfe fums received fromfng- 
landr^Jfcept having invadejd, feizcdj^and qppfefied 
•a a proteftant eleftorate ; lighted up a civil, war .in 
Germany, which hath been fed with the lives of 
above one hundred thoufand proteftants^ 'involved 
Great Britain in a quarrel with 'the head, and dkt 
of the empire; coippelled the queen of Hungary 
to unite with France, and, by ceding Nieupprt 
-and Oftend to th:at rapacious power, give up in a 
great meafure the advantages pf the Barrier Trea- 
ty, which England gained at a prodigious expence 

•of 
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of blood and treafure« , In the wir of queen Anne» Asu;? A^ 
the k — ^ of P— — a, for a/ubfidy of fifiy d^ouiand 
pounds, furnifhed a confiderable body of troopt to 
o{^>ore the French m Sa.voy. In the prefent war^ 

the k— oif P a receives an annual payment of 

aboire thirteen times that fum, withopt fupplying 
fo many regitfients; a fufm exceeding the wholt 
anH>uht of the fubfidie^ granted in queen Anne's 
war to aU her German allies put together; andthia 
fuRi given to a prince who does not even oblige 
liimfelf to yield any fpecific affiftance ik returni 
Far from fending troops to proteft Han9ver, he^ 
i^ter the ratification of the firft treaty^ withdrew 
his garrifon from Wefd, of which the French took 
immediate pc^ffion. Tte fum given, rtherefore^ 
fecms calculated not to- fecure his aid, but to pur- 
cbafe his forbearance-, and this is ftridUy thedefii*^^ 
nition of a tribute. 

Having fhewn the ahfurdity of fuppofing that 
Great Britain was obliged, cither by promHe 
or treaty, to profecute meafivcs fo pernicious to 
her allies, and deftruftive to her own intereft, , 
he adduces many arguments to prove that Eng-. , 
Iand**s perfifting fo carry on the war in Germa- 
ny is in itfelf ruinous, and will be found im- - 
prafticablc. He obferves, that in this war Britain 
ilands fingle, and alone, to contend with France by 
land, where it is impoffible (he fliould be a match 
for her antagonift. It was, during the laft feflioQ 
of parliament, declared in the houfe of commons', 
by a^ member, who, fron> the nature of hjs office, 
ought to underftand the fubjeft, that the ftanding 
revenue of France amounted to twelve millions» 
five of thefe being anticipated, and the remayiing 
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Aii«i7fe. Sevtn fybjeA to any dcficiences in the other fiver 
belides, .'the ftate has borrowed two iniition3 ; fb 
that their whole fund f#r carrying 90 the war is 
equal to nine millbns fleriing* The (landing re-, 
teaoe of Engkuid^ confifting pf the lahd and malt 
taxeSi amounts- to two millions feven hundred and 
fifty thoufand pounds ; to which may be added a 
miUion and an half from the finking fund, and 
chefe fimis.wiU conftilute four.millions. ; Over and 
, abore this revenue, t^e ftate hath borrpwed twelve 
millions for the fervice of the yean Let the fame 
jrfaa be ptHrfued two yeaf s longer, France will owe 
fix millions^ and England thirty- fix. The £ngli(h 
navy for this y^ar, cods five millions fix hundred 
(hou&nd pounds, though never employed in any 
a^Aial fervice : France equipped no fleet during 
the courfe of this year ^ fo that the difference of 
expence, in this particular, reduces the funds of 
the two'qacions, with refped to the land war, to 
nine and ten millions. If we confider the ex- 
pence of tranfporting men and .horfes from Eng- 
land to Germany, the fleet of tranfports to be 
. kept in readiqefs for all cafes pf emergency, the 
difference: between French and Englifli pay, the 
facility' which the French have in recruiting and 
^ .maintaining their forces ; we muft allow, th^t their 
nine millions are more than equal to England's 
ten; and that, on the prefent plan of the war, 
their ordinary revenue of feven millions will enable 
them to bring a greater number of men into the 
field, withput borrowing at all^ than Great Bri- 
tain can jaflprd, by rurining every year eight milr 
.lions in debt. ^ He ta:kes notice, ch^t a war of de- 
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fence is tnxtch more difficult than a war of offence, *"• "7*^ 
becauie it>is aln>oft impoflTible to defend a large 
cx^^nt qf country from an enterprifing enemy of 
fuperior number : that the French have every year 
brought a fuperiority of n^mber intp the field, and 
every fummcr penetrated into Hefle and part of 
Hanover: that whatever force England may fend # 

into Germany, France will always fe^d a greatet,' 
beoaufe her troops are much more numerous : that 
while England, by running yearly ten or twelve 
millions in debt, is barely able to maintain an army 
of ninety- five thoufand men in Germany, France, 
/With very little addition to her ordinary expence, 
can pour one hundred and twenty thoufand men 
into the fame country ; confequently may protraft 
the war until thexredit of Britain (hall be intirely 
bankrupt, as it is profecuted in a country where 
vidlory can do the Englifii little good, and where 
a defeat can do the French little harm. Should 
they lofe one battle, inftead of maintaining their 
ground on the Wefer, they will retreat to the 
Mayne; that is, to a greater diftance from Eng- 
land, and fo much nearer to their own country. 
Should the Britifli army obtain a fecond vidory, 
perhaps their enemies might repafs the Rhine into 
France, where furely the Englifti would not be (6 
mad as to follow them, or undertake the redudion 
of their fortified frontjer : they would therefore be 
.recruited and reinforced, and return in the next 
campaign with fuperior i^umbers : but, ihould the 
fate of battle turn againft the Britifh arms, th^y 
would be obliged p retreat until cut off from all 
communication with the fea^ and, as they. could 
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An, 1760. neither be recruited nor Yeinforced, muft at the 
long run fubmit to a capitulation. With refpc6k 
to the lofs of men, France never maintained ^ 
hmore innocent war; and aU the advantages gainfed 
over them in Germany have fcrvedpnly to prevent 
their reduftion of Hanover ; but no decifive ftrcjkfe 
hath been ftruck againft them : for, though they 
have retreated for the prefent, they have returned 

X every fucceeding campaign with redoubled vigour. 

What purpofe, therefore, can be anfwered by the 
profccution of fuch a war, but the devaftation . of 
the territories belonging to the Britifh allies, the 
'accumulation of an enormous debt on the (houlders 
of Great Britain, and a deplorable flaughter of her 
braveft fons, whofe Hves have been fquandered 
liway with the moft favage profiifion, under the 
direftion of a foreigner, whom England could not 
punilh, or call to account, even though he had 
(which furely is riot the cafe) made the moft 
infamous ufe of the power and authority with 
which he was vefted ? Should Britain, by an ex- 
traordinary effort, and contraftirtg an additional 
debt of twenty millions, be able to fend a fuperior 
force into Germany, while the French are retired 
Jinto their own country, this would undoubtedly 
be the confequence: the enemy would remain 
at home for that year, and, by faving their troops 
and their money, provide a better fund for the enfu» 
ing campaign, when England would be exhaufted. 
At this rate, whatever the fiiccefs of England may 
be in Germany, France can never be effeftually 
injured by them: on the contrary, it will be her 
interett to keep alive the war in that quarter, as the 
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inoft effedual and infallible means of weake&ing Am 176^. 
the finews of her great rival. 

After having farther difcufled the merits of his 
P-n m-y, refpefting Great Britain, deduced from 
his condud towards htr, both in the paft and prefent 
war, the author proceeds to inveftigate that great po- 
litical queftion,; whether Britain ought to have any ' 
continental connexions ? He determines in the af- 
firo^ative. He obferves, that France is the only ene- 
iny upon th? (jontinent by which Britain cap be 
endangered ; and allows, that whenever the other 
patiofl^ of Eqrope will unite efieftually in a war 
^giainit Frapce, it wjjl then be the intereft of Eng- 
land to join in that alliance •, but to interfere as a 
party, or rather as an incendiary, in every quarrel 
between German princes, to take up the cudgels 
hcrfelf^ and contraft enormous debts by borrowing 
money to pa-y ;hem fpr fighting their o^n quarrels,^ . 
Xf^ f|2ch an ^bfurdity i(i politics as one woqld tjiinjc 
no nation pould avov^r. He fays^ if king Williaoi 
JII. inftead of placing himfelf zt thf he^ of Eu- 
rQpe, aad uniting the feveral ftates of it in arms 
againft France, bad ^conftituted himfelf the chief 
of a German party, formed petty connexions in 
that country, and involved Great Britain in the in- 
' ternat broils of th^ empire, the Prench monarch 
might h^ve thanked him for adhering to fuch a 
wretched fyftem, which no other power of Europe 
would have joined him in fupporting. All the ^ 

treafures of England, in that cafe, had been ex- 
pended to nd purpofe ; and in the mean time Eu- 
rope would have been enflaved. A clamour was 
ratfed againft that, prince, charging him with 
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An,i76o. having involved the nation in a ruinous land war; 
whereas the|whole fum granted by parliament for 
the faid fervice amounted to no more than two 
millions three hundred eighty thoufand fix hun-. 
dred and ninety eight pounds, deftined for the 
ITigiiptenance of the forces in England and Ireland, 
of fix thoufand Danes hired for the recovery of 
Ireland, and for the Englifli proportion of the 
grand alliance*. Of this fum not above one hun- 
dred thoufand pounds were payed in fvibfidies 
among the German princes, who maintained four 
dififerent armies of forty and fifty thoufand n^ea 
. each on the frontiers of France. In thofe days 
England payed her money by thoufands, to arm 
the whole empire againft the dangerous ambition 
of the French monarch ; whereas (he i)Ow fends it 
to Germany by millions, without having any allies 
but fuch as flie hires as mercenaries at. an exorbi- 
tant price, or enables by tributary fubfidies to 
maintain a civil war in the bowels of the empire. 
In the year one thoufan^ feven hundred and fix, 
the whole expence of the land army, including all 
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the * fubfidies payed by GreatFritain, and her quota Ao« 17(0, 
of troops employed in the common caufe, djd not 
exceed two millions eight, hundred fourteen thou- 
fand five hundred and eighty- thr^e pounds fifteen 
(hillings and nine pence. The French were op- 
pofed by different armies of the allies in Portugal, 
Spain, Italy, Savoy, Germany, and Flanders : they 
loil twenty thoufand men at the battle of Ra- 
miilies -, and a whole army, with half a million of / 
treafure, at the fiege and Jbattle of Turin. Fortius 
expence of about two million eight hundred thou- 
fand pounds, advanced by England, the allies wem 
induced to bring two hundred thoufand men into 
thd field: but England has this year expended 
more than double that fum in Germany,* without 
being able to produte half the number. 

Our fenfible author, in the next place, confiden 
that maxim which has been fo ftrongly inculcated on 
the public 5 namely, that the war in Germany is a 
divcrfion in favour of the Englilh. He denies 
that it is a diverfion either of the forces, or of the 
trcafures of France^ The French forces are cm- 
ployed in a Geripan war ; but by no means di- 
verted from any other fervice by which they couM 
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An* i7i$tt. ^nnoy ihe EngUih* They may aflembl^ tino|>s 
on the coaft pf^pofite to ^^gland ; .but they have 
neither (kips to tranfport them, nor a fleet to pco- 
jie& them in their paflage. . Could they find means 
to throw over ten thouf^yid men by ftcalth, or even 
double that number, what reafpn could Briton 
liave to fear fucK an invafiont were^ thofe national 
troops» which (he now maintains in Germany, to 
the amounfc of five and twenty thoufand m^n, CAr 
f:aqiped or cantoned on the fouthern coail of Eng- 
land, ready to be reinforced by the reft of the. re- 
gular forces and the militia of Great Britain? Could 
fuch a defcent he efitiSted in fpite of all the difii- 
culties attending it, which appear almofik infur- 
^ mbunii^bje while the Englifh are mafter s at fea ; 
the invaders mud infalUbly be defeated, and eyen 
obliged to furrender at difcretion : but^ granting 
fuch an attempt was praAicable, it would not 
furely be preveniied by their profecuting the war 
in Germany.. 

The army of France in time of war does not 
fall (hort of three hundred thoufand men. About 
..pnt' hundred and twenty thoufand are employe^l 
in Germany : they have no other enemy to oppofe 
on the continent of Europe ; confequently one 
hundred and eighty thoufand men remain ,inac- 
..tivQ, and one half of thefe idle men would be 
moft than Sufficient to invade Great Britain with 
a good profpedt of fuccefs : they are not there- 
fore in want of troops; but deftUnte of the 
means of conveyance ; an undeniable |>roof that 
a German war is not a divirfion of the French 
forces. Neither can it be deemed a divifioa of 

their 
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thfcif tfeafufe ; bccimfe their treafiird x:cfM n6t ASrijfe. 
be ettipldyed (o efie^ualiy elfei^bare in die annoy* 
ahce of Great Britain. They were vftry' fenfible 
df the advantages they derrrcd from their cob** 
hies^iti the Eaft and Weft ihdi^s^ and jdjif con* 
fidefed them as the grelt iburce of their Weakh^ 
and the chief fupport of then- marine. They 
knii^ that thefe fectkments tould not be proceded 
ftgalnft Eifigland, without a formidable fieet >and a 
great number of tranfportS) to waft ovef occafiond 
fucxotirs and fupphes. If we, therefore, fiippofe 
the FttMh mknftf y governed by the didkiees of 
ttue policy, of Indeed of common fenfe, they 
#o«ld have converted their frcafufe and their 
*hole eiideSvou^s to this, ^s the mdft im^jioftant 
objeA that could engage theit actentbn, h^they 
liDf found the taflt ikcigethcr iitoprafticable. Thefr 
ihipS wfefe detained in EhgUft .ports ^ their lailoi^ 
in EhgJflh prifya%. Their filhery was deftroyed j 
their fiavigation at an end ^ and all their principal 

hat-bbut"*, bothlnEuf'bpeand America, were blocked 
Up by the rquadtbhst)f Grtat Britain. They might 
*perhkp!s purchafe ftips from the Swedes, Danes, 
'or Gfehocfe ; but as the fta is colored with Eng-. 
' lifli cruifers, atid their |)Orts are befet by the fqua- 
dr6tis of this n^tiorf; diey would find it a very dif- 
ficult tafktb alTemble -a navy ; and flwuld they 
fuccced in this particular, their fliips muft rot in 
the harbour ; for ftips Can be of no fcrvice with^ 
out feamert ; and feamen cannot be ttiadc but by 
the prfcftioe of navigation. In the beginning of ^ 
the war, while ttere was any pbffibility <^ fupport- 
rng thteir.tnarirtej they atecnded t» tlus objeft with 
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AnaT^o. the moft flffiduoui oure ; and while there was any 
reafonable profpe& of invading England, never 
dreamed of matching into Germany. The elec- 
torate of Haiiover was, (b far from being thought 
in danger, that a body of its troops were brought 
over for the defence of England. In^ the fequel, 
when France perceived that Britain was prepared 
againft infuh ; that her own navy was deftroyed, 
and her colonies in danger of being conquered ; 
diei^ {he bethought herfelf of Germany \ and it 
was file in faft' that made the diverfion in this 
country V and the German war was, on the part 
of £n^nd, not a war of diverfion, but a war of 
d^nce, in favour of a barren cjle&orat^, which, 
if put up CO fale, vrtMild not fetch one half of , the 
money which is yearly expended jn its behalf; for 
the protedion of a country which cannot be pro- 
tefted. whofe inhabitants are rendered , mife- 
^faUe by the afliftance which they repeiye ; and 
for the fupport of an ally from whom no mutual 
^rvice can-be expe&ed. On the pther hand, had 
doe third part of the fums expended in Germany, 
been employed in , giving additional vigour to the 
. naval armaments of Greiit Biritain, France by this 
time would not have had One Settlement left in the 
Weft Indies : all the profits of her external com- 
,. merce muft have ceafed, and ihe muft have been 
abiblutc^ly .obliged to accept fuch terms of peace as 
England (hould think proper to imppfe. Nay, 
without . any fuch additional reinforcement^ this 
confequence muft have enfued from a fpirited uie 
..of thai arnfiament which loitered inaitive at Portt 
mouth, until the feafon for a&ioa w^V elapied. 
' . Should 
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Sfa^ldBritaia perfift in throwing her ineffiedual Aa« i7Ai. 
ihield bdSbie Hanover, it ^tt be the fignai for 
Ffsode td malce th«t dcdorate the feat of .war in 
every futurequarrel It will te giving up aU the ^ 
advantages of an infular ficuation, and, as Jt werct 
chaining Great Briuin to the continent, from which 
Ihe is fo happily fevered: by nature.; It is* re- '' 

douncing her nnval.fuperiortty, and leaving her 
enemy the* choice of a field where difcomfiture caii 
do them little hann« and where fhe herfelf muft 
be infaDihty exhaufted, even t^ a fucceffion of her 
own vidories. Three fuch vidories as thofe. of 
Creinelt^ Minden, and Warbourg, though obtained 
in the courfe of one campaign;, could have Ifttte^ot 
no effeft in bringing the war to a termiimtion. 
The French army would- retire to their own terri- 
\ tones, and be ready to invade the eleftorate early 
in the next campaign. If Friince, therefore, can 
maintain the war for little' more than the amount 
bf its annual revenue, it can. hardly be expefted 
that ihe will' fue for peace thefe ten year^ ; before 
the expirauon of which period the nationsd debt of 
, Great Britain will exceeid- two hundred miUiOflSy 
ihould it continue to increase eight millions annual- 
ly. This we conceive to be a very moderate calcula- 
, tion, confidering that above fourteen millions wene 
borrowed for the fcfvice rfthe prefent year; and 
certainly it muft afford vi&ry -melancholy reflections 
to every lover of his country, who confiders that 
the Britifh manufafture;» cannot poflibly bear the 
load of fuch an augmented intereft •, and that na- 
tional bankruptcy muft be produftive of horror, 
confuiionj ^narchy, and ruin.

The king, in palling from the palace of St. 
James's to St. Stephen's chapel, was faluted by in- 
numerable crowds of people, who rent the air with 
acclamation, and feemed to be tranfportcd to a very 
unufual pitch of loyalty and affedion ; and thofe 
who faw what pafled in the houfe of peers were 
deeply affefted with the fccne. Their ears had 
been long acquftomed to foreign accents from the 
throne ; a circumftance at all times mngracious to 
an Englifh ear : they could not therefore unmoved 
behold it filled with an amiable prince, born. and 
educated among them, with an open ingenuous 
countenance, exprelling fentimenc and benevo- 
lence 5 but when they heard him declare himfelf a 
Briton, in the warmed terms of felf-gratulation ; 
when they heard him pronounce his oration in a 
clear melodious tone of voice, with all the graces 
of elocution, they could not help thinking them- 
felves under the illufion of an agreeable dream : 
they were hurried back, in idea, to the favourite 
sras of their admiried Edwards and Henrys ; and 
many were melted into tears pf tendernefs and joy. 
Thefe raptures, howfoever general and interefting, 
did not hinder fome! individuals from regretting 
, certain expreffions contained in this popular ha- 
rangue: they took exceptions to the declared in- 
tention of fupporting a continental war ; and were 
forry to hear the hackneyed pretence of the pro- 
teftant intercft repeated by a prince, who had fo 
little occafion to ufe any difpv table plea with a

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An.i76o. people by whom he was fi> warmly befov^d: but 
this they imputed to the force of habit in ^eru^n^ 
counfellors, who had adopted thefe maxims of ftate* 
policy under the aufpices. and examplq of ^ former 
admihiftracioo.

1761. when he compares the operatioiis of thefe two 
w^rs, and confiders that the pay and fubfiftence of 
armies and fleets was, the fame in both ^ >vhen he

mind from the integrity, wifdom, or ceconomy of 
the ad---n. It would, therefore, become the 
guardians of the conftitution to appoint a fele6t 
committee, in the beginninjg of evi^ry ftlTion, to 
examine carefully the feparate articles Of the pub- 
lic accounts, in which* it is very certain a thoufandl 
frauds may be concealed by the artifices of clerks 
and agents, aduated by undue influence. 
Eftablill:. In the beginning of the feflibn, before the cforhN

other, muft have been c<Mifiderably increafed fince . 
the Union, by the-confumption of Eaft India and 
other goods in Scotland, which are. always entered, 
and pay the new fubfidy in England, as well as by 

• the expence incurred by great numb^ers of the 
Scottifh nobility and gentry who refide in Eng- 
land. At the acceflion of king George !• there- 
fore, the civil lift revenues muft have produced a

(hey paflfcd a bill for that purpofe, and it was eh- 
^£ted into a law. , 

As the acceffion of a new king to the throne of Petitions 
Great Britain has been generally diftinguifhed by £^2dA^ 
f£ts of grace in favour of debtors and dcliriqucntSj to«. 
petitions were nowprefented to the houfe of com- 
mons by perfons confined for debt in the different 
gaols of London, the borough of South wark, and 
other parts of the kingdom, explaining their mi- 
ferable fituation, and imploring relief from the^le- .

immediate relief, not only from the elevation and 
charafter of the new fovcreign,. but alfo from thefe 
other confiderations ; that all the prifons in the 
kingdom were crouded ; and many thoufands of 
tifeful fubjefts loft to their country, at a time when 
the people were thinned by a cruel fanguinary war ; 
and many branches of manufafture abandoned for 

want of labourers. The univerfal benevolence of 

* 

the young monarch had even diffufcd a dawn of 
hope to. thofe objefts diftinguifhed by the term of 
prown-prifoners, of all other captives tl^e molt 
wretched and forlorn ; inafmuch as they are inr 

dulged 
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ABai^fii. dulgcd with no fort of attowance, and hvrt n© 
profpcft of obtaining their liberty, except upon 
ftrch an aufpicious occafion. The Cimc hope was 
extended to thofe unfortunate outlaws who were 
^ exiled frotti their country, for having obeyed the 

dictates of what they conceived to be their indif- 
|>enrible duty, and embraced ruin in their endea- 
vours to fupport a family which Providence fcem* 
to hare devoted to deftruftion. AH thefe fond rl- 
' lufions, however, vaniflied in difappointment and 

defpain By pardoning atrotious crimes, a monarch 
certainly injures the community he <vas born to 
^ proteft. But an aft of grace, framed under pro- 
per exceptions and reftriftions, would undoubted- 
ly be an exertion of the royal prerogative, in which 
the genefofity of the prince iftight happily coincide 
with the advantage of the people. 
Aft of in- To the cries of the debtors the legiflature lent 
folvcncy. ^ favourable ear, and a bill in their behalf was 
brought into the houfe of commons. While they 
deliberated " on this meafure, an humble remon- 
•ftrance was offered by the bankrupts confined 
within the prifon of the King's Bench, rcprefcnt- 
ing the hardftiips to which they wer6 expofed from 
a claufe in the bill now depending, by which thofe 
unfortunate bankrupts, who had not obtained their 
certificates, would be excluded from the benefit of 
the aft ; and expfeffing their hope, that, as the 
legiflature had hitherto judged other infolvents to 
ht proper objefts of favour, they fliould be no 
^ longer debarred the benefit of thiit mercy which 
-their fellow- fufferers enjoyed. Little attention, 
however^ was payed to this requeft j though we 

can» 
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cannot iee any good reafon to diftingQifh, in the An. 171^1, 

diftribution of mercy, between a bankrupt, who 
lias honeftly (Conformed to the ftatute, and any 
Other kind of infolvent debtor. The bill, which 
^ms now pafltd into an aft for the relief of thefe 
prifoners, contained a claufe which indeed operates 
as a perpetual indulgence*. It import-s, that as 
iJiany perfons too often choofe rather to continue

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* By the prefent infolvent 
fi&, no pfifoner can take the 
benefit of it^ that was not 
a^ually in cuftody before 
the 25fth of Oaober laft ; but 
thofe who were arretted be- 
fore the faid 25 th of October, 
^nd furrendered themfelves 
before the 28th of Nov, laft, 
inay receive the benefit of

Great numbers of tradefmen, 
ingdaufe. and people in the lower clafTes of life, and even 
many who had moved in a fuperior fphere, were 
faid to have laid hold on this opportunity of dif- 
cncumbering themfelvcs from their dqbts, which 
might have been honeftly payed by a proper exer- 
tion of induftry and temperance. Every perfon, 
defirous of reaping the benefit of the aft, prevailed 
upon fome relation or friend to perform the part 
of compelling creditor. The public complained 
that the gaols about London were crouded with a 
fucceffion of thefe voluntary captives ; and that 4 
great number of honeft men were ruined by this 
indulgence (hewn to their debtors by the clemency 
of parliament.

^ch in £jgp £^^ fecuring the independency of the judges, 
ef the which could not fail to imprcfs the fubjedt with the 
judges. moft favourable opinion of his royal candour and 
moderation. ^ In a fpeech from the throne he in- 
formed both houfes of parliament, that, upon 
granting new conimiflions to thejuc^ges, the pre- 
fent fta^te of their offices fell naturally und^r con- 
fideration : that notwithftanding the a£t paffed in 
the reign of king William III. for fettling the fuc- 
ceflion to the crown, by which aft the commiffions 
of the judges were continued in force during their 
good behaviour ; yet their offices had determined 
at the demife of the crown, or in fix months after 
that even^, as often as it had happened : that as 
he looked upon the independency and uprightnefs 
of the judges as elTential to the impartial admini- 
flratton of juftice, one of the beft fecupties to the 
rights and liberties of his fubjefts, as well as con* 
ducive to the honour of the crown, he recom- 
mended this interefting objeft to the confidcration 
of parliament, in order that fuch further provifion 
might be made for fecuring the judges in the en- 
joyment of their offices during their good beha- 
viour,, notwithftanding any fuch demife, as fhoukf 
l?e mofl expedient. He defired of the commons, 
in particular, that he might be enabled to grant

The committee appointed to prepare an cftimatc 
of the pay of the militia of England, when un- 
cmbodied, having duly diliberatcd on this fubjeft, 
which was alfo recommended to their attention by 
a meflage from the throne, certain refolutions 
were formed ; and thefe conftituted the bafis of a 
bill, which paffed into a law, for applying the mo- 
ney granted in this feflion of parliament towards

An, 1761. difofdtr^ had procured a bftttalidii 6f the York- 
Ihirc militia for their guard, and thefe were dravm 

• up in the market-place. The populace belhg re- 
inforced by a body of defpcrate ktclmen from 
Newcaftle, began to itifult the guard with tt- 
pfoaches, mifliics, and eveh with blows, wh'ch the 
militia for fome time fuftained with all the tern- 
perance of perfeft difcipline. The riot-aft. was 
read, and the people were exhorted jto- retire 10 

• their refpeftive habitations. But, inltead of cortt- 
plying with this advice, they became more inirafl:- 
able. Encouraged by the forbearance of the mi- 
litia, and poffcfled with a notion that they would 
not commit hoftilities, they proceeded from one 
a£l of outrage to another ; alTaulted them as they 
ftood arranged in order of battle, and with fire- 
arms killed an officer aod a |)rivate foldier. . Thus 
cxafperatcd, the militia 'poured in upon them a 
regular difcharge, by which forty-five of the po- 
pulace'wirre killed upon the Ipot, and thr^e hun- 
dred miferably wounded. The furviVors imme- 
diately betook themfelves to flight, and many 
dropped down upon the road irf their retreat. The 
moft lamentable part of this difafter was a circum- 
ftance which attends all fuch Unfortunate occa- 
fions : fome haplefs women and children^, drawn 
thither by curiofity, or the more laudable motive 
of pcrfuading their hufbands, parents, or kinimert, 
to retire, were confounded and periftied in the un- 
diftinguiftiing vengeance of the day. Some of the 
rioiers, being apprehended, were tried for high 
treafon, convidled, condemned, and executed for 
examples.

much more favage and horrible circumftances* 

One Theodore Gardelle, a Swifs paincei-, being. 

warmed with feme trivial provocation, laycd via* 

lent hands on Mrs. King, in whofe houfe he lodged^ 

ncarLcicefter-fquare, and deprived her of life in 

her own apartment. The rage of paffion which 

prompted him to this excefs ^ras fncceeded by a 

tranfport of terror, which hurried him into foch 

meafures for his own prefervation as the humane 

reader will not und^rfland without fliuddering* 

H^ concealed what had pa'ffed by tecking the 

apartment where the body lay, and by V)?fmtffing 

the m'aid-fer vant, who l^ppencd to be abfent when 

the murder was committed. He had fent her upon 

fomc errand to a drffercnt part of tht tawn^ as if 

the mocdcr had been a premeditated fcheme : 

when fbe returned, be toW her Mrs. King was gone 

foddertly to the country, and. hzd dirc<ftcd him to 

difmift her from^ her fervrce. He accordingly 

payed what wages, were due to thiis woman, and 

fl>e retired. ' Being now in poffefiion of tint koufe» 

he paflfed the mght alone in hi& own apartmient. 

Next morning be deicended to the chamber where 

the. body of the unhappy woman lay, fcparatcd the 

head. 
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An. 1761. head, and even diffcdted it with the moft gloomy 
ddiberation. This he confumed by fire: the 
bowels he took out, and buried in the foil of the 
privy* He then difmembered the body, and dc- 
ftroyed the limbs with a fire made of gre^n wood, 
that the fmell of flefh might not alarm the neigh- 
bours. He divided the trunk in fmall, pieces, and 
carrying part of them in a fack, threw them into 
the river. This was a work of time, which he 
feemed to brood over with a kind of horrid enjoy- 
ment. In the intervals of his labour, he folaced 
himfelf with the converfation of a proftitute, who 
lay with him in the houfe, and from whofe lide he 
rofe early in the morning, in order to finifh his'' 
dreadful talk. His guilt could not be long con- 
cealed. The fudden difappcarance of Mrs. King, 
and the diftrafted behaviour of the aflaffin, created 
fufpicion. He found it neceffary to employ an 
occafional domeftic, who perceived figns of blood. 
The fervant whom he had difmifled exened herfelf 
in his detedion : a warrant was granted for appre- 
hending Gardelle ; and fe^rch being made in the 
houfe, parcels of the body were found. The mur- 
derer^ being brought to trial, was convided on the 
fuUeft evidence, and executed in the open ftrect, 
not far from the place where the crime was com- 
mitted. He confcffed the murder ; but denied 
that it was premeditated. He declared that Mrs. 
King had firft reproached, and then ftruck him ; 
that in pulhing her from him, he was the occafion 
of her falling backwards •, that her head pitching 
on the fide of a bed, {he feemed to have fuftained 
a frafture of the Ikullj that, terrified by her cries, 

which 
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^bicH ^rtwc loud and continued, he, in defpair, An.i76i« 
Aabbed her in the neck with an ivory bodkin, 
which happened to, lie on her toilet, and finifhed 
the tragedy by ftifling her with the bedcbaths ; 
that the meafures he took in the fequel were 
prompted by the terrors of dete&ion ; that the few 
days intervening between the murder and the dis- 
covery, he paflcd in a continual perturbation of 
mind, a kind of hideous dream of horror, from v 

which he waked to penitence and refignation. 

In the beginning of the year the attention of Patrioti- 
government was fufficicntly employed in renewing <^a|.^<^cla. 
commiffions for the officers and fervants of the ^^^^ n^^g^ 
crown, in their different departments i , in exe* 
futing meafures for profecuting the war with vi- 
gour; in eftablifhing the adminiftration on a folid 
bads; in conferring pbfts and dignities on thofe 
whom the king was pleafed to diftinguifh and 
honour ; in communicating to allies the political 
fyftem of the new reign ; and in receiving or ac- 
knowledging the felicitation of foreign powers on 
the king's fuccefljon to the crown of Great Britain. 
With refped to the new parliament, his majefty, 
with the genuine fpiric of a patriot king, declared 
he would in no ihape intermeddle with the free- 
dom oi eleftion. He rej'eftpd, with difdain, the 
expedient, pradifed in former reigns, of employ- 
ing the public money to fecure what were calltd 

the c-T— n b ghs. He would not fufFer one 

farthing to be iflfued from the tr^afury on this ac- 
count; but is faid to have told a certain m r, 

who pleaded the cuftom of former times, that, as 
his whole .ambition was to render the nation flou-

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Aa. i76i< rilhing and happy » he would truft intirely to the 
Joyatty of bi& people^ not doubtmg that their af- 
£edioa would fuffictently ftrengthen U^ hands of ' 
his governmenL 
iippoint- No revolution oi any confequence took place in 
the"^eat *^^ •wwnch of whgious, civil, or military admi- 
officers of niftration. The metropolitan fee of Canterbury ^ 
fiate. was wenhity fi}led by Seeker, renowned for his 
^piety, ^candour^ and urbanity. The office of lord 
high- chancellor was conferred upon lord Henley, 
baron^ Grange, who had eminently diftinguifhed 
htRtfelf at the bar by his independent ^irit, know- 
ledge, and integrity. Lord Mansfield maintained 
his feat on the King^s Bench, and ju^e Willes in 
the Common Pleas. The miniftry and cabinlt 
council urKtefwent no material alteration, except 
in the acceffion of the earl of Bute, who fucceeded 
the earl of Holderneile as fecretary of ftate for the 
northern department, ^nd was fuppofed to ftand 
with Mr. Pitt, the otJier fecretary, as joint pilot at 
•the heim- of tdirrinHftralion. The dn^e of New- 
•caftle ftJH direfted the treafury, and, like Fortune's 
chief mmifter, difpenfed the bleflings of prefer- 
ment among a vail number of dependants. Earl 
Gra»nvilfe prefided at the council ; and lord Anfen 
«t the board of admiraky. Earl Temple kept the 
ptfivy feal ; aaid Mr. Legge afted as chancellor 0f 
the Ex-chequer, though in a little time |e was dif- 
miiled from that em-ployment.- Mr. Charks 
ToWnfhend, beiing apf (^nted fecretary at war, foen 
proved, by his conduft the fallacy of that maxim 
which holds genius vnconSAentwithinduftry; and 
•performed every part of his office with foch accu- 
racy 
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f^ n^ wd ^sfp^dition, a& had never before appeared ^ *^^'» 
^ ia that fcene of tranfaftion. The lucrative poft of 
paymaf^er remained with Mr. Henry Fox^ who had 
fought a furpriiing battle with the; firit dema-' 
gogues of the age ; and who, in ftirewdnefs, poU- ' 
cy, ai\d perfi^ycrance, yielded to none of his co- 
tfBfiporaries, The nunagement of the king'a ' 
houlhold devolved upon noblemefi of unblemifhed 
cbar^fterrs. The chamberlain's wand was delivered 
to (he dyke of Devon&ire, univerfally beloved for 
tiis gen^rofity and fw^etneis of difpofition. Thfl 
duHe of Rutland) fp ditkinguifhed for hi$ l^nevo^ 
kuce, was created m^er of the hcK'fe i, and thi) 
Qfiicf of Iwd fteward was bellowed upon ^arl Ta{« 
\>^%y whofc fenfe ai^ probity added luftre ' to that 
unconqu^ra^e fpijrit of pattiotifm which he pof- 
f^ffkd. Tq ^e irreiiftible penetration and invin/- 
cible courage of this nobleman the Herculean talk 
wa^ kft of reforming the numerous and enormous 
abufes which had crept into the oeconomy of the 
lcing*s houfhold ; and this^ arduous talk he per- 
fofncied with unremitting vigour, unmoved by cla- 
mour, un&duced by £61i(!:itation : unneceiTary of^- 
fices were extinguilhed, phiralities difib)ved, un- 
coofcionable perqgifites retrenched, and all forts of 
ffaud aibobihed^ Th^ earl of Halifax was no^ 
noinated lord keutenant of Ireland. Divers youog 
noblemen were appointed lords of the king's bed- 
chamber *\ and a very few alterations made in

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■7*»' places of truft and profit : but, in general, all the 
members of the great offices, and all the commif- 
fiorrers of the revenue, throughout the three king- 
doms, were retained in their refpeftive employ- 
ments. 

The chief command of the army in Great Bri- 
tain jefted in the pcrfon of lord Ligonier. The 
army and German army in Weftphalia, payed by England, 
■a^^ remained under the aufpices of prince Ferdinand 
of Bninfwick; the marquis of Granby cotn- 
mandcd the Britifh forces on that fervice ; aod 
the direftion of the troops in America was ftill 
retained by Sir JefFtry Amherft. Neither was 
any material change produced in the dilpofition of 
the different fquadrons which conftituted the navy 
of Great Britain. Admiral Holborne*s flag con- 
tinued flying at Spithead. Sii- Edward Hawkc and 


Spencer, firft coufin to the 
duke o^ Marlborough, was 
ennobled by the title of ba- 
ron Spencer of Al thorp in 
the county of Northampton, 
a ndvifcount Spencer.

counters of Bute was veiled 
with the title of baroneft 
Mountfluart, of Wortley in 
the county of York j the title 
of baron to devolve to her 
lawful iiTue male by John eari 
of Bute. 

Archibald duke of Argyle 
dying in Apiil, the title and 
eflate devolved on his coufin 
lieut. general John Campbell.

Sir Charles Saunders kept the fea in 
the Mediterranean. The rear-admirals Stevens 
and Cornilh commanded one fquadron in ^he Eift 
Indies ; rCar-admirai Holmes another at Jamaica ; 
Sir James Douglas a third at the Leeward Iflands 4 
Lord Colvil a fourth at Halifax in Nova Scotia; 
Thefe were ftationary j but other fquadrons were: 
equipped occafionally, under different comman* 
ders ; befides the jingle (hips that cruifed in and 
about the Channel, and thofe that were ftationed 
to proteft the trade of Great Britain in ' different 
parts of the wi^rld, 

At this period the fti*ength of Great Britain ap- Increafe 
peared in the zenith of its power arid fplcndour. <^f j^^^TT 
The people of England were feemingly tranfported 
beyond the limits of fober reafon and rpfle<Stion. 
The trophies of war with which their fancies were 
dazzled, in a fucccffion of favourable events, had ac- 
cuftomed them to idlenefs, arrogance, and feftivity. 
The ipirit of revelry maddened through the land. 
Even to the extremities of the kingdom the high- 
ways were crouded with the votaries of pleafure, 
whirled to and fro in gaudy equipages, as if they 
had been adtuated by the demons /)f defperation. 
In the metropolis the fnares of Ipxury were ex- 
tended to the refufe of the people. The loweft 
traders were hiarded into the vortex of diflipation : 
they grew enamour«l of diverfion, and vied with 
their fuperiors in finery and expence. They had 
their balls, and their mufick-meetings. They af- 
feded to rival the firft quality of the kingdom in 
their manners, habit, and domeftic parties. They 
. Numb. 3^. , P in- 
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An. 1761. intruded themfelve* into all public dlein^ef, 

.whidi dqgeneratcd accopdingiy in point of elegance 

and decorum. Everjr place of {tolite refof t became 

a temple af brutal confufion ; and the conduAofS 

* » of tlieatrical exhibitions ttioughft their entertain-- 

ments but indifFcnently received, if every p^uttil 

reprefentation did not produce a tumult, and feme 

live&^were riot endangered by thfe thronging of the 

audience. This riotous difpofirio^i was inflambd 

by thofe fcenes of military parade and preparaltidn, 

, which were continually pafling before the eyes of 
the people ; the proceflions of recruiting parties, 
the evolutions of difcipline, new levies of troops, 
marches and countermarches of intire battalions, 
and the warlike appearance of the national militia, 
which was by this time ittiproved into a body oC 
eftabliftied troops fit for fervice. All thefe cir- 
xrumftances ufliered in a profufion of idle pagean- 
try, difplayed in fcenes of barbarous pomp, pre- 
fcribed by the forms of the conftitution, for cele- 
brating the- king^s coronation. A proclamation 
-was iffued, appointiiig the twenty-fecond day' of 
September for this ceremony ; fo that the curiofity 
of weak minds was foftered, during the vfhole fum- 
mer, to fuch a degree of impatience, that the whole 
•attention of Hthe people feemed to center in this 

/ gaudy fpcdtacle : fuch preparations^ were made, 
and fuch/eagernefs was exprcfled by perfons of all 
degrees, that one would have imagined the whole 
nation on the brink of lunacy.

information, and mature deliberation, he had come 
to a refolutionto demand in marriage the princefs* 
Charlotte ojf Mecklenburg- Strelitz ; 9 princefs dif- 
tinguiflied by every eminent virtue, and amiable 
endowment ; whofe illuftrious line had conftantly 
fhewn the firmeft zeal for the proteftant religion, 
and a particular attachment to his family ; that he 
had judged proper to communicate to them thefe 
his intentions, in order thar they might be fully 
apprized of a matter fo highly important to him 
and to his kingdom?, and which he perfuaded him* 
felf would be moft acceptable to all his loving fub- 
jefts." 

This declaration was fo agreeable to the council, 
that they unanimoufly requefted it might be made 
public, for the fatisfaftion of the natron in general. 
The carl of Halrcourt was appointed ambaflador- 
ploiiipotentiary to the court of Mecklenburg-Stre- 
licz to demand the princcfs, and fign the contraft 
of marriage ; and the royal yacht;s were prepared, 
under convoy of a fquadron commanded by lord 
Anfon, to convey the future queen to England. 
Mean while, her houftiold being eftablifhed, the 
tmbaflador fet out for the continent on this impor- 
tant affair. The dutcheffes of Ancafter and Ha- 
milton were appointed ladies of the bed chamber, 
CO attend her from the court of Mecklenburg in

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' Iter paffage to England ; and embarking at Haf- An. 1761, 
wich, the whole fleet fet iail for Stade 00 the eighth 
day'of Auguft. The contraftsof marriage being Contraa 
figned by the carl cf Harcoart at Strelitz, her °/ "^^^- 
royal highncfs was complimented by the ftatc§ of twecn 
the country, and the deputies of the towns. The the king 
ambaflador and the ladies were magnificently en- ^^.^![^*^ 
tertained ; and the event was celebrated with the ^^^ ^j^^ 
moft fplendid rejoicings. On the feventeenth day princefs 
of the month, the princefs, accompanied by the Charlotte 

* reigning duke her brother, fet out with all her at- ^^ Meck- 
tendants for Mirow, and proceeded to Perleberg, streliiz. 

' where the count de Gottcr complimented her in 
the name of the Prufllan monarch. From thence 
flie continued her journey to Lcutzen and Gourde, 
and on the twenty- fccond arrived at Stade, under 
a general difcharge of cannon^ and amidft the ac- 
clamation^ of the people. She w^ received by all 
the burgefles in arms : the whole town was illumi- 
nated : trium|>hant arches were erefted ; and the 
public joy appeared in all the variety of expreffion. 
Nc;ct day fhe embarked in the yacht at Cuxhaven, 
where (he was faluted by the Britifli fquadron af- 
fembled for her convoy, the officers and mariners 
of which w'ere enchanted by the dignity of her de- 
portment, and the affability of her addrefs. 

In this interval the expeftation of the Englifli 
people arofe to a furprifing pitch of eagernefs and 
impatience. The king having fignified his inten- 
tion that the princefs (hould land at Greenwich, 
both fides of the Thames were for leveral days 
lined with innumerable multitudes. The river it- 
feif was covered with pleafurc-boats, wherries, 
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fim. 1761. and other vcffek filled with Ipeftktbrs, land cruifing 
between Blackwall and Gravefend, in order to 
rtieet and welcome th^eir future qoccn*s arrival. 
Seats and fcafFolds were prepared along the ^re 
for feveral miles ; and all the publicans refidipg 
n^ar the banks of the rirer, both in Kent and EC- 
fex, were enriched by an amazing conflux of coiyi- 
pany. Every individual obfcrved the Wind as car- . 
^ neftiy as if his whole fortune depended on the firft 

' change of weather ; and London poured forth her 
fwarms, like an immenfe hive, duting the firft 
gleams of vernal fiinfhine. All the mcdicrnaf 
wells, to which wealthy people refort" in the fom-* 
mcr^ either for health or'pleafure, wer^^ now ^e- 
ferted V and numbers flocked to the metropolis 
from all parts of the united kingdom to fee their 
fov€reign*8 bride, and be cye-witneflcs of the cn- 
Her arri- fuing coronation. After a tedious voyage of tenr 
val and Jays, during which the fleet was expofed to con- 
^ P ^^ ^* trary winds and tempefl:uous weather, the princeft 
landed on the fevenfh day" of September in the af- 
ternoon at Harwich, where ftiewas received by the 
mayor and aldermen in their formalities. She ad- 
' vanced with her attendants by the way of Colchef-. 
■ tei- to Witham, and lodged at a,houfe belonging 

to the earl of Abercorn, where Ihe gratified the 
curiofity of the people with the rnoft obligincr con- 
defcenfion. Mtah while the king, whofe ardour 
^ far furpafled the ipripatience of his, fubjed^, being 
^ apprized by couriers of her arrival, dilpatched his 
own coaches, with a party /of the horfe-guards, 
who met her at RumfOrd, and condufted her to 
London throqgh innuiftcrablc crowds of people, 

alfembled 
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ai&mhkd cm the road to gratify their curiofity, Am 1761. 
and welcome her arrival. Their applaufe was fig- 
ntfied in tumultuous acclatpations, which attended 
her for feveral mifes ; and the eagernefs of the po* 
pulace was carried even to a degree of licentious - 
zeal, which the guards cotlld hardly reftrain within 
the bounds erf decent refpcft. Thus accompanied 
by great numbers of people in carriages, on horfe- 
back, and a^foot, this amiable princefs proceeded 
through Hyde-park, down Conftitution-hil], to 
the garden gate of the palace of St. James, where 
ihe was handed out of her coach by the duke of 
DcvonfliiTc, in quality of lord chamberlain. At - 
the gate (he was received by the duke of York, 
and in the garden Ihe was met by the king himfelf, 
whofe looks declared the jtranfports of his joy. 
When ftie made her obeifance, he'jaifcd her by the 
hand, which he kiffed, and then led her up-ftairs 
to the palace, where they dined together, with the 
whole royal family. At nine the nuptial ceremony 
was performed in the royal chapel, which had been 
magnificently decorated for the occafion. Befides 
the royal family, all the great officers of ftate, the 
nobility, peers and peereffes, and tlie fortign mi- 
nifters, were prefent at the fervice, the conclufion ^ ^ 
of which was announced to the people by the dif- 
charge of the artillery in the Park and at theTower^ 
and the cities of London and Weftminfter were il~ 
iumina^ed in honour of this aufpicious event. ' 

Nothing was now feen at court but fplendour and 
fcftivity, CKhibiting all the marks of mirth and fa- ' 
tisfaftion. The great acceffion of domeftic happi- 
iicfs that the king enjoyed in this connexion, en- 
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An. 17611 abled him to fupport the fatigue of receiving frclh 
addrefles of felicitation, which were ufhercd in as 
ufual by the city of London, and poured upon him 
by the clergy, the univerfities, the different lefts 
of religionifts, the cities, towns, and corporations 
in all parts of the Britifti dominions. 

But the ceremony of the coronation ftill rCf* 
rtiained tq be undergone, and was undoubtedly a 
fevere trial of patience to a prince of true taftc 
and fqntimcnc. A commiflion had long ago pafied 
the great feal, conftituting a court to decide the 
pretenfions of a great number of people, who laid 
claim to different offices and privileges in the cele- 
bration of this neceffary form ; many of thefc fy 
frivolous, and uncouth, as to throw an air of ridi- 
cule on the whole tranfaftion. Weftminfter-hall 
was prepared for the coronation- banquet, by re- 
moving the courts of judicature, boarding the 
floor,, crcfting canopies, and building three rows 
of galleries for the accommodation of fpeftators. 
A platform was laid between this Hall and the 
Abbey-church, where the king is actually crowned. 
All the houfcs and ftreets within fight bf the pro- 
peffion were faced and- crowded with benches and 
fcaffolding, which extended on both fides within 
the Abbey from the weftern entrance almoft up to 
the chojr. The profpedt formed by thefe dccar 
fional ereftions, vv'hich were furprifingly calculated 
for fecurity and convenience, could not fail to 
p.waken the expedlation of the fpeftatbr for fome- 
thing folemn and fublime: but when all thefe 
bencheswere filled with above two hundred thou- 
faad peopkj of both fexes, arrayed in gay apparel, 

they 
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tli^y filled the mind with an aftonilhing idea of the -Aii. 1761. 
wealth and populofity of Great Britain, and inti're- 
ly cclipfcd the proceflion, notwithftanding the in- 
credible profufion of jewels and finery, and all the 
other circumftances of pomp by which it was 
diftinguiftied. The principal objefts, however, 
(till maintained their importance in the eyes and 
bofoms of all the fpeftators^ who coulcf not with- 
out the moft lively emotions of admiration and 
joy behold fuch attraftive accomplilhments in the. 
royal pair, whofc virtues adorned the crowns they 
were deftined to wear ; he, like Titus, the delight 
of every eye ; and (he the ftireft pattern of fweet* 
ncfs and complacency. 

The oftentation of this year was clofed with 
the anniverfary pageants that celebrate the eleftion 
of a new lord-mayor in the city of London. As 
the kings and queens of Great Britain are always 
entertained at Guildhall -by the magiftrate who 
happens to 1 be chofen in the year 6f the corona- . , 
tion, extraordinary preparations were made for the 
reception of their majeftics ; who, with a great 
number of the nobility, honoured the banquet, in 
the midft of the moft tumultuous cxpreffions of 
loyalty and attachment that ever were known on 
any former occalion.. 

Having thus particularized the moft retnarkable A Frendi 
occurrences of the year, as it revolved in Great f"gatc 
Britain, except one material tranfaftion, which will ^^^ ^ 
be recorded in its proper place ; we Ihall now re- of Hot- 
view th« operations of the war by fea and land, land, 
as they occurred in the different climates of Eu- 
rope, Afia, Africa, and America. 

Even 
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Aq« 1761^ £yen from the beginning of winter, the 6m^ 
V ' gle ihips that cruifed in the Channel were con- 
duftcd with fuch care and dexterity, that thejr 
made prize of a great number of French priva- 
teers i a circumftance that evinced their own vi* 
gilance and the enemy^s aftivity. In the month 
of January capuin ' Elphinfton, commander of 
the Richmond, mounted with thirty^two guns^ 
fell in wkh the Felicitcj a French frigate, of the 
£ime force, oflF the coaft of Holland } and a fe- 
vere engagement began about ten in the morn^ 
ing« near Gravefande, about eight miles from the 
Hague i to which place the prince of Orange, 
general Yorke the Britifli envoy, and the count 
d'Affry the French ambaiTador, repaired with a 
great multitude of people, to behold the progrefi 
and ifiue of the batde. About noon both Ihips 
ran afhore : neverthelels the a&ion was ftill main- 
tained, until the enemy deferted their quarters : 
they afterwards abandoned the (hip, which was in- 
tirely deftroyed, after having loft their captain and 
about one^ hundred men, who- fell in the difpute. 
The Richmond foon floated, without any damage i 
and the vi&ory coft but three men killed, and thir- 
teen wounded. The French court loudly ex- 
claimed againft this attack as a violation of the 
Dutch neutrality, and demanded fignal fatisfadion 
for the infult and damage they had fuftained. Ac* 
cordingly the States General made fome remon- 
{trances to the court of London, which found 
' means to removfe all caufe of mifunderftanding on 
this fubjeiSt. The Fclicite was bound for Marti- 
nique, with a valuable cargo, in company with 

another 
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another frigate of the fame force, %hich fufFercd A«.iy6i* 
fliipwreck on tne coaft of Dunkirk. 

In the courfe of the fame month, captain Hood, Engage- 
ommander of the Minerva frigate, cruifing in the "^^"^.''F 
cnbps of the 'Channel, defcried a great (hip of two Hood, 
decksn^ring to the weftward, and found it was 
the Warwick, in Englifh Ihip, which had carried 
fixtjr cannon, and been taken by the enemy. She 
was now mounted with thirty-five guns, and com- 
manded by Mr. le Verger de Bclair, with a com- 
Riiflion from the French king. Hcrcrew amount* ^ 
cd to about three hundred men, including a de* 
tachment of foldiers .; and he was bound to Pon- 
dicherry in the £a(t Indies. Capuin Hood, not- 
withftanding her fuperior fize, attacked her with* 
out helitatioh, and was very warmly received. 
Several mails in both fhips were fhot away, and 
they fell foul of one another, white the fea ran 
very high ; fo that the crews on both fides were 
greatly encumbered by their broken mafts and 
fliattered rigging. At length the waves feparated 
them, and the Warwick fell to leeward. Captain 
Hood, having cleared (hip, bore direftly down 
upon the enemy : then the engagement was re- 
newed, and lafted about an hour j at the expiration 
<rf which the captain of the Warwick ftruck his 
eolours, having IoAn about fourteen men killed 
outright, befides thirty-five wounded. The lofs 
in number of men was equal on board the Miner- « 
va, and all her mafts went by the board: never* 
thelefs the prize was brought in triumph to Spit- 
j Ifcad. In the progrefs of the fame cruize captain 
Hood had alfo taken the Ecurn^il privateer from 
^ Bayonnc 
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An.1761. Bayonnc, of fourteen guns, and one hundred and 

twenty- two men. \ 

b^'S '^ March another French ftiip, calle^ the En- 
Nightin- trcprcnanx, pierced for forty-four guns, but mount- 
gale, ed with twenty-fix only, having two hundred men 
on board, and a rich cargo, bound for St. Domin- 
^ go, was encountered near the Land's end by the 
Vengeance frigate of twenty-fix guns, commanded 
by captain Nightingale. The aftion was main- 
tained on both fides with uncommon fury, until 
the Vengeance being fet on fire by the enemy's 
wadding, the French relblved to take advantage 
of the confufion produced by this accident, and, 
running their bowfprit upon the taffaril of the 
Englifh frigate, attempted to board her: In this 
defign however they mifcarried, through the cou- 
rage and affivity of captain Nightingale, who 
found means to difengage himfelf, and fheered off 
to repair his rigging, which had greatly fuffered in 
the engagement. The fhip was no fooner in pro- 
per condition than he ranged up again clofe to the 
enemy, and renewed the conteft, which lafted 
a full hour: then the Entreprenant bore away. 
Captain Nightingale, though a fecond time dif- 
abled in his mafts and rigging, wore (hip, ran 
within piftol-fhot, and began a third vigorous at- 
tack, which lafted an hour and a half before the. 
enemy called for quarter. Fifteen , of their men 
wtre killed, and about twice that number wound- 
ed. The viftors lofl: about half as many. The if- 
fue of all thefe engagetnents, between fingle Ihips, 
proves, to demonftration, that the French mariners 
neither work ^their fliips nor manage their artillery 
' • - with 
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with that ikill and dexterity which appear in the An.i76f« 
Engliih nayy : a circumftance the more remark- 
able^ as aU the French feamtn are regularly.^ 
taught the praAical part of gunnery ; whereas no 
fuch pains are taken wi^h the failprs of Great 
Britain. 

Iri April another French , frigate, called the. Other 
Comete, of two and thirty guns, and two hundred ^ips 
and fifty men, juft failed fromBneft, was taken to ?^^"l 
the weftward of Ufhant by the Bedford, an Engr enemy, 
lifli fkip of the line, co;nmanded by captain Deane, 
who conveyed her in fafety to Plymouth. About 
the fame period, arid near the faniei.place, a fourth 
fri|;ate of the enemy, called the Pheafant, manned 
with one hundred and twenty-five mariners, was 
engaged, taken, and brought to Spithead, by 
captain Brpgrave, commander of the Albany floop^ 
whofe victory was the cheaper, as the crew of the 
Pheafant had thrown fourteen of their guns over- 
board during the chace. In the courfe of the fame 
month a large Eaft-India fhip, fitted out from 
France, with twenty-eight guns, and three hun- 
dred and fifty men, fell in with the Hero and the 
Venus, commanded by the captains Fortcfcue and 
Harrifon, and, being taken without oppofition, 
were carried into Plymouth. 

The cruizers belonging tp the fquadron com- Exploits ' | 
manded by vice-admiral Saunders in the Mediter- in the 
ranean, were diftinguiflied by the fame fpirit of M^^*'^''* 
cnterprize and aftivity. In the beginning of this 
very month the Oriflame, a French fhip of forty 
guns, being off Cape Tres Foreas, was defcried 
by the Ifis, under the command of captain Wheeler, 

who 
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J7^t* wiio came up w&h her at fix in the evenings and 
a rcmmng figiut was maintained until half an hcmr 
after ten. Captain Wheelar being unlbrtunateljr 
kiUec^ in the beginning of the aftion, the com*. 
mand devolved to lieutenant Cunningham, who 
perceiving at length that the enemy's defign wa» 
to reach, if poflibie, the Spanifli ftiore, boarded 
her without further hefitation • and in a little time, 
her conMiander fflbmittirtg, flie was brought into 
the bay of Gibraltar. The number of her killed 
and wounded amounted to forty -five, outof a com- 
plement of three hundred and feventy : the lofs of 
the Ifis did cot exceed four killed and nine 
wounded. In July another exploit was performed 
by a finall deiAchment from the fquadron com* 
mandcd by the fame admiral. Captain Proby, in 
th? Thunderer, together with the Modefte, Thetis, 
and Favourite floop, being ordered to cruize upon 
the coaft of Spain, with a view to intercept the 
Achilles and BoufFon, two French flbipfe of war, 
which lay in the harbour of Cadiz : they at length 
ventured to confie forth, and on the fixtcenth day 
of the month were defcried by the Britifh cruizers. 
About midnight the Thunderer came up with the 
Achilles, which ftruck, after^a warm enga^ment 
of half an hour : yet, in this fliort aftion, captain 
Proby* hid near forty men killed, and above one 
hundred wounded, he himfclf having fuftained a 
flight hurt ifi the right arm. About fevea in the 
fame mc^rning the Thetis engaged the BoufFon, 
land the fire was maintained on both fides with great 
vivacity for half an hour, when the Medcftc ranging 
up, and firing a few guns, the French captain fub-

Faulkner 
Oft Nfotfday the tenth of Augvft, captain Faulk- ^?^ ^^

^ filled ^from the river Tagus for England, having 
I on board a confiderable fum of money for the mer- 
I chants of London. On Thurfday in the afternoon, 
being then off Vigo, they difcovcred three fail of 
Ihips ftainding in for the land, one of the line of 
batde, and two friga^tes. They no fooner deicried 
captain Fttulkner than they, bore down upon him, 
until ^within the diftance of feven miles, when, k%- 
itig the Bellpna and the frigate through 4:he mag- 
n^ng medium of a hazy atmofphere, they mif- 
ixx)k thrai both for two-decked (hips, and, dread- 
ing the iHue of -an enga^ment, reiolved to avoid 
^ eoeouncer. F6r this porpofe they fudderily 
'wore round, filled all their fails, and, cttouded away: 
Captain Faulki^O" being by this time convinced of

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A11.1761J ngiial to .the Brilliant to pp^ue in that diredioA^ 
and his order was immediately obeyed. They 
kept fight of the enemy during the whole Jitght, 
and at fun-rife had gained but about. .t>ffo. miles 
upon them in a chace of fourteen hours ; fo that 
the French commodore might hawe ftill avoided an 
epgagement for the whole day,. and. enjoyed the 
chance of ,?fcaping in the darknefs of ihe f«cceed- 
ing night i but he no longer declined the aftion. 
The air being perfectly ferene, he now perceived 
that one of the Englifh fliips was a frigate 1 and 
the Bellona herfelf, which was one of the beft con- 
ftituted (hips in the Englilh navy, lay fo flufli in 
the water as to appear at a diflance copfiderably 
fmaller than Ihc really was. The French com- 
mander, therefore, being a man of fpirjt, hoifted 
a red enlign on the mizzen fhrouds, as^a.lignal for 
his two frigates to clofc with and engage thp Bril- 
liant. At the fame time he hauled down his ftud- 
ding fails,- wore round, and flood fox the Bellona 
under his topfails; while captain FauUtner ad- 
vanced towara\her with an eafy fail, and yrdered 
his quarters to be manned. The fea was undu- 
lated by a gentle breeze, which . facilitated the 
■working of the (hips, and at the fame-time per- 
mitted the full ufe of their heavy artillery. The 
two (hips were equal in burthen, in number of 
guns, and in weight of metal. The crew on board 
- of the Courageux amounted to feven hundred men, 
able to ftand to their quarters; and they were com- 
manded by M. du Guy Lambert* an officer of ap- 
proved valour and ability. The Bclloria's comple- 
ment confided of Bve hundred and B^y chofeo 
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men, accuftomed to difcipline, and inyred to fcr- An* 1761; 
vice. All the officers were gentlemen of known 
merit, and the commander had on .many occafions 
diftinguiftied himfelf by his bravery and conduft. 
The fire on both fides was fufpended until they 
were within mufket (hot of each other, and then 
the engagement began with a dreadful difcharge 
of fire-arm3 and artillery. In lefs than nine mi* 
nutes all the Bellona's braces, bowlings, fhrowds» 
and rigging, were cut and ftiattered by the fliot, 
and the mizenTmaft fell over the ftern, with all 
the men on the round top, who, neverthelefs, 
faved their lives, by clambering into the port- 
holes of the gun-room. Captain Faulkener,. ap« 
prehenfive that the enemy would feize the oppor- 
tunity pf his being difabled, and endeavour to 
cfcape, gayd orders for. immediate boarding ; an 
attempt which the pofition of. the. two fliips fopn 
rendered altogether imprafticable. The Coura-* 
geux was now falling athwart the fore-foot or 
bows of the Bellona, in which cafe the Englifti 
(hip muft have been raked fore and aft with. great 
, execution. The haul-yards, and moft of the 
other ropes by which the Bellona could be worked, 
were already (hot away. Captain Faulkencr, how- 
ever, with the affiftance of his matter, made ufe 
of the ftudding fails with fuch dexterity, as to ware 
the (hip quite round, and fall upon the oppofite, 
quarter of the Courageux. His prefcnce of mind 
and aftivity in this delicate fituation, were not 
more admirable than the difcipline and difpatch of 
his officers and men, who^? perceiving this change 
in their pofition, flew to the guns on the other 
Numb. XXXVI. Q^ . fide. 
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Aki76t. fide, now oppofed to the enemy, frofh whence 
they pbtired in a ihoft terrible difchai-ge, and 
maintained it without intcrmiffion or abatertetit. 
Every (hot took place, and bore deftr^aion along 
with it. Th* fides of the Courageux were Ihatter- 
ed anci torn by every fucceflive broadfide, and het 
decks were ftrewed with carnage. About twenty 
minutes did the enemy fuftain. the bavock mtdfc 
by this battery, fo inccffandy plied, and fo fatttly 
direfted. At length it became fo intolerable, that 
the iFrench enfign was hauled down : the i-age of 
battreceafedi the Engfilh mariners had kft their- 
quarters, and the officers congratulated each Other 
on the fuccefs. of the day. At this janftarea fhot 
being unexpeaedly fired from the lowet tier of 
ihe Courageux, the Britilh feamen ran to their 
quarters, and, without orders, poured in two 
broadfides upon the enemy, who now caUed for 
quarter, and ah end was put to the engajgement. 
the damage done to the rigging of the Bellona 
was cohfiderable, but ftic fufFcrcd very 'Ihtle tn 
the hull, and the number of the killed and 
wounded did not exceed forty. The «afe 
was -very different with the Courageux, which 
now appeared like a wreck upon the water. No- 
thing was feen Handing but her foremaftand bow- 
fprit • large breaches were made in her fides ; het 
decks we?e torn up in fevenil parts ; many of her 
guns wefe difmounted •, atid her quarters were fil- 
kd with the mangled bodies of the dying aod 
the dead. Above two hundred and twenty were 
killed outright, and half that number was brought 
alhorc bounded to Liibon, to which place the

thain for the humarnity and polifipnefe with which. 
hfi treated his psifoner^^ whofe grateful acknow- 
ledgemeiit, and uafolicited s^pphufe, conftitute 
t^e faireft teilioiony that a man of honour can en- 
joy. Nor ought W€ to with-hold our praife from 
Capt. Log4e of the Brilliant, whofe vaiour and 
deKtority^ in a gr^ac meafure, contributed to the 
fiiccefs of his cpn^modorc. Perceiving it would 
be impoffible for him to acquire any thing but 
Uurek from two frigates^ the leaft of which was 
of equal ftr^ngth with the ihip he commanded i 
he riciqlyed to amufe them both^ fo as to hinder 
either from allifting the Cour^gpujc. He accord- 
ingly began the aftion ty c^igaging one of them, 
galled la Malicieufe. The other coming up, he 
Witfiftood their joint eSbrts, fa ^ to employ their 
WM0 fire.

%nd even ^bove half an hour after the Courageujf 
had ftrucjc her cpjpuri.

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-1 76 1, them, and by his perfonal endeavours they were 
happily extinguifhed. The centinel, who had 
kindled the fire by admitting a candle too near the 
fpirits, was burned to death ; and twenty French 
prifeners hearing the alarm, leaped into the fea, 
where they perilhed. The two Englifll captains- 
joined in a liberal fubfcription with the Britifli 
, faftory at Lifbon, for the relief of the wounded 
French prifonerS, who, without this generous in- 
terpofition, muft have ftarved, as no provifion 
was made by their own fovereign. 
»duc- Nothing elfe of any importance was atcHieved 

n of againft the enemy in this part of the world : but 
ihie in fome advantages were gained in the Eaft and Weft 
?Eaft. Indies. After the reduftion of Pondicherry on the 
coaft of Coi-omandel, an armament was equipped 
' againft the French fettlertient of Mihie, fituate<t 
on the coaft of Malabar, about thirty miles to the 
northward of Tillichery. A body of forces was 
embarked at Bombay for this expedition, under 
the command of Major Heftor Monro, who took 
his meafures fo well, in concert with Mr. Hodges, 
commander for the Englifh at Tillicherry, and 
a6ltd with fo much vigour in the execution of the 
fchcme, Ihat in the beginning of February, Mr. 
Louet, commander in chief of the French garri- 
fon at Mihie, furrertdered the place, with all its 
dependencies. Though this acquifition is of no • 

great confequfence to the Englifll, merely as a ' • 1 
trading port, the lofs of it muft be feverely felt 
, by the enemy, who had fortified^k at a confider- * 
able expence, and mounted thfe fortifications with 
above two hundred pieces of cannon.

^ The French officers in the Eaft-Indies, not- 
withftanding the lofs of Pondicherry, employed 
the arts of infinuation with fuch fucccfs, as to in- 
tereft in their caufe a prince of the Mogul empire, 
called Shah Zadda, who took the field at the 
head of fourfcore thoufand men, againft the forces 
of the Englifli Eaft- India company, commanded 
by Major John ' Carnack, and reinforced by the 
fuba of Bengal. This whole army confided 
of five hundred Europeans, two thoufand five hun- 
dred fepoys, and twenty' thoufand black troops, 
with twelve pieces of cannon. Both fides ad- 
vanced to the neighbourhood of Guya, and on 
the fifteenth day of January, the Mogul army 
was defeated in a pitched battle. All their artil- 
lery was taken, together with part of their bag- 
gage, and a number of French officers, including 
Mr. Law, their principal commander. The (hah 
made an effort to Join two rajas, who had taken up 
arms againft the fuba ; but, receiving intelligence 
that they were already reduced by the Englifh 
troops, he furrendered at difcretion to the fuba, 
who treated him with great refpeft, and promlfed, 
with the affiftance of the Englifli company, to 
fupport him in his pretenfions to the Mogul 
empire. 

In the oppofite fcale to thefe fuccefl^es of the 
Englifli, we muft place the atchievements of the . 
Count d'Eftaing, who, withafmallfquadron, had, 
in the year one thoufand feven hundred and fifty- 
nine, made himfelf matter of the E.iglifli fort of 
Bender-Abafli, in the gulph of Perfia, taken 
two frigates, with three other vefTels belong- 
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n* tjU, }ng to the company. In the fucccding year the 
fort of Nattal furrendered to him ' at difcretion^ 
and he found two (hips in the road. After thefe 
exploits, he failed to Sumatra, where he deduced 
Bcncouli, Tappanopoli/ and tMarli>orough fort; 
which Jaft, though in a good ftate of defence, was 
inglorioufly given up by the Englifh, after they 
had themfelves burned a rich company's fhip tha? 
lay in the harbour. * 
i Dutch In the courfe of the fucceeding month a revolu* 
jttlc- tion l^ppened in the ifland of Ceylon^ lying off 
leqtde^ Cape Comorin, the extremity of die peninfula of 
^ tl^e Indus, The Dutch fettled on this ifland, having 
land of difcontinued the payment of certain duties de- 
^ryloftt nunded by the king of Candia, and being fol- 
pefted of a defign to render that kingdom tribu* 
tary to their power ; the prince marched with a 
confiderablc army againft their fcttlements; fur- 
prized Point cje Galle^ and having taken Colom-^ 
bo, their principal eftablilhment, maffacred all 
that were found in it, without diftinftion of fex 
or age. Then he ordered his troops to hew down 
fill the cinnamon and other fpice trees that grew 
in the part of the country to which the European 
traders had acccfs, and threatened to extirpate 
every Dutch family from the ifland.

The operations of war on the continent of An. 1761. 
America, during this campaign, were confined to opera- 
an expedition againft the Cherokee Indians, under tions a- 
the diredion of Colonel Grants a brave and vigi- ga»nftthe 
lant officer, at the bead of two thqufand fix hun- i^^\^ 
dred men, who, in the bejginning of July, began America. 
his march from Fort Prince George, on the fron- 
tiers of Carolina, for the country of the Chero- . 
kee;, which he refolved to ravage with fire and 
fword. On the tenth day of the month, he was 
attacked on his march by a body of Indians, who 
fired for fome time with great vivacity, but lictle 
efFcft, and then difappeared. After this attempt 
he met with.no oppofition in traverfing their 
country. He reduced fifteen towns to aftics, 
befides little villages and farm houfes ; de- 
ftroyed about fourteen hundred acres of corn, 
drove the inhabitants tp ftarve in the mountains, 
and filled their whole nation with difmay. This 
terror produced the defired effcd, and compelled 
them to fuc for peace. A deputation of their 
chiefs waited on the colonel, to explain their dif- 
treflfes, and fignify their fcntiments on the fub- 
jeft, and ^ he forwarded them to the lieutenant- 
governor at Charles-Town, where a new treaty 
was adually concluded. Sir WiHiam Johnfon 
made a tour royind the other Indian nations, in 
order to quiet their fears, arroufed at the con- 
quefts of Great-Britain -, which fears the Frer^ch 
emiflaries had fomented with their ufual indullry 
and fuccefs. A conference was held between the 
Six Nations and fome of the American governors,* 
in order to ratify the treaties fubfifting with thofe 

0^4 . tribes i 
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tribes ; but a warm difpute arofe from a demand 
of certain lands, made by a Delaware chief, who 
complained that the Englifh fettlers had taken pof- 
fefllon of them in confequence of a fraudulent 
purchafe; and tl^ough the rifing animofity was 
ftifled for theprefent, it may acquire new force, 
and be produftive of mifchievous confequences, 
unlefs proper means fhall be ufed for the fatis- 
fadion of thofe favages. The more northern In- 
dians fettled on the frontiers of Nova Scotia, 
feemed extremely well-pleafcd with their new pro- 
teftors and allies. Their chiefs in great numbers 
vifited the governor of Halifax, owned their de- 
pendence on the king of Great-Britain, and, in 
token of perpetual fricndfhip and alliance, buried 
the hatchet with the ufual folemnity. 
Prize ta- In the Weft-Indies, rear-admiral Holmes, com- 
Iten by mander of the fquadron at Jamaica, planned his 
iniral ' cruifes with equal judgment and fuccefs. Having 
Holmes, received intelligence in the beginning of June, 
that feveral (hips of war belonging to the enemy 
had failed from Port Louis, and in particular that 

theSt.AnnehadjuftquittedPortauPrince,he forth- 
with made fuch a difpofition of his fquiic'ron as was 
moft likely to intercept them ; and on the thir- 
teenth day of the month, hehimfelf in the Hamp- 
fliire fell in with the St. Anne, and chafed her to 
leeward down upon the Centaur. Her captain 
difcovering this laft fhip, hauled up between 
them, and ran clofe in (hore, until he was be- 
calmed, about a league to the northward of Donna 
Maria bay. Then he began to fire his ftern chafe ; 
but when the Centaur came along-Jide, he ftruck 

his; 
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his colours, and furrendercd* The St. Anne was An. 1761. 
a beautiful new fhip, pierced for (ixty-four cannon, 
but mounting only forty, manned with near four 
hundred mariners and foldiers, under the com^* 
mand of Mr. Aiguillon, and loaded with a rich 
cargo of coffee, inc^^go, and fugar. Nor was the 
fquadron ftationed off the Leeward IHands, under 
the direftion of Sir James Douglas, lefs alert and 
efFeftual in proteding the Britilh traders, and 
icouring thofe feas of the Martinico privateers, of 
which he took a great number. 

In the month of June, the ifland of Dominique, Reduc- 
which the French had fettled and put in a pofture of tion of 
defence, was attacked and reduced by a fmall *^^ '"^".^ 
body of troops commanded by Lord RoUo, and niquc. 
conveyed thither from Guad^upe by Sir James 
Douglas, with four (hips of the line, and fome 
frigates. Two officers being fent on Ihore at Ro- 
feau, with a manifefto directed to the inhabitants, 
two deputies came off in order to treat of, a fur- 
render ; but the firft trahlports of their fear fub- 
liding, and Monfieur Longprie, their governor, , 

encouraging them to ftand upon their defence, 
they afterwards refufed to fubmit, and manned 
their intrcnchments with a face of refolution. The 
fliips immediately anchored clofe to the fhore, 
and a difpofition was made for difcmbarking. 
The troop landed in the evening, and form- 
ed on the beach fide, under the fire of the fqua- 
dron. Lord RoUo feeing the forces galled by aa 
irregular fire from trees and bufhes •, confidering 
that the intrenchments commanded the town, 
which he had already occupied 5 that the country 

was 
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An. 1 761. wa$ naturally ftrong, Jtad che enemy might be re* 
inforccd before morning i movecl by tbcfif confi. 
derations, he revived to attack their intrench- 
ments without ^delay 5 and this fervice was per- 
formed by himfelf and Colonel Melvjllo at the 
head of the grenadiers, with fuqh vigour and fuc- 
cefs, that the enemy were driven fucceflSyely from' 
all their battei;ies and intrenchqients : M^r. Long- 
prie, their commandants and foxne o.tber officers, 
were taken at th^ir head-qu^rters. Nexc day the 
inhabitants fubmitted, delivered up their armn, 
and took the oaths pf allegiance to his Britannick 
majefly* Thus the whple ifland was conquered at 
a very fmall expence, and a defenfible poll eftablifh- 
cd at Rofeau by the Britiflj commander. 

Very little of confequence happened in the Bri- 

tilh fettlcmenfs on the coaft of Africa, except the 

. deftruftion of the town of Goree, which was con- 

lumed by fire 5 and an attempt on James fort, in 

the mouth of the river Gambia, by two French 

fnows, one of which perilhed by running on fhore, 

and the other failed away, after having fuftained 

fome damage. 

Tfanf- . According to the laudable cuftom of thefe lat- 

^^*h" *"f ^^^ tinies, a powerful fquadron had been ftationcd 

BsUque.^ all the winter in the bay of Quiberon, under the 

command of Sir Edward Hawke and Sir Charles 

Hardy. In the month of January, they took 

two fmall French frigates bound to the coaft of 

Guiney, and a few merchant-fhips of little value-, 

and in the month of March the two admirals re- 

turned to Spithcad : but another Iquadron was af- 

afterwards fent to occupy the fame ftation. In tlie

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month of JiAjj while the Englifh wereem^oyed An. 1761. 
in dcfmollfhing the fortifications on the ifte of Aix, 
the great Ihips that ^dteded this feririce were at- 
tacked by a French aralamentirom the Charente, 
confifting of fix pratties*^ a few fow-gallies, and a 
grctft ftumber of launches crowded with xtien^ 
They dropped down with the ebb, and placing 
themfelves between the ille d*Enet and fort Fou- 
ras, played upon the Englifti (hips in Aix road, 
with twelve mortari, and fcventy large cannon : 
bttt they nntet with fuch a warm reception from 
the Britifh fquadron, that in a few hours they re- 
treated to their former ftation, where the water 
was too ihaliow for the Englifti fhips to return the 
attack. 

Thefe were part of that armament which had Arma* 
loitered in the preceding year at Spithead) until mcnt a- 
the feafon for aftion was elapfed. It had been a ^^\ 
favourite fcheme of the minifter, to reduce the 
itland of Belleifte on the coaft of Brittany, and 
this was the aim of the expedition. Belleifle lies 
about four leagues from the point of Quiberon, 
about half way bietwecn Port Louis and the mouth 
of the Loire. It extends about fix leagues in 
length, and little more than two in breadth ; con- 
tains a pretty large town called Palais, fortified 
with a citadel, befides a good number of villages, 
and the whole number of inhabitants, exclufive

with fix and twenty large can- water « 
Don beloWf and three mortars 
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An. i76i« of the garrifon, may amount to fix thoufand, 
chiefly maintained by the fifhery of pilchards. It 
was fuppofed the reduftion of this iiland would be 
" cafily atchievedj and the conqueft attended with 
manifold advantages : that it would alarm the 
French nation, and oblige them to maintain a nu- 
merous body of forces on the oppofite continent j 
confequeptly make a confiderable diverfion in fa- 
vour of the Britifli army in the north of Germany : 
:that its central fituation would render it an effec- 
tual check upon Port Y Orient, and difable the 
enemy from equipping any naval armament at 
Breft ; as all the materials for building and fitting 
out fhips in time of war, were brought thither 
from Port Louis, Nantz, and Rochfort, through 
the channel between Belieifle and the main land, 
which conveyance they could not pretend to ule, 
if the Englifti were matters of Belieifle : finally, 
that as all the French fhips homeward bound from 
the Eafl and Wefl-Indies, as well as from other , 
parts of the world, ran in with the land, fo as firfl 
to make Belieifle, the Eriglifh, by keeping a fmall 
fquadron between the ifland and the main, and a 
good look-out in the offing, would be able to 
make prize of all thofe vefTels. Such were the 
reafons urged in favour of this expedition ; to 
which, however, many plaufible objedions might 
have been flarted, Suppofing the French mini- 
ftry fo alarmed at this enterprize as to keep twenty 
thoufand men aflfembled on the oppofite fhore, this 
fl:ep they could have eafily taken, without draught- 
ing one man from the war in Germany. The whole 
forces of France amount to above two hundred 

and 
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and thirty thoufand men: the German war does An. 1761. 
not require half that number ; confequently they 
•could fpare three times the number that would be 
neceflary to defend their fea- coaft from invafion 5 
therefore the +edudtion of Belleifle could make no 
fort of diverfion in favour of the Britifli army in' 
Germany, commanded by Prince Ferdinand of 
Brunfwick. With refpeft to the interruption of 
the Fretich fiavigarion, the fame purpofe is more 
cffeftually anfwered by maintaining a fquadron in 
the bay. of Quiberon, without which the ifland 
can be of no ufe, as it affords not one harbour in 
which a Ihip of war could lie at anchor. But the 
ftrongeft argument againft this expedition, was 
derived from the nature of the iffand, fenced 
around by inacceffible rock,s, except at a few open- 
ings, which the enemy had raifed ftrong bulwarks 
to deftnd. In the courfc of the laft fummer thcy^ 
had been apprized of. the deftination of the Bri- 
ti(h armament, and taken great pains to intrench 
and fortify every place where they thought it was 
poffible to make a defcent. The citadel of Pa- 
lais, planned and executed by the celebrated en- 
gineer 'Vau"ban, was counted one of the ftrongeft 
fortifications belonging to France ; and the garri- 
fon, amounting to above three thoufand choice men, 
was commanded by the Chevalier de St. Croix, 
one of the moft refolute and aftive officers of 
that kingdom. Why this fcheme was preferred 
to other objefts of feemingly greater importance, 
we (hali not pretend to explain : far lefs can we 
account for its being delayed a whole year at fuch 
an expence to the nations as if hoftilities had 

been 
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been purpofely fufpeoded, until the enemy Quoviii 
' "* '^ be prepared to oppofe them : certain it is, the 
troops which had been difembarked and quartered 
around Portfmouth, during the winter, were re- 
aifembled in March, and again put on board 
of the tninfports, to the amount of ten battsdionSi 
under the command of Majorrgeneral HodgfoDi 
aiBiled by Major-general Crauford, with proper 
engineers, fome troopii of. light horfe, and a dt- 
tachment of artillery. 
The fquadron equipped for this enterprize con^ 

ccfsftiTat- ^*^^^ ^^ ^^^ ^^P* ^ ^^^ ^^'^ fcveral frigatf s, two 
tempt to fire- (hips, and two jbomb-kecches, commanded by 
land. Commodore Keppel, brother tp the earl of Albe* 
marie, a gallant ofBcer, who had ^gnalized him-* 
felf on feveral occafions, in the courfe of this^ and 
the laft war. The whole armament failed fcom 
Spithead on the 29th day of March ; and on the 
feventh of April came to anchor in the grea( road 
of Belleifle^ where a difpofition was made for land- 
ing the forces. The commanders having a^eed th^t 
the defcent fhould be nude on the iandy beach near 
the point of Lomaria, towards the fouth-eaft end of 
the ifland, a feint was made to attack the dts^de} 
of Palais, while two large Ibips convoyed the 
troops to the landing- place^ and filenced a battery 
which the enemy had there erefted. This fcfvicc 
being performed, the fiat- bottomed boats adyanc- 
ed to the fhore ; and about two hundred and iv^v/ 
landed, under the conunand of Major Furcel and 
Captain O{borne i but the enemy, who had in- 
ccenched themfel ves on the heights, appeai^ed fud^ 
denly above them, and poured in fuch a ievere 

fire, 
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fire, as threw them into confufion, and intimidated Aiu 176U 

the reft of the troops from landing. Capt. Of- 

bofne, at the head of fixty grenadiers, advanced 

with great intrepidity fo near as to exchange fe- 

veral thrufts with thfc French officer, until having 

received three (hots in the body, he fell dead on 

tlie fpot. Major Purcel ihared the &me fate, 

which was extended to fe vera! other officers. In ' « 

a word, this handful of men being overpowered 

with numbers, were totally routed, and either 

killed or taken priibners; fo that this attempt 

was attended with 4he lofs of near five hundred 

men, including two^ fea-officers, and about fifty 

mariners belonging to the fhips that endeavoured 

to cover the landing. This dilcoUTaging check 

was fiicceeded by tempdluous w^eadter, which da-* 

maged fbme of t!he tranfports. When the 

wind abated, the Prince of Orange ihip of war 

&iled fOinKi. the iflsnd, in order to ibrvey the * 

poalt, and difoover, if poflible, fome other place 

for difenDbarkadon : but the whole feemed to 

be ieciired by rocks and batteries in fuch a man* 

ner, as prctcluded all accefs, 

Nowiihftandinfg this unfavourable profpcft, an©- ^^^^^ 
ther fcheme was laid,, and the ^xeacution of it troapsatt 
crowned with f^Jcoefs. On the twenty- iecond day difem- 
of the mondi in the morning, the troops were ^f^^^* 
difpofed in the Hat-bottomed boats, and rowed to 
different parts of the iiland^ as if they intended 
^ land in different places : thus the attention ef 
the eneiniy was diftra&ed in fuch a manneit, that 
.they knew not where to expedl the defcent, and 
were obliged to divide their forces at .random. 

Mean 
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.1761. Mean while brigadier Lambert pitched upon the 
rocky point of Lomaria, where Captain Paterfon, 
at the head of Beauclerk's grenadiers, and Cap- 
tain Murray, with a detachnient of marines, climb- 
ed the precipice with aftonifhing intrepidity, 
and fuftained the fire of a ftrong body of the 
enemy, until they were fupported by the reft of 
the EngUQi troops, who now landed in great num< 
bers. Then the French abandoned their batteries, 
and rethred with precipitation : but this. advantage 
was not gained without bloodihed. About forty 
men were killed, and a coniiderable number 
wounded, including Colonel Mackenzie and Cap- 
tain Murray of the marines, who feemed to vie 
with the marching regiments in valour and afti- 
vity, and Captain Paterfon of Beauclerk's grena- 
diers, who loft his arm in the difpute.\ Monfieur de 
St. Croix perceiving that all the Englilh troops 
* were difembarked, to the number of eight thou- 
fand men, recalled all his detachments to Palais, 
and prepared for a vigwous defence, his forces, 
now joined by the militia of the ifland, amount- 
ing to four thoufand men fit for fervice. 
Palais in- ^^ ^^^ twenty-third of April, the EngUQi troops 
?cftcd. were formed into columns,, and began their march 
towards the capital of the ifland. Next day Gene- 
ral Hodgfon ordered a detachment of light horfc 
to take poft at Sauzon 5 and on the twenty-fifth, 
a corps of infantry took pofleflion of a village 
called Bordilla, where they began to throw up an 
intrenchment ^ but they were diflodged by a party 
of the cnerny's grenadiers : the whole army, how- 
ever, entrenched itfelf in the neighbourhood. The ^ 
.. ' artillery 
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artSleiy, and implements of fiege for breaking Aa«i74i« 
ground^ being ftill on board the fleet, and the tern- 
peftuous weather rendering it . imprad:icable tq 
fend them alhore,' the French governor, feized this 
opportunity for ereding fix redoubts to defend tho 
avenues of Palais ; and thefe were finifhed with ad* 
^irable fkill atid aftivity, before general Hodgfon 
iiad it in his po^^ to commence his operations. 
Ail that he could do, in the m^an dme^ was to 
publifh a HKinifefto, addrefled to the inhabitants^ 
declaring, that^ if they would put themf^lves un« 
der the proteftionf of the Bririfh government^ they 
ihould be indulged with the free exercife of thehr 
religion, and retain all the rights and privilegeis 
which they had ever enjoyed. This afiurance pro- 
duced a confiderable effeA among the natives, a 
good number of whom immediately clofed with 
the propofal. The next ftep the general took was 
to fumfnon the French commandant, who remained 
encamped under the walls of the citadel, and de^ 
clared he would defend the place to the laft ex* 
iremity ; and indeed it muft be owned, for the 
honour of this gentleman, that, in the courfe of 
the fiege, he performed every thing that could be 
expefted from a gallant officer, confummate in the . . . 
art of war. About the latter end of April, fome 
mortars being brought up, began to^ play upop 
the town, within the walls of which the enemy 
now retired ; and at this jondure :Sir William 
Peere Williams, a captain in Burgpyne's light 
horfe, wais fhot by a French centinel, in recon- 
noitring their fituation. He was a gallant young 
gentleman, of a good fait)ily and great hopes j con- 
fequcntly his fate was univerfally regretted. I 
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The befiegers broke ground on the fecond of 
-May •, but next night the trenches were attacked 
by the enemy with fuch vigour, that the piquets 
on the left were thrown into confufion. Major- 
-general Crawford, who commanded in the trenches, 
i^allied the troops, and endeavoured to animate 
them by his own example ; but on this occafion 
they did not ad with their ufual fpirit : fome hun- 
dreds were kiHed, and the major-general with his 
two aids-du-camp felt into the hands of the enemy, 
who retreated without having mj^de any attempt 
•upon the right, where the piquets ftood their 
ground, determined to give them a warm recep- 
tion. The damage they had. done wa» next day 
repaired : a redoubt was begun near the right of 
^ their works ; and from this period the operations 
of the fiege were profecuted with unremitting vi- 
gour, notwithftanding a fevcre fire maintained 
without interruption, and a fucceffion of welUcon- 
ccrted Tallies, which were not executed without a 
confiderable effufion of blood. 

The ingineers giving it as their opinion that the 
works could not be properly advanced, until the 
French redoubts iHould be taken, the general made 
the difpofition for the attack, which began on the 
thirteenth at day- break. A terrible fire from four 
pieces of cannon, and above thirty cohorns, was 
poured into the redoubt on the right of the ene- 
my's flank : then a detachment of marines, fuf- 
tairted by part of Loudon's regiment, advanced 
'to the parapet, drove the French from the works, 
and, after a very obftinate difpute with their bayo- 
nets fixed, took poflfeflion of the place.. All the 
other five were reduced, one after another, by the 
3 fame 
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(kmt detachments, reinforced by Colvil^s regiment, ^^ ^761. 
under the command of colonel Tccfdale and major 
Neflbit ; apd a.confiderable flaaghter was made of" ' 
.the enemy^ whp retired into the citadel with fome 
.prteipitatipn. Such was the ardour of the af-* 
-ftilants, that they entered .thic ftr©ets,of Palais pell- 
.mcll with. the* fugitives,, riiade a good number of 
;priii2ners, and took poffeflion of the town, in which 
.they found the French hofpitaU and fome Englifli 
.prifoners, who had been taken in difFerent fallies. 

The . Englifli being now maftef $ of the whole The clta^ 
ifland, except the citadel of Palais, bent, all their <^elcapi. 
,€ndieavours to the rcdudion of this fortrefs, which ^^^**^*' 
was very ftrbng both by art and fituation, and de- 
fended with uncommon courage and perfeverance 
on the fide of the befiegers. Pafallels were finifh- 
ed, barricadoes made, and batteries conftrufted j 
and an inceOant fire fromTnortars and ^artillery was 
mutually maintained^ by mg^t and by day; from 
the thirteenth of May to the twenty-fifth, when 
.that of the enemy began to abate., In the courfe 
of fuch defperate fcrvice, >a great number of men 
muft have been killed, and. many died of dif- 
jtempen The illand was in itfelf fo barren, and 
jMonf-de St. Croix had taken fuch eflfciStual. pre- 
cautions to remove its produce, that the Engliih 
army had neither frefh provifion nor refrefhments, 
except what was brought, by fea from England. 
From thence, indeed, they were tolerably well fup- 
plied with live cattle : they were alfo reinforced by 
one regiment from Portfmouth, and another ffom 
the ifland of Jerfey. By the end of May a breach 
was made in the citadel ; and notwithftanding the 
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An.1761. indefatigable induftry of the garrifon aftd the go- 
. vcmor in repairing the damage, the fire of the 
bcfiegers increarcd to fuch a degree, that great 
part of their defences was ruined, and the breach 
praaicabfe by Ae fcventh day of June, when 
Monf. de St. Ctoix, being apprchcnfivc (rf a ge- 
neral affault, demanded a. capitulation. He was 
indulged with the moil: honourable conditions, in 
confidcration of the noble defence he had made. 
The articles were immediately figned and executed, 
and Beauclcrc^s grenadiers took poflfeffion of the 

citadel*.

An. 176K Germany, induced him to declare, that, as the war 
had conliderably diminifbed his refources, he was 
conftrained to leffen his fubfidies, and even to give 
notice, that, (hould the war continue, he could no 
longer promife an exa<£t compliance with the let* 
ter of his engagements. 

France was not only exhauftcd by external wars, 
but likewife embroiled with internal difTenGons. 
The difputes between the clergy and the civil ad- 
miniftration of juftice, far from being quieted by 
the royal authority, feemed to derive frefti rancour 
from fome late complaints exhibited againft the 
Jefuits ; a fociety which at this jun6ture incurred 
univerfal odium, from the intrigues and confpiracy 
which fome of their members had condufted in the 
kingdom of Portugal. They were extremely un- 
popular in France, not only on account of the 
doftrines which they taught and promulgated in' 
their* feminaries and writings, but alfo.for their 
officious interfering in temporal concerns; and 
particularly for foniie frauds incommercej of which 
they were loudly accufed. They had carried on a 
confiderable tradfc with the ifland of Martinique ; 
and fome of their veffels being taken by the Eng- 
liih cruifers, feized this pretence for flopping pay- 
ment, in order to defraud their creditors : bur they 
were cited before the tribunals of the kingdom, 
and compelled to do juftice to thofewhom they had 
. intended to injure. The iffue of this profecution 
wa&.attcnded with new difgrace to the whole or- 
dieri and the people in general wiflied for their 
cxpuifion from France. The parliament of Paris 
took ovgnizance of tbeir books, fome of which 
^ they 
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they condemned to the flames, as containing doc- ^n, 1761. 
trincs fobverfive of all government and morality. 
They moreover iffued fom^ fevere edifts againfi: 
the fociety ; but the king, interpoling in their be- 
half, .publiftied an arret, fufpending all proceedings ' 
ajgainft them for a twelvemonth. This the parlia- 
ment agreed to regifter, on condition that it Ihould 
continue in force no longer than the firft of April : 
at the fame time they direfted their firft prefident 
to reprefcnt, ,ih the ftrongeft terms, to his majefty 
the ill confequcnccs of proteding/fuch a pernicious 
order 5 the more dangerous from their great num- 
ber, which in France alone was. computed to ex- 
ceed twenty thoufand. 
; We fliall now turn our attention to the opera-- Opera- 
i tions of war, as it hath been profecuted in Germa- Jl,^"^ *** 
i ny during the* laft campaign. In the beginning of „y^ 
I January, while both armies remained in winter- 
j quarters, the head-quarters of prince Ferdinand' 
being at Uflar, and thofe of the French general 
in HefferCaffcl, divers hot Ikirmiflies happen- 
ed in different parts of Weftphalia. General 
Luckner, with, four thoufand men of the alliec^ 
army, had in December been- dHven from Heli- , 
gcnftadt by a more numerous -body of French,^ 
under thecomnMndof the count deBroglio. In 
the beginning of January the fame count, rein-' 
forced by Mr. de Stainville, compelled general 
Marilberg to abandon the town of Duderftadt, 
where he was polled ; but a' reinforcement ar- 
riving, under Kilmanfegge and Luckner, the 
French were expelled in their turn, and puriued 
nyith coni^der^ble lof3 as far as Witzenhaufen..

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Aq. 1761. Prince FerdiAan4« having Ambled his ar^qr 
Fritzlar in the beginning of February, began his march

In the mean time^ the hereditary prince having 
received intelligence that the French garrifon of 
Fritzlar was not prepared for an attack, he marched 
thither with a few battalions, in hope of carrying " 
the place by a fudden aflfault with mufquetry only : 
but he met with fuch a warm reception^ that he 
was obliged to wait for the arrival of fome calinoa 
and mortars, which were plied with great viva- 
city; and the garrifon being dcftitutc of artillery, 
colpael de Narbonne, their commander, capitu- 
lated on honourable terms, after having mode. a. 
very gallant defence. During thefe tranfaftions, 
lieutenant general Briedenbach took pofleffion of a 
large magazine at Rofenthal, and made an unfuc- 
ccfsful attempt upon Marpurg, in which he loft 
his life ; but this place was afterwards abandoned 
by the French at the approach of the marquis of 
Granby, who took poffeffion erf it without oppofi- 
tion.

The. fiege 
of CaiTel was raifed ; the army retired behind the 
Dymel, and prince Ferdinand eftablifhed his head- 
quarters at Neuhaus near Paderborn. In conie* 
' ,qucncc of thcfe ^notions, the French were again in 
pofleflion of the whole landgraviare of Heffe-Caflcl, 
matters of Gottingen and Munden in Hanover, 
and at liberty to penetrate into the heart of that 
electorate. The fituation of the allies ieemed the 
more critical, as the prince de Soubife was. at the 
head of a fecond French army, cantoned on the 
Lower Rhine; and if he had heartily cooperated 
with the marechal de Broglio, there is no doubc 
but they might have terminated the war before the 
clofe of fummer. It was, however, the interefl: of 
France to protract the war in Germany, until Eng- 
land fhould be exhaufted \ and the g of the 

allied 
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Allied irmy found his own private account in fa- An^ijH' 
vouring this fchtmc, by remaining ever on the 
defenfive. The general hofpital of the ^ih w^ts 
now eftabliflxed^at Bremen. , 

The progreli of the French ,was retarded by the, Progrefs 
\q(s of a large magazine of hay, collefted at Wefel ^^ ^^'^ 
on the Rhinei which was cojifumed by fire, not ^^i^^^ 
without fufpicjon that it. was wilfully deftrpyed. 
The heredijtary prince of Brunfwick, at the head of 
a feparate body, advanced toNcttelen, in the neigh- 
bourhood of Munfter, about the middle of May, 
to obferve the motions of the army under Soubife, 
who oirdened three different camps to be formed at 
Duffcldorff, Burich, and Rees, though part of his 
forces ftilL remained in cantonment. The war was 
in the mean, time carried on by detached parties, 
^nd fkirmiflies were fought with various fucceft. 
The army of the duke de Broglio, having paffed 
the Dymei about the latter end of June, drove 
general Sporcken from his poft on the left of that 
river, with the lofs of eight hundred men .taken . 
prifoners, nineteen pieces of cannon, four hundred 
horfes, and two hundred waggons. After this ex- 
ploit, the French made themfelves matters of War- 
burg, Paderborn, and Dringelbroen, and obliged 
prince Ferdinand to repafs the Lippe on the fccond 
day of luly. Thcfe fuccefles, however^ were over- 
ballanced by the atchievcments of detached par- 
ties, which he fent forth from time to time to har- 
rafs them in their motions, and^intercept their con- 
voys of provifion. On the thirteenth day of July, 
in the morning, general Luckner with his detach- 
ment advanced to Salme, where the count de Cha- 
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^.1761. bot was encamped with a ftrofig body of hoffe ancl 
foot) which he attacked with foch impetoofity, 
that tliey were obliged to repafs the Lippe with 
precipitation, and loft- about two hundred men^ 
and as many horfes, in their retreat. Other par- 
ties deftroyed the French convoys in the neigh* 
bourhood of CafTel, and did fuch confiderabie dz^ 
mage to the enemy, that they refolved to join the 
armies, and give battle to prince Ferdinand. 
Battle <^ The allies were encamped at Hohehover : the 
Kirch* right wing, at the extremity of which the heitfdi- 
h^a' ^^^ prince was pofted, extended as far as the viU 
Uge of Buderch, and this was guarded by a de^ 
tachment. The body of the army occupkd tht 
heights of Wambeln ; and the prince of Anbait 
pofiefled the ground between lUingen and Hohe*^ 
nover. The marquis of Granby maintained his 
t>orition on the htights of Kirch-Denckern : lieu- 
tenant-general Wutgenau, moving from the heath 
of Untrup, marched by his right, in order to ap- 
proach the village of Kirch-Denckern : the avenues 
and pods on the little rivers A aft and SultzbaA 
were guarded by the piquets of the army. On the 
itfteenth day of July, in the evening, the army of 
Soubife, having ftruck their tents, advanced on the 
left of the allies, anddiflodged the advanced pbfts 
of lord Granby, againft whofe corps, their chief 
effort was directed. Prince Ferdinand now thoi^ht 
proper to make a new difpoiition. The marquis 
was dtrefled to maintain his ground to the laft ex«- 
tremity. Wutgenau was ordered to make a mo* 
tion to the left, to block up the high rostd from 
Lipftadt to Ham^ and to a£t in concert with the

the* left of the bckfy commanded b;^ the prince of 
Arthalf, and this general's own right extended to 
the Aaft,> ab6ve Kirch 'Benckern^ Lfeut^nant- 
general Coiiway replaced the prince of Anhalt, be* 
twee<n liHngen and Hohenover. The hereditary 
prints ordered lieptenant-gehefal Bofe to occupy 
the »hefghta of ^amrbeln, leaving 6ount Kilman- 
feggeon the fide'of Buderich.

Sporcken, who erfeamped with a feparate 6ody at*

M. de Wutgcnad, and to* aA with the reft as he 
(hould jfud^ ^9^/ efFefttral fdr the advantage of 
ItJ^ whole. Lord Granby, being ftjrioofly attaqkecj 
hf the enemy, fuftained a prodigious fire of artil* 
fcrf and fmaH^arm^, and with Uhfli^eii refokitiorf

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An. 17^1. lord Frederick Cavcndifh, and the cavalry of lordf 
Pembroke. Colonel iGrevendorfF was detached 
with two battalions to barricade and fortify the vil- 
lage of Kirch-Denckern, and to be there fup« 
ported, in cafe of neceflity, by general Howard. 
Mean while, the enemy kept poflefTion of fome 
pofts oppofite to the piquets of the allied arn)y, 
^nd thepatroles fkirmifhed all night. At three in 
the morning the whole French army advanced 
again to the attack on the fide where Wutgenau 
was pofted, and a dreadful lire of cannon and 
mufqudtry was maintained on both fides for five 
hours, during which the enemy was not able to 
gain one inch of ground. About nine, prince 
Ferdinand receiving intimation that their defign 
was to cannonade the camp of lord Granby from 
an oppofite eminence, immediately ordered a bo<fy 
of troops to anticipate this operation by a vigoroy^ 
charge. This movement proved decifive. The 
troops advanced with amazing intrepidity, and at* 
tacked with fuch vigour as in a little time obliged 
the enemy to give way, and abandon, the fiel4 in 
confufion. Their left, which ftiU maintained a 
fevere cannonade on that fide where the hereditary 
prince commanded, no fooner underftood the mif- 
carriage on their right than they defiited from the 
attack, and retreated in order. The left of the 
enemy was purfued as far as Hiltrup, about a 
ieague from the field of battle ; but as the nature 
^f the ground did tm permit, the cavalry to a^ 
they fuf^ained the lefs damagie in their retreat. la 
* this unfuccefsful attack they loft . about four thou* 
land mcn» killed or taken^ with a few colour^ apd 
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j[)icc*S^df cannon; whereas the lofs ori the fidetof AiAiif6u 
the allies did not exceed twelve hundred. In other 
refpefts^ the viftory would have been Attended 
tvith little advantage, had the enemy continued td 
aft in concert, and avail themfelves of their gitat fu-i 
peridrity in point of number. But their generals wcrtf 
faid to be aftuated by motiyes of petfonal pique^ 
and to have mutually thwarted the fcHerties of each 
Other. Broglio, proud, warm^ and enterprifing^ 
valued h-mfelf upon his military talents, and owed 
his command to the prevailing opinion that he 
was the bcft generaK in France. The prifice de 
Soubife was deemed a better citizen than a foldief J 
generous, humane, and ami&ble in his private cha- 
raftcr,'^he afpired not to military glorjr; butfbf*- 
fered himfelf to be ufed as an inftrurtient to gratify 
the referitment of the marchionefs de Pompadour'^ 
who hated the marechal duke de Broglio. 
- Certain it is, after the aftion of Kirch-Denckcfrt, SonU^ 
whieh the French denominate from the village of retreat^ 
Fillinghaufen, their two armies were difuriited, ^^^ 
Broglio marched back towards Caffcl ; and Soubife, 
retreating to Dortmund, paffed the Roer } as if 
ihey had laid afide for that campaign all thoughts 
of a6ting further on the offenfive. But his paffagc* 
of the Roer was defigned to fccure a great numbet* 
of barges coming down the Rhine, loaden with 
forage for his army ; and, before he took this ftep^ 
lie fent off two large detachments to reinforce 
Broglio. Having received his forage, he repaflcd 
both the Uoer and' the Lippe, and advanced as faf 
as Dulmen ; while Broglio, penetrating further 
into the elcftoratc of Hanover, took poffeffiori cMf

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An. 1761. Kefter, which he fortified, and feemcd relii^ved to 
undertake the fiege of Hameten. Prtncje Fer<i^ 
paad, beiog greatly outntunbered^f retired to^Pio*

Marcchal Brc^o- having: pafled the Wefer- wiih 
his whoje.army, as if his. intci>tion had bcftn^Q at* 
tack the . cJty of HanovcK, prince Ferdinand made 
a forxred mafch^ pafled the Vymti, and approacked 
t^aflfe). This niovenaent^ obliged the French ge* 
neral to re tucn with tbe greater part of his arm^y : 
then prince Ferdinand, recreating taPaderborn^ 
eftabliflied his. head-c|uarters at Buhne^ from whence 
be extended hisrforcesvtoward&Hamelen. BroeliO' 
tjnce mwe paffed theWefc^, encanjped nearEim- 
beck, and laid the wholq country under oontri* 
butioa. In the mean t^me,- Soubife having efta- 
bliihed his ovens at Dorftenr vid garriibncd the 
place with; one htattaUon, tbe hereditary prince 
foufiid means to attack and reduce the toiwn,.. to^ 
make prifppers of die garjifojc^, to derooUft the 
ovens, and deftroy thf m^;9.zines there prqvidedi: 
an exploits in confequence of which tiie;prince de 
Soubife retreated to the. other, fide. of the Lippe ;l 
but he foon repafied that river, and advanced again

17614 
overfpread all the porthcfn parts of Wtttphalia, 
While . prince Fercfinand lay encamped at Will* 
hemfthall in the neighbourhood of fifttfideH) and ' 
the hsrcfiitary prince at the head of a dettchtttent 
fcoured the opea country of Hefle-Oafie}, the mttm« 
cbtl BrogliQ made tepr ifals in the Hartley wheii^ 
he fisidtjced and d^noDliffaed the ilmng caftte dP 
Schut^ifela, and rpade the garrifpn priforiers of wan 
A detachment, . commanded by his brother^ the 
pouflt,^e BfogUo, and prlnjie Xavter of Sa3a>nyi 
having m^de a forced piarch^ took pofleffion of 
Wolfenibuttk,. and then invefted B^nfwick/j but 
before they could reduce. this city, the hereditary 
pr^Pipe . being joined by general Luckncr, 'flew to 
f he relief of his owia capital; At his approach 
chey abandoned Itheir enterprize> and evacuated 
Wqlfembuttle with fuch precipitation as to kave 
fome of their cannon behind, and aboitt five hun^ 
dred cneo^ who were taken. 

Towards the end of September, a detachment Embden 
from the army of Soubife, commanded by the mar- ^"^Q^* 
q^i^ d« Conflans, appeared before Embden, which j^j^ „„. 
Wafc garrifoned by two companies of Englilh inva-' dercop- 
iidfli, who obtained an advantageoiis capitulation, tnOufion* 
and embarked for Bremen : then the French troops 
laid the town under contribHtion, and evacuated 
the place; but the boors of the country rifing in 
arms, and finking the pontoons on which the ene- 
my had pafled the rjver, the French general fent a 
fecpnd detachment, which brought off the firfl:, 
after having difperfed and haiiged ibme of the pea- 
fan ts in terrorem. Another party from the army 
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M-^fii. of Soiibife Entered the city rf Qfnabrug, whkil 
the fpldicrs were peripitted to pillage, as the inha* 
bitants cquld not pay the exorbitant contributaoa 
which was demiiDded. A third made an attempt 
ypon Bremen i but the inhabitants joining the gar* 
irifon, pbligcd the French to retreat witb precipita- 
tion ; and they were afterwards reinforced by two 
battalions of the Britifli legion, the better to fecure 
ibe magazines depofited in that place for the ufe 
of the allied army. This period feems to hav« 
been altogether critical, Had Soubife reduced 
Bremen, paflTed the Wefer, and cut off prince Fer- 
dinar^'s, communication with Stade, while BrogKo 
coroperated with vigour in the countries of HanQr 
ver and Brunfwick, by profecuting every meafpre 
which his fuperiority of numbers enabled him to 
take ; in all probability the allied army would have 
been reduced to the neccffity of demanding a capir 
tulation *y but, as we have already obferved, it was 
not the intereft of France to terminate the war in 
this part of Germany, 
The allien Broglio lay inaftive at Eimbeck, without al- 
pflfer t^N tempting any thing of confequence ; nor was he 
g^^ *? at all difturbed in his pof^tion until the beginning 
at Eirn- ^^ November^ when prince Ferdinand had formed 
^^.\ a plan for attacking him fuddenly, before he could 
call in his detachments ; or, at leaft, to; intercept 
and cut off a large body of fifteen battalions pofted 
at Efcherihaufen, undeir the command pf Monf. de 
Chabot. With this view he qrdcred the heredi-r 
tary prince and geners^l Luckner, reinforced by the 
garrifon of Wolfembuttle, to advance from theip 
f efpedive pofts., fo a? tq be in the neighbourhood 

ef 
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of Eimbeck at a certain hour on the fifth of No- An. »76i- 
Tembcn He diretfted the marquis of Granby to 
force the French poft at Cappclnhagen on the 
fourth ; to advance next day to Wickenfen, and 
block up a defile in that neighbourhood, on the 
road ^from Efcherihaufcn to Eimbeck. He fent 
general Hardenberg with a detachment to pafs the 
Wefer at Baden werdcr, that he might at the ap- 
pointed time take pofieilionof a defile at Ame- 
hinxhorn, on the other road from Efclierfhaufen to 
Eimbeck* Having takeil thefe precautions, he 
htmielf with the main body of the army'paffed the 
Wefer on the fourth near Haftenbeck, and ad- 
vanced towards Efcherfliaufcn. M. de Chabot no 
Iboner underftood ihat he had pafled the river, 
than he began early in the morning of the fifth to 
retreat towards Eimbeck ; but, when he approach- 
ed Wickenfen, he found the road poffefled jby a 
ftrong body of Britifh grenadiers and Highlanders : 
for the marquis of Granby had gallantly forced the 
fnemy's poft at Cappclnhagen, and blocked up the 
defile by the hour appointed. Chabot, perceiving 
himielf intercepted, retreated immediately towards 
Efcherfhaufen, and ftruck into the other road to 
Eimbeck, which general Hardenberg had been 
ordefed to occupy : but in his march to Baden- 
werder fome of his pontoons were overturned, and 
this accident retarded him fo long, that he did not [ 

reach the place appointed until feven in the morn- 
ing ; and by that time Chabot had pafled the de- 
file in his way to Eimbeck, where he arrived at 
noon, without further interruption. Thqs the

This was the laft tranfaftioxi of any conijpi* 
quence that happened between the contending ar- 
ttiies inWcftphalia. Broglio quartered his.armj^ 
in Caflcl, and that neighbburhpod. The forces of 
Soubife were diftributcd at Duffeldorp, and ^lo<>8 
the Lower Rhine, The allies eftablifhed.th^ir 
quarters at HilderiKam, Munfter^ Ha.R>ekn> .an4 
Eimbeck. The Britifh cavalry wintered in Eaft 
Friefland, and the infantry in the bifhopric of Of- 
nabrug. 

The Auftrian and pruflian armies remained 
quietly in their winter- quarters in Saxony 2^nd Si- 
lefia, until the fpring was far advanced. Whether 
they found it difficult to provide forage, or thought 
it more for their intereft to rc;main on the defenlive^ 
and obferve each other^s motions, than to hazard 
any movement of confequence> we cannot pretend 
to determine. Certain it is, the geperajs on both 
fides were, by a long courfe of mutual hoftilities^ 
become perfectly well acquainted with the genius* 
manner, and relources of each other; while the 
forces tHat conllituted both armies had attained

The great Ruffian army retreated beyond the Colberg 
Viftula ; but the corps under RomanzofF ftill con- ^'^^^^^^ 
tinued before Colberg, notwithftanding all thp ef- ^^^ 
forts of the prince of Wurtembcrg, whom the king 
of Pruffia had fent to command his forces in Po- 
merania. The blockade had for fome time been 
converted to a regular fiegp ; and colonel H^den, 
who commanded the garrifon, made a very obfjtinate 
defence. In the beginning of October, the boiif- 
teroiis weather obliged the Swedifli,fquadron to re- 
tire. A Ruffian (hip of the line was wrecked, and 
all the crew periflied : their hofpital Ihip was acci- 
dentally fet. on fit;e ,and deftroyed : in a word, tl\e 
Ruffian, fleet like wife, withdrew, and returned to: 
Cronftadt ; and then the garrifon of Colberg received . 
a laige fupply of provifion from Stetin. .T>iefe 
circumflapces cpncurripg with the fcverity oJF the 
feafbn, it was imagined, would compel even thie 
Ruffians to quit the field, and at any rate render 
:the operations of the fiege impracticable ; but Ro- 
manzoflf" feem^d to fct the winter at defiance, and 
profecuted'his works with unabating vigour, until 
he reduced a fmall fort that commanded the har- 
bour. By means of thi$ acquifition he excluded 
the garrifon of Colberg from all communication 
by fea ; jfo- that they were in danger of perifhing by 
famine, when colonel Haden furrendered, on the 
fcventeenth day of December. By this important 
cohquefl:, it will be in the power of the Ruffian mi- 
niftry to fupply and reinforce their armies in Ger- 
many by fea. In the mean time, the poflcffion of 
Numb. 37. T ^ Colberg 
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€oll>crg fccurcs to them all the eaftern part of Po- 
meranian where accordingly Romanzoflfs forces 
are diftributcd for the winter ; his own head-quar* 
ters being eftablifhed at Stargart, about twenty* 
. miles from Stetiri. Thus, the Ruffians have at 
kngih obtained an advantageous pafs, through 
which they may deluge the northern parts of Ger- 
many, and make an et&6tual fettiement in the em-> 
pire, which has been the conftant aim of the court 
of Peterfburg, fince,. and even before the founda-* 
lion of that city by Peter Alexiowitz. In that cafe 
a certain p — »i— will be the firft to rue his own con- 
duAy in kindling the flames of war in the bowels. of 
his country ; and the houfc of Auftria will have 
caufe to wiih it had relied on its own internal 
firength, rather than have recourfe to the afliftanee 
'©f fuch dangerous auxiliaries^ 

We (hall conclude the foreign tranfaftions of 
this ye^r, wkb an incideiu that demodftrates the 
cautious regard with which the pdwert of Europe 
avpid every opportunity of giving umbrage to the 
fncldent Ottothkn Porte. In the courfe of the preceding 
relating *year, a large Turkifti fliip of the line, called the

but as he caufed large quantities of warlike ilores' 
to be conveyed by the Black Sea to the mouth of 
the Danube, and the report prevailed chat he had 
lately concluded a treaty of alliance with the Pruf*- 
fian monarch, certain powers fufpe^ted that he 
harboured fome other defign, under the pretext of . 
an armament againft M|ilca« The emprefs queen 
of Hungary, to avoid all occafion of giving urn* 
, brage to the Porte, forbade all the knights of Malta 
refidrng in her dominions,' to repair to the de- 
fence of that idand, in cafe it fhould be attacked t 
a circumftance that plainly evinces what regard 
even the moft bigotted powers pay to the inftitu- 
tions of religion, when they interfere with tempo- 
ral interefts. The French king afted, on this oc- 
cafion, with more delicacy and difcretion. He 
purchafed the Tui*kifh fhip which had been taken> 
and fent it to Conftantinople as a prefent to 
the fultan. It was protefted in the voyage by the 
Britifli cruifers ; and the grand fignior was pleafed 
to fignify that his refentment was appealed. 

The moft important tranfaftion that diftinguifhed Account 
this year, was 3 neeociation for peace between ofane- 
Great Britain and France, which was brought upon f^^r peace 
the carpet at the requefl of the court of Verfailles. between 
We have already obfcrved, that the powers at war thecourts 
had agreed to open a -general congrefs at Augf- ^^^^^"^ 
bufg; and the Britifh plenipotentiaries were ac- Vcrfailles 
lually nominated at the court of London > when

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An. 1761. the French king made advances towards afcparate 
pacification with England, under the mediation of 
the Spanilh monarch. The count d'Affry, ambaf- 
fador from France at the Hague, had feveral con* 
ferences on« this fubjed with general Y6rk, the 
Britifh minifter ^ but thefe proving abortive, and 
the ifTue of the congrefs being diilant and uncer- 
tain, the coprt of Ve^fatlles took an extraordinary 
fiep to effedtuate an immediate peace with England. . 
A memorial of his moft Chriftian majefty was, 
in the month of March, iranfmitted by the hands 
of prince Gallitzin, the Rudlan ambaflador at 
London, to Mr! fecretary Pitt, with a letter from 
the Due de Choifeul the French minifter, figni- 
fying that the king of France shoped the frank and 
ingenuous manner in which be propofed to treat 
with his Britannic majefty, would banifh all fuf- 
picion and miftruft from the negociation, and en- 
gage the king of England to difclofe his real fenti- 
ments, etcher with regard to the continuation of 
the War, or there-eftablilhment of peace. Helikcwifc 
declared, that, with refpe(5ttothekin^ofPruflia,bis 
mafter's allies were deiermined to ad ac the future 
congrefs, according to the di<flates o^ juftice and 
good faith, (incerely difpofcd to promote the inte- 
rcfts of humanity, and reftore the peace of Europe. 
The FreQch king, in his memorial, exprefTed liis 
"defirc that the particular accommodation between 
France and England fhould be united with 
the general pacification of Europe; but, as the 
objects of the war between France and England 
were totally foreign to the difputes in Germany, 
he thought it would be neceflary to agree with hia 

Bri- 
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Britannic majefty upon certain J^rincipal points which An. i76i< 
fhould fortp the bails of their particular negociation. 
In order to avoid the delays which a minute and te- 
dious difcufllon of particular circumftances might 
occafion, he propofed that the two crowns fhould 
remain in pbfleifion of what they fhould have con* 
querecl from each other in different parts of the 
world, at the following periods of time; in. the 
EaflJndies, on the firft day of September in the 
prefent year; in the*Wcft- Indies and Africa, on 
the firfl of July ; and in Europe, on the GtR of 
May : but, as thefe terms might be thought either 
too near or too remote ; and the king of England 
might be of opinion that compenfations fhould be 
made in whole^ or in part, for the reciprocal con* 
quefls of the two crowns ; he would willingly com- - 
mence a negociation on thefe . fubjeds ; his chief 
aim being to evince his hearty defire of removing all 
obflacles which might obflruA the falutary objed: 
of peace. Thefe advances met with a favourable 
reception at the court of London. Mr. fecretary 
t^itc wrote an immediate anfwer to the Due de 
Choifeul, expreffrng his matter's fincere defire to 
correfpond with the pacific fentiments of his moft 
Chriflian majefty. At the fame time he declared, 
that the king of England was determined to fup- 
port the intereft of the Pruflian monarch and his 
other allies, with the cordiality and efficacy of a 
fincere and faithful ally. This letter was accom- 
panied with a memorial, in which his Britannic 
majefty acknowledged that the objefts which oc- 
cafioned the war between England and France, 
were totally foreign from the dilputes in Germany.

cuffion of thefe points, fo efiential to the intereftsof 
the two nations. Accordingly, in the courfe of the 
cprrefpondcnce between the ttiro fccretaries, it was 
agreed that the fieur dc Buffy, who had formerly 
icfided in a public charadter at London, Ihould be 
, appointed minifter, and repair to that court in or- 
der to manage the negociation ; while Mr. Stanley 
Ihould aft at Yer failles in the fame capacity. In the 
mean time fevcral letters and memorials were inter- 
changed between the two courts. It was in the 
month of May that Mr. Stanley croflTed the fesc 
from Dover to Calais, and at the fame time M. 
de Bufly arrived at London. His inftrudtions were 
%o adhere to the uti poffidetis^ as the bafis of the /ne- 
gociation ; to demand an explanation of his Britan-r 
nic majefty's fcntiments touching the dates or 
{eras s^t which that propofal ftiould t^kc place ; to 
declare to the court of London, that, gs the w^r 
between France and England was entirely detached 
from that which bad brbke out between the em- 
prefs -queen of Hungary and the king of Pruffia, 
his moft Chriftian majcfty, excepting Wefel and 
Gueldres which belonged to the Queen, was at Hr 
berty to withdraw his troops from the city of Got- 
^ingen, the landgraviate of Hc/Te, and the county 
fif Hanau*, and this evacuation Oioyld te made on

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thefe conditions : The court of England fliaiikj Aiv. 1764 
give fccurity that the army commanded by prince 
Ferdinand of Brunfwic fhould be difbanded, and 
no longer ferve againft the allies of France ; and 
his Britannic majefty fhould agree to fuch reftitiH 
tions on his part, as might be judged equivalent 
to- this propofed evacuation. In the conferences. 
which enfued at London ^nd Vcrfailles, the French 
minifters continued • to prefs a fpec-ification of the 
^ras at which the two natiojis fhould 'be entitled to, 
the liti poffidetis 'y and the difcuflion of this point the 
Englifb negociators avoided, until the citadel of 
Belleifle was reduced* Then the Englifh miniflry 
declared by a memorial, in explicit terms, that the 
6rfl of July, September, and November next en- 
foing, fhould be the eflabliffaed ^ras, after which 
all the conquefts that might be made on either fide, * 
0iould be mutually reftored : but, to thefe^ras, 
the king of England agreed only on the following 
conditions : That every thing fettled between the 
two crowns, in relation to their particular difputcs, 
fliould be. finally conclufive and obligatory, inde* 
pendant of the negoci^tions of Augfburg, for ad- 
jufting and terminating the contcfts of Germany -, 
aad that the definitive treaty pf peace between 
Great Britain and France, tor at leafl the prelimina- 
ries, fhould be concluded, figned, and ratified by the ' 
firll of Augufl. With refpefi to the^ulterior com- 
penfations to be made, he defired to knpiy the 
fsntiments of the French king on that fubjcft, pro- 
mifing then to declare himfelf with the utmofl: free- 
dom and fincerity. The miniftry of Verfailles un- 
dertook to deliver a memorial of propqfitions ia 
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An. 1761 form; to the cotirt of London. In the mean time 
they give Mr» Stanley to undcrftand, that France 
would guarantee to England the poilcflion of Ca- 
nada, provided England would rellore the ifland of 
Cape Breton, and confirm the right of French fub- 
jcds to take and cure fi(h in the Gulph of St. Lau- 
rerxe, as well as on the banks, 'and in the ifland cf 
Newfoundland : that the fortifications of Louif- 
bourg ihould be demolifhed, and the harbour laid 
open: that Minorca (hould be reftored to Great 
Britain, in exchange for the iflands of Guadalupe 
and Mariegalantej that, with refpedt to the Eaft* 
India affairs, the treaty concluded in the year one 
thoufand feven hundred and fifty-five, between the 
iieur Godcheu and governor Saunders, (hould be 
confirmed ; that in Africa, either Senegal or Goree 

* Ihould be reftored to France ; on which confidcra- 

• tion the • French king ihould evacuate Gottingen, 
Heffc Caflcl, and the county of Hanau 5 withdraw 
his troops to the Rhine and the Maine, and leave 
no forces in Germany, but a number equal to that 
cf the enemy Avhich (hould remain in the Britiih 
army a(rennib]ed in Weftphalia. Thefe articles 
were by no means agreeable to the ETigli(h miniftry, 
who, by t\ft canal of Mr. Stanley, fignificd that 
his Britannic majefty would not reftore the ifland 
of Cape Breton upon any condition whatfoever^ 
and that France^ in confideration of being allowed 
to fi(h on the banks of Newfoundland, (hould con- 
fcnt to the demolition of Dunkirk. At the fame 
time the propofal relating to Senegal and Goree 
was rcjeded. France complained that this den^and 
concerning Dunkirk, was altogether foreign to the 
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n^gocjation, which was founded on the uti pojjidetis % An. 1761^ 
and looked like a delign to take advantage of her ea- 
gernef5.after peace : but^ ihe was in no condition to 
ftand upon pun6tilio, and (he confidered the fortifi- 
cations of Dunkirk, as indeed they were, a matter 
of too litile confcquence to fruftrate the end of the 
negociation. In her memorial, dated on the fif- 
teenth of July, flie offered to cede and guarantee to 
£ngland,v^ all Canada without reftri^lion, on thefe 
conditions : That the inhabitants of that country 
Ihould enjoy liberty of confciencc, and publicly 
profefs their religion according to the rites df the 
catholic church : that fuch as are inclined t6 quit 
that country, might retire to the French colonics ^ 
with all manner of freedom and fafety ; that they 
ihould be allowed to fell their ellates, and tranfport 
their effefts, without lett or moleft^ition ; and the« 
Englifh government fhould fupply them with the 
means of conveyance at the moftreaifonableexpence: 
that the limits of Canada and Louifiana fliould be . 
afcertamed in fuch manner, as to preclude all poflibi-* 
lity of difputes on this fubjefl:, after peace fhould be * 
re-eftablifhed : that France fhould, as formerly, 
enjoy a fhare of the cod-filhery on the banks of 
Newfoundland ; and as this privilege would be 
of no fignification without fome harbour for the 
proteftion of her fifhermen, the king of England 
Ihould reftore Cape Breton ; in which cafe no forti- 
fication of any kind fhould be raifed in any part of 
that ifland : that France fhould reflpre to Great 
Britain the ifland of Minorcd, and St. Philip^s 
fort, with all the artillery found in it at the time of 
its redu^ion \ in confideration of which, the king 
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An. 1761. of England (hould agree to the roftitucion of Gua-* 
dalupe and Mariegalance) ia the d^ne cqndicion aa^^ 
wheri they were fubdued : t^t, with refpeA to the 
neutral iflands, Dominica, St. Vincent, St. Lucia, 
and Tphago, the two firft Ihould remain in pofief- 
f)on of the Caribbee In^iaps, under the protedion 
of France^ according to the treaty concluded in 
(he year one thoufand fix hundred and Rxty : 
Otherwife, that the four iflands ihould remain 
' abfolutely neucral ; or that only the two pofiefled 
by the Caribbees, fhould be declared neutral ; while 
England takes pofleflion of Tobago, and France 
occupies St. Lucia: that the Eaift India companiea 
of the two nations ihould mucus^Uy refrain from hof* 
tilities, and the treaty mentionedi above ferve as the 
bafis of a new pacification in Afia : that, as th^ 
French colonies in South An:i.erica cannot fubfiil 
without negroes, which were furnifiied from the 
fettlemencs of Senegal and Goree; and as tbefe 
fettlements bring no real advantage to th^ crown 
of Great Britain, one of them fiiould be given up and 
guarantied to France by his Britannic majefty : that 
Belleide, with its fortifications and actillery, ihould 
be reftored ; in confideration of which, the French 
king ihould wjtHdraw his army from Germany, leav- 
, ing the nayigacion of the Maine free and open, and

while that under the*marechal' de Soubife (hould re- 
treat to Wcftl and Gueldres, on the Lower Rhine : 
that, as ihe'fcing of Pruffia's dominions on the. 
Lower Rhine have been conquered for the emprefs- 
guecn, and the towns are aiftually governed in her

and effedts ; without which notice th^re would be 
no public fafety, and every individual mufl: be in 
' , fear and, danger the moment he pafled the confines 
of his own country. If thefe principles are incon* 
teftible, it will be proper to compare the time when 
the captures were made, with the date of the decla- 
ration of war \ and no pjize taken anterior to this 
declaration can be deemed legal, without overturn • 
ing the moft facred of human inftitutions. Should it 
be alledged they were made by way of reprifal, for 
hoililUies which theFrench had committed in Ame- 
rica, this objedlion was anticipated by obferving that, 
there was no fort of affinity between hoftilhics pre- 
tended to be commenced at Fort du Qucfnc on the 
Ohio, and (hips taken trading among the iQands 
of the Weft Indies : that fiich hoftilities might be 
the motives of declaring war i but the efie&s could 
not take place before that declaration was publiih** 
cd; and it would be unjull to aggrieve innocenc 
individuals, ignorant of the fadts and cirtumftances 
of remote hoftilities which have kindled the flames 
of a general war between two natjlons; Moved by 
thefe confiderations, the French king demanded an 
indemnification for his fubjedts, for the lodes they 
had luftained before the war commenced, without 
pretending to reclaim his own fliips of war taken 

before 
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before diiat decltration. Finally, he offered to Ao.iyd^* 
guarantee the fucceffion of the prefent royal family 
CO the throne of Great Britain ; and propofed, that 
immediately after the ratification of the peace, the 
prifoners on both (ides (hould be fee at hberty^ and 
re-conveyed to their own country without ranfom. 
Together with this memorial, monfieur de Bufly Memorial 
idelivered to the EnglilK miniftry, another of a very relaxing 
fingular nature, importing, that the difputes fub- to Spain. 
fifting between Spain and England gave his moft 
Chriftian majefty caufe to. apprehend 4 new war in 
Europe and America, unlefs they could be now 
adjufted : that the Spanifh monarch had commu- 
nicated to him the three points of difcuflion, namely, 
the reftitution of fome fhips taken in the courfe of 
the prefent war, under Spanifli colours ; the liberty 
claimed by the Spanifh nation to fifh on the banks 
of Newfoundland ; and the deflruftion of the fetr 
elements made by the Englifh on the Spanifh ter- 
ritories in the Bay of Honduras. Bcfides thefe 
points, the court of Madrid had lately given the 
French king to underftand, that he had pretenfions. 
to the neutral iflands, which he would not fail to 
explain upon a proper occaHon. His mofl Chri- 
ftian majefty, therefore, paffionately defired that 
thefe differences might be amicably terminated; 
and that the king of Spain fhould be invited to 
guarantee the treaty between the two crowns ; be* 
caufe, fhould they kindle up a hew war, he fhould 
be obliged to perform his engagements to his al- 
lies. Whether this remonftrance was an expedient 
. calculated to preponderate againft the demand with 
refpeft to the demolition'of Dunkirk, or really the 
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An. 1 761. efFe£t of the French king's earneft defire to efla- 
bli(h peace on the moft folid foundation, we can^^ 
not pretend to determine. Perhaps, aacording to 
the opinion of fome politicians^ it was artfully 
thrown in as an obftacle to the peace, which the 
court of Verlailles ncv)^ fincerely defired, or at 
leaft was noW rendered unncceffary by a more in- 
timate connexion with Spain/ Certain it is, the 
minifters of France had long been employing all 
their art and influence to infpire the Spanifh mo- 
jiarch with jealoufy at i\}fi growing powef of Great- 
Britain, her abfolute empire at fea, and her excen- 
ilve conquefls in America i and it is equally certain 
that thefe intrigues, at the long run, anfwered the 
end propofed. The two French memorials were 
accompanied by a third notification, fignlfying, that 
the emprefs queen had ^confented to a particular 
peace between France and England, on thefe terms, 
andtbbfe only : That France fhould, for her benefit, 
keep poflcflion of the countries belonging to the 
king of Pruflia : that the king of Great Britain, 
cleftor of Hanover, (hould afford no longer any 
afliftance, either introops or fubfidies, to the Pruf- 
fjan monarch, in like manner as France (hould be 
reftrifted with refpeft to the emprcfs-queen and 
her allies. If thefe infinuations were intended to 
defeat the declared purpofe of the negociation, they 
ReJ^ed could not have been better contrived. The court 
withdif- of London received them with difdain, as infults 
^h^B^^fli ^P^^ ^^^ dignity and good faith of Great Britain, 
miniftry. M'"- Secretary Pitt, in a letter to Mr. Biifly, de- 
clared his m after would not fulFcr the difputes with 
Spain, to be intermingled in any ihape in the ne- 
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gociation for peace; that the bare mcntidn of fuch An. 1761. 
an idea would be confi^fed ais an affront 1 and that 

the memorikl relating to the king of Pruffia could 
not be adniitted without derogating /from the 
hohour of Grca; Britain, and that inviolable fidelity 
with whiGh the king of Efigknd wa^ -determined 
to fulfil his engagements towarc» his allies. A 
memorial to the fame purpofe was tranfmitted to 
the court of Vcrfailles, copched in fuch high terms, 
as could not fail to give Aimbrage to a power re- 
markable for its pride and arrogance. Had the 
French king 'been infinccre in his profeflioris, he 
was now furniflied with the fairelt pretexts for ' 
breaking off* the hegociation. England in her 
demand relating to Dunkirk, had undoubtedly re» 
ceded from the firft agreement of treating on the 
i^i poffidetis : Ihe had rejedled, with difdain, the fole 
'condition on which the allies of Lewis had agreed 
to a feparate* peace between France and Great 
Britain : fhe had refufed with a mixture of indig- 
nation and contempt, the memorial relating to the 
difputes with Spain ; and Belleifle being taken, 
France had nothing farther to fear from that quar- 
ter. This thc^fbre was the jundkure at which the 
miniftry of Verfailles might have broke off the 
conferences, without affording aiiy juft handle for 
impeaching their fincerity. Yet thjs ftep thcry 
carefully avoided. To the laft propofals of Great- 
Britain, they anfwerqd by an^iltimatum, ia which 
they made new concefljons. They even condef- 
cended to tnake an ap6!ogy fcr having propofed a 
difcutoon of the points in 'difpute with Spain; and 
the conde de ffuentes, who refided as ambafiador 
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Aii.i76i. ffQjjj Spain at the court of LoadoHt delivered^ to 
Mr. Piety by order of his mafter, fuch an explana- 
tion of that memorial, as feemed well adapted to 
remove any unfavourable impreflfion that might 
have been produced*. Mr.dc Bufly received pri- 
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* Nof0 from the Spunifik ^un^ 
haffador to Mr. Pitt. 

*' The moft Chriftian king, 
who (inccrely wifhcs that the 
peace now under confidera- 
tion between France and Eng- 
land, may be rendered of 
equal utility and duration, 
communicated, in the begin- 
ning, his intentions to my 
mailei;, exprefling the plea- 
fure with which he feized that 
opportunity to demonf^rate 
his refpe^tful fenfe of the re- 
peated offers his catholic ma- 
jeily had made both to him 
and England, in order to fa- 
cilitate a proper and perma- 
nent reconciliation. 

"Moved bythefe motives, 
fo reafbnable and fincere, hii^ 
moft Chriftian majefty pro- 
pofed to theking my mafter* 
that he fhould grant his gua- 
'rantee in the treaty, which 
might be equally ufeful to 
France and England ; at the 
fame time teftifying the,fin^ 
cerity of his own difpoHtion, 
with xtifi^ to the Sacrifices 
he propofed to make, in order' 
. to reftore the tranquillity of 
Europe, by a folid and ho- 
nourable peace. 

" Thefc proceedings of his 
moft Chriftian majefty could 


not but infinitely oblige the 
king my mafter, who enter- 
tained an uniformity of fenti- 
ments, ever defirous to fulfil, 
by the moft diftinguiftied cor- 
refpondeoce, all the engage- 
ments of Confanguiniry and 
mutual intereft, by which the 
two monarchs are united 
efpedally as he difcovered in 
the intentions of the king of 
France, that humanity and 
greatnefs of mind Xo peculiar 
to him, in feeking to render 
the peace as permanent as the 
viciffitude of human affairs 
would permit. 

•* With the fame candour 
and fincerity the king my 
mafter acquainted his moft 
Chriftian majefty, that he 
could wifh the king of Great 
Britain had made no difficulty, 
in agreeing to the guarantee

, propofed by the duke of Choifeu], in his confer 
rencc on that fubjeft, with Mr. Stanley, which har- 
bour fliall (imply fcrve as a fhelter to the French 
filhing velTels in thofe Teas *, the king, in order to 
convince his moft Chriftian majefty, and all man-' 
kind, of his fincere defire after peace, Will confent 
to allow the French fubjedls to fifh in the gulph . . 
of St. Laurence, on this exprefs condition ; namely^ 
That the laid iubjedb of France fhall abftain from 
that particular fi(hery upon all the coafts belonging 
to Great Britain^ either of the continent, or of the 
iilands fituated in the faid gulph of St. Laurence, 
which fifliery, the po/Teflblrs only of the fsid coaft$ 
have conftantly enjoyed, and always exercifed, ex- 
cepting neverthelefs the privilege granted by the 
thirteenth article of the treaty of Utrecht, to the 
fubjedts of France, to take and cure cod in [a cer- 
tain fpecified part upon the coaft of Newfoundland^ 
which privilege it is prqpofed (hall be renewed to 
France, as mentioned above. The king will con- 
fent to cede to his moft Chriftian majefty, the ifland , 
of St. Peter, with its harbour ; which ifland, in 
refpeft to that part of Newfoundland lying ' be- 
tweeen the bay of Placentia and the bay of For- 
tune, is fituated weft, fouth- weft, its harbour open- 
ing to the north-eaft, the interior part of which 
harbour is called Bpurguay : the ifland of Sr. Peter, 
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An. 1 76 1, which, the king is willing to cede, is feparated by a 
fmall fttaic from aAocher ifland, known^ by the 
name of Maquelon, or Mithelon, to the northward 
of the faid ifland of St. Peter. But, to the ccflkm 
of this ifland, as above, the king will fix four in- 
difpenfible conditions, i.

1 76 1, tary aim of a general pacification in Gcfmany. la 
thcfe fentimcnts, his majefty, far from having pro- 
pofcd that France fhall be at liberty jco fend armies 
into Silcfia, *"* without being limited to the number 
ftipulated in her adtual engagements with the court 
of Vienna/* a propofal to be found in no part of 
the uUiniatum of England, he hath only declared, 
' as the thirteenth article of the faid ultimatum (hews, 
that Great Britain and France (hall be at liberty to 
fupport, as auxiliaries, their refpeftivc allien, in the 
particular difpute for the recovery of Silefia, ac- 
cording to the engagements which each crown has 
contradled. The king declares, at the fame time, 
that he has neither the intention nor the power to

Chriftian m^efty, in the eleventh article of the ul- 
timatum of France, namely, that it never was the 
intention of his moft Chriftian majefty to keep pof- 
fcflionof thofe places after the re-eftablifliment of 
peace. With refpcft to the ceflition of hoftilities, 
the king perfifts entirely in the fentimcnts cxpreffed 
in the twelfth article Of the Britifli ultimatum. As to 
the concerns of the French Eaft India company, re- 
ference muft be had_ to the ninth article of the ulti- 
matum of England, with refpeft to which there 
feems to be no difagreement.. In regard to the pri- 
fbners of War, the two <:rowns feem to be entirely 
agreed,— By this anfwer the court of France muft 
perceive the reftitude of the king's intentions, as well 
a? the moderation he fhews in promoting the means 
pf reconciliation with his moft Chriftian majefty." 

This anfwer, couched in fuch a peremptory ftile Final re* 
as could not but mortify the pride of France, might ^^y ^^ 
have been deemed another fufficieht excufe for thean- 
breaking off the negociation, had the court of Ver- fwer of ' 
failles warned nothing more than a fpecious pretext ^[^^} 
for this putpofe : but, after feveral fruitlefs con- 
feriencejj between the dyke dc Choifeul and Mr. 
Stanley, the French miniftry thought proper to 
mak^ further conceflions, in a new memorial to the 
court of London, dated on the ninth day of Sep- 
tember. In this paper the French king, after 
the preamble, declaring, that in cafe the ncgociation 
IhouW not fucceed, all the conceflions made in the 
courfe of it fhould be null and of no effeft, pro- 
ceeds to this purpofe : " The king has faid in his / 
firft memorial of propofals, as well as in his ultima- 
tum. 
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Ami76i, turn, that he would cede and guarantee to Eog« 
land the po(|effion of Canad^s m the moft exten* 
five form i bis miyeily repeats that offer \ aud evei;i 
Mfithout difCuifiog tiie line of limits, traced in a chart 
or map p^feqted by Mr. Stanley ) as that line de« 
manded by England is doubtlefs the moft extcn- 
five form that can be given to the ceffion, the king 
is willing to grant it, without further queftion. His 
majefty had affixed four conditions to his guaran<^ 
tee \ and to thefe England does not feem averfe : 
che king only thinks the term of one year too (hort 
for the emigration of the French and the fale of 
their efied$ i and defires it may be protraded to 
two years, or eighteen nfionths at Ic^A. As the 
court of England has, in the firil article of its an- 
fwer reltting to the entire and total ceOiQo c£ Ca* 
nada, as agreed upon between the two courts, added 
the word dependencies J it will be neceflary to explain 
, what is meant by the word dependencies^ that the ceflion 
may not prodiice difputes in the fequeK The firft 
paragraph concerning the limits of Louifiana, con* 
tained in the fecond article of England's anfwer, is 
allowed by France: the fecond paragraph is neither 
juft nor clearly expreflfed i it is propofed therefore 
that it fhall be definitively explained in the following 
terms : '^ The intermediate Indian nations, fituated 
between the lakes and the Miffiffippi, within the 
line defcribed, Ihall be neutral and independent^ 
under the proteAion of the king of France ; and 
thofe without the line, on the fide of the Englifh 
pofieffions, fliall aifo be neutral and independent^ 
under the proteftion of the king of England. The 
Englilh traders (hall not be allowed to vifit the In- 
dian 
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dian nations on either 6de of the line ; but the faid An; 1761. 
tiacians (hall not be abridged of the liberty which 
they hare hitherto enjoyed of trafficking with both . 
French and Engltlh/' Although France is very fen* 
fible how contrary it is to the views of reconcilia'* 
rion, for the party that oedes to propofe to the ' ^ 
party whicli has conquered, and means to prefcrve ^ 
its conquefts, the odBon of countries which are not 
very well known \ although this form ofproceeding 
demand^ by £!ngland» is without doubt fubje£t to 
Aumberlefs difficulties^ neverthelefs, the king, in« 
order to demonftrate his rcadinefs to enrbrace every 
temperament tending to reconcile the two courts, 
freely decUrcs to England, that he will guarantee 
to that crown the podeflion of Senegal and Goree, 
provided England will guarantee to France tfie pof- 
fefllon Of her fettlements at Anamaboe and Acra. 
The fourth article of the anfwer comprehends Icve- 
ral objeds^ and each requires a particular explana- 
tion. England ftill joins together the liberty of 
fifliing on part of the ifland of Newfoundland, fti- 
pulated to France in the thirteenth article of the 
treaty of Utrecht^ with the ninth article of the lame 
treaty, relating to the demolition of Dynkirk, The 
fourth and laft anfwer which fliall be given to Eng- 
land on this head, ^is, that thefe two ftipulations in 
the treaty of Utrecht, have no other affinity, one. 
with another, but that of their being both comprifed 
in the fame treaty ; and that the concelEon ex- 
plained in favour of the French, in the thirteenth 
article of that treaty, is a compenfation for the 
ceffion of Newfoundland and Annapolis Royal, 
made on the part of France to. England, by the 

2 V twelfth 
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Am 1 761. twelfth and thirteenth . articles of the fanie treaty; 
But that the two; courts may come to a right un- 
derftanding on this fubjeft, and in order to fisurilitate 
the peace, the king confents to demolifh the works 
which have been made for the defence of the har- 
bour of Dunkirk fince the beginning of that .war, 
to fill up the bafon which would contain ihipS of 
war, and deftroy the buildings belonging to the 
rope- work ; but, at the fame time, his majefty will 
allow the merchant-harbour, which cannot receive 
even a frigate, to remain for the mutual advantage of 
England and France. He will engage that there 
fhall be no maritime, military eftablifliment in that 
fea-port ; but he will leave the wet dicch or lunette 
round the place, which was made for the falubrity 
of the air and the health of the inhabitants. As to 
the fifhing on the bahks of Newfoundland, the 
king expefts that the twelfth article in the treaty of 
Utrecht fliall be confirmed. In regard to the con- 
dititioti propofed by England, concerning the li- 
berty of fiihing allowed to J}elong to the French, in 
the gulph of St. Laurence, France agrees, that, ex- 
cluGve of the part of Newfoundland prefcribed in 
the thirteentti article of the treaty of Utrecht, the 
French, except- in cafe of accident, (hall not come 
upon the coafts belonging to England, in the gulph 
of St. Laurence, either to dry their fifli or fpread 
their nets ; but, bating thefe two exceptions, the 
French fhall be at liberty to Blh, without molefta- 
tion, in every part of the faid gulph of St. Lau- 
rence. As to the ceflion of the iQand of St. Peter, 
the fmallnefs of that iQand, and its fuuation fo near 
Placei:itia, give the king reafon to believe that fuch

Inc6nfidcr-' 

able as tHefe fettlements^ are, andthoagh, propedf 

fpeakivig^ thcy.fchm botone ifland^ yet the kkig wilt , 

accept titf them, and even innipofe upon himfelf this 

condition } That there ihail not be in either of thefe 

iflands, nor in Canceau, provided England flK)uId 

par; with this tail, any military eftablilbment : 
Francfe will only maintain a guard of fifty men to 

fupport the execution of the police, which it will be 
neceffary to mamtain inribofe iflandsv The king 
will, as much, as pofllble, confidering the weaknefa 
of t^is guard, prevent all foreign veflels, even the 
Englifti themfelves, from gqing a(hore on thofe 
iflands. France does not pretend to fi(h and dry ~ 
cod on thecoafl: of Newfoundland, la any other 
way but according to the ftipulation in .the tbir* 
tcenth article of the treaty of Utrecht, provided it 
be underftood that the French have liberty to take ^ 
and dry their fifli on the coaft^of St. Peter and 
Micheion. Finally, the king agrees that an Eng- 
MQx commiflary fliall reiide in the faid iflands, ts> 
. ' fee 
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Aft. 1761. ^ ^Yizt the conditions ftipulatftd irt the treaty ihaM 
be punAuftlly fulfilled. Thedmfton of the four 
neutral iQands between the tWo courts, ought to be 
fpecified in the preliminaries : France agrees to any 
Civifion of thefe iQarids that fhali be propofed by 
England^ provided the ifland of St. Lucie fhall be 
declared part d[ the fh^re alfigned to Frsncf** The 
king^ without ftaying to difpute particulars, con* 
fents to the fixth and feventh articles, relating to the 
reftitution of Guidalupe, Mariegalance, Bdleifle, 
and Minora. As to the eighth article, relating to 
the evacuation of places in Germany, the king re-^ 
fers to the feventh article of his uldmatum. - It is 
not in his power to evacuate the countries belonging 
to his $Uy the emprefs- queen. The ninth article of 
England's anfwer requires explanation $ for k i^ 
couched in fuch a manner, that the fenfe of it is not 
eafily underftood : it fuppofes engagements between 
the king and the empreis, and between England 
and Pruflia, which are not mutually known to the 
two courts of Verfailles and London. It is not ima<» 
gined in France, that the king of England has not 
influence to prevent the allies of his crown, fuch as 
the fovereigns of Hanover, Heflfc-Caflef, and Bwnf- 
wic, from joining their troops to thofc of the king 
of PruflTia ; but, without launching into ufelefs dif- 
cuflSons, the king, though determined, for the fake 
of peace, to make the moft confiderable facrifices, 
is at the fame time irrevocably rcfolved, to grant 
nothing in the futiKe treaty of peace, but what (hall 
be conformable to the ftipulations by which he is 
engaged with his allies. It is with their confent 

and concurrence that the king, in relation to the 

war 
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war of Weftphalia, propofed to Englahd <he tenth An.1761. 
article of the memorial^ containing his majefty's 
propofals, und the feventh and thirteenth articles 
of the ultimatum of France. The king adheres to 
thefe three articles^ in anfwer to the eighth and 
ninth articles in the anfwer of England; refblved^ 
newrttielefs, to treat upon any new propofah of 
England, relative to thofe objeds *, ^ropofals which 
ihall be communicated to the king's alHes, and ac^* 
cepted by his majefty» with the confent of the em- 
prefs, provided they fball not be cbntrary to the en- 
gagements fubfifting between him and thatprin- 

cefs. ^France is ftill of opinion, that tfce king's 

propofalSfl, relating to the prices taken from his fub- 
jcfts before, the deckr^tion of war, are fojuft, that » 
he is obliged to fupport them, and refers himfclf on 
that, head, tp the twelfth article of his propofels. 
Thei Icing, after the figning of the treaty, or even of 
the preliminaries, will deliver to the king of Eng- 
land a paper figned with his own hand, containing^ 
a declaration, that it'nevet was his intention to 
unite the towns of Oftend and Nieuport to his do* 
mit^oM. France v^ill agree to the terms propofed 
for a celiatibn of h<5ftilitie5, provided they are fuch 
as cannot be difacjivanwgeous to. either crown^ 
Frahcpe'idoptsthe negociation between the Eaft In- 
dia comp^niesof the two nations, on condition that ' 
it lhall*be teriiiinaied at the fame tirhe^as that of 
the two crowns i for this purpofe, theyfhall nam^ 
their comrhiffionefs, '^and begin their, negociation ' 
without iofs of time. The fourteenth article, re- v 
Jaiing^to the exchange of prifoners, will meet with 
no. difficulty : but the court of England will do

Aii.jj6i. jaftiice to rhcconfiderable advance? made by Fraocc 
in this memorial, in order to facilitate ^ ..recpneilia- 

tion, between the two crowns. To this memo- 

rial, which was delivered on the thirceenth ,day o£ 
September, the Britifli miniftry deigned not to make 
. the leaft reply. Mn.Stahley was recalled from 
Paris, and the French minifter returned to his .own 
country ; thus the negociation was broke off, and 
' the events of war, were left. to the determination of 
fortune. . ., 
Rcflec- . I^ w^ confider the mortifications which France 
tionsupori digefted in filence, and the facfificcs Ihe offered to 
thencgo- make for the rc-eftablifliment of peace ; that as 
foon as fhe underftood how deeply tHe court of 
London refented her jnentioning theSpariifb claims, 
ihe dropped that fubjed entirely \ that ihe ceded all 
Canada, according to the limits prefcribed by the 
Englifli government, together with the iflarid of 
Cape Breton, and the fettlements of Senegal and 
> Goree on the coaft of Africa j that fhe accepted of 
the privilege granted to her fubjefts, oF.fifiiing in 
the gulph of St. Laurence, upon the mortifying 
terms which England propofed j that fhe acquiefced 
in the demolition of Dunkirk j agreed to reftore 
Minorca; to evacuate Nieuport and Oftend ; arid 
to leave the affairs of the haft India company to 
the difcuffion of comniiffaries ; we can hardly doubt 
il)C fincerity of her advjinces. On the other hand, 
if we reflcft upon the terms offered by England, 
^e fhall find equal caufe for aftonifhment and con- 
cern. The war was ^xprelsly undertaken with a 
view to the fccurity of the Britilh fettlethcnts in 
" North America, expofed to the incrpac.hments of 

. ' the 
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the Prcrich, and to the inroads of the tndiariSj ic- An. 1761* 
tuated by French influence. In the profecution of 
the vfSLVi France was deprived of all Canada^ and 
their influence of courfc cXtinguiftied through alj the 
Indian nations, inhabiting or bordering oil that vaft 
country. The whole extent of the lakes, together 
with the courfe of the river St. Laurence, including 
the ifl^nds fltuated in the gulph of St. Laurence^ 
were united to the Britifli dortiinion. Nothing 
now remained but the conqueft of Louifiana, to 
confirm the ftcurity of theEnglilh colonies beyond 
all fear of alarm, to render all thelndian nations of . 
N. America iniirely dependant on the Britilh govern- . 
ment, .and toengrofs the whole fur- trade of that 
immenfe continent. Thefe purpofes can never be 
anfwered while the French continue to have accefs 
by the Miflilfipps to the inland parts of America. 
The colony of Louifiana, which at the c6mmence- 
ment of the war was weiik and inconfidefable, and 
inight have been reduced by a handful of troops* 
without interfering with any other capital opera- 
tion, is now confiderably ftrengthened and rein- 
forced J and, no doubt, will every day increafe in 
wealth, exterlt, and number of people. By this 
avenue^ our enterprifing neighbours can penetrate 
to t^e back of ail bur fettlements j rival our traders^ 
in the commerce of the country, by fupplylng the 
natives with neceflaries cheaper than they can be 
affbrded by the fubjeftsof Great Britain j profecutc 
t*hc arts of infinuation, and maintain their afce^- 
dancy in fuch a manner as to be always able to in- 
ftigate the remote Indians to fall occafionally upon , 

the Britiih cfoloqies. From thrcfe confidtrations thu 
Nurab. 37*. X readtfr 
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An: 1761. reader may judge of the importance of Louifiana, 
which hath been left unattcmpted by the arms of 
Great Britain ; and fo tamely overlooked in the 
courfc of the negociation. The fiftier y in the gulph 
of St. Laurence, and on the banks of Newfound- 
land, confti^uted one great fourcc of wealth to 
France, and was undoubtedly her chief nurfery. for 
feamen -, confequently the lofs of it muft have been 
ftverely felt in that nation : but, the Englilh 

m -y voluntarily offered to readmit her to a 

participation of this advantage, which, we will ven- 
ture to fay, was more than equivalent to all that 
(he forfeited by the entire ceffion of Canada. The 
produce of Guadalupe is more than three times the 
value of what Canada adds to the wealth of Great 

Biitain 5 yet the crown of E agreed without 

hefiiation to reftore this opulent and important ac- 
quifition. » If fuch eiTentiai facriBces were made on 
both fides, what then obftru£bed the paciikation ? 
— The French king declared he could not give up 
Wtfcl in Germany, which he had garrifoned in- 
the name of the emprefs queen ; a place which the 
king of Pruffia had of himfelf abandoned : and the 
Britirti government refufcd to reftore thofe mer* 
chant-lhips which had been taken before the decla- 
ration of war. It muft be allowed^ therefore, that 
/£ , rather than make reftitution of a few hun- 
dred thoufand pounds plundered from the fubjefts 
of France, while they traded fecure on the faith o£ 
treaties, chofe to profecute the war^ at the annuai 
expence of twelve millions ; or that this enormoqs 
charge, together with the expence of Britiih bloody 
and the rifque of fortune's ineonftancy, was a facri- 

ficc 
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flice made to the intercft of a German ally* who had An, 1761 
already drained lb much from the nation^ which 
his friendlhip or animoHty could not poflibly either 
fuccour or affeft*-^— It may be alked^ if the French 
king was in reality fo earneftly deflrous of peace, 
why did not he throw thcfe two rncohfiderable ar- 
ticles into the fcale, with fo many conceffions of 
fcemingly greater importance ? The anfwer is ob- 
vious. The progrefs of the Englifli conqucfts, and 
the imperative manner in which they diiftated the 
terms of peace, had, by this time, efFedually ar- 
roufed the jealoufy and difguft of the court of Ma- 
drid, which being moreover convinced of the 
French ^king's moderation, offered to fupply him 
With pecuniary fuccours; andthefe were all that he 
wanted to maintain a war in Germany, by which 
he well knew Great Britain would be in a few years 
utterly impoveriflicd. In that cafe he forefaw England ' 
would be expofed to a new war with Spain, which 
could not fail to increafe her incumbrances ; and 
that, in the prbfecution of fuch accumulated hofti- 
litics againftiher, he (hould probably recover fome 
df the territories (he had fubdued.— -That this was , 
hot meer conjedure, appeared from the conduft of 
Spain, which, from this period, feemed to provoke 
a rupture with Great Britain. In accounting for 
the conduft of princes, we muft not always look for 
national motives. The ties of confanguinity, or 
other priyate cbnneftions, have not linfrcquently 
preponderated againft the intereft of a whole king- 
dom. Perhaps the Spanifti monarch was afFetSted 
by this kind of influence. Confidering the com- 
mercial benefits which, the fubjefti- of that mo-

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Aiu>76»t narchy derived from 9 Q^ti^lity, while France and 
England were engaged in a war ; conftderiiig the 
powerful iMvy of Great Britain, ^ with which the 
ocean was overfpfead v the catholic king coutd not, 
with any regard to the adrantage or (afcty of his 
fubjeds, engage in his hoftilities with England, un-* 
kfs he either believe^ flie aduaUy aSe&ed defp(H 
tifm by fea, or hoped her finances were ahready 
ib exhaufted, that in a little time (he muft truckle 
la the additional powci of France,^ remfopced by 
Spain ; and in that ca£e he Otould be able to vimlt^ 
cate by force. thoTe pretenfions which he never could 
eftabiifh by dini of negqciation. 
Mr. Pitt Mr. Pitt having noted in the Catholit kiog^ 
jefigns condM(5t maay flagrant inilances of partiality, ia 
^ ' lavourofthe enemies of Great Sritain^ aqd re-- 
ceived intimation that a private treaty was lately 
cpncluded between the courts of VerfiuUes and 
Madrid V is fatd to have expatiated upon thefe par- 
ticulars in councif^ to have propolied that an armii- 
ment fhouM immediately proceed to the Mediter* 
ranean, and Arike fome ftroke of impoi;tance> with* 
out furthep formality, in cafe the mioiftry of Spair> 
fhould refufe to give inftant fatisfa^ion to the court 
of Great Britain. He obferved, thatfuch a ^irited 
meafure would either intimidate the ciDuit of N|a>-^ 
drid into compliance,, fo 4a to detach it imireljr 
from ,th6 intereft of France, or oblige them to 
hazard their homeward bound fk)ta, loaden wkfe 
trcafure, to the chance of being taken by the E»- 
glilh cruifers; as well as to expofc their fea-porta 
to the operations of the Britifh arnaament> liefore 
ihey could be put in a proper pofture of defence;

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He declared thlt fliould his propbfal he reje&ed or An. i;^i« 
|X)ftpo!Ded, ]ie would refign his employment, and 
withdraw htknielf frc^i his majefty'^ councils^ and 
the fame declaration was made by the earl Temple^ 
After he had harangmd in fupport of the iecretary^s 
advice. The other meflobers confidcred this pro- 
pofal as a delicate fiep not to be hazarded in the 
prefent conjunfture. TJie Spam(h king^s partiality 
in favour of France was at beft but doubtful, and 
the contents of the late treaty between the houfcs 
of Bourbon were altogether unknown. Wiien 
one ftate has czuft of complaint or fufpicion againft 
another, the law of nations', and of reaibn, pre< 
fcfribes, that recourfe fhould be firfl: had to ex* 
poftiilation and demands of fatisfa^k>n« When 
thefe are refuied, the power aggrieyed is at liberty 
to redrefs kfelf by force of arms, after having 
given fair warning of hoftiie intentions, according 
to the forma cftabiiflied among civinzed nations. 
Unlefs thefe forms are obferved, there is no faith 
in the law of nations, no fecurity for commerce, 
and no difl%rence between the juftifiable operations 
of war, and the moft arbitrary afls of piracy anii 
ufurpadon : for if every power is at liberty, to in- 
terpret its pretendefd grievances into aggreflion, and 
to retaliate this fuppofed aggr^Oion by immediate 
aAs of hoAility, commenced without remonftrance 
uDT denunciation; ail thofe individuals, who by com- 
merce and communica'tioa fuftain the tntercourfe 
among the nations, forniing as it' were one great 
community of hiimati nature, mult be perpetually 
CKpofed to violence and peculation < Thus trade 
and savrgation will be difcouraged i the interefts 
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An.iy6t. ofthutnanity decline, and mankind relapie into a 
flare of the mod felfiih barbarity. England has 
nothing to fear from a war with Spain^ begun under 
proper aufpices, and maintained on Bricifh prio- 
ciples ; on the contrary, Spain had every thing to 
fear from the naval power of Great Britain, both 
in Europe and America. But at a junAure when 
England is already exhaufted by fuch an expenfive 
war as hiftory cannot parallel ; when fhe groans 
under a debt of one hundred and thirty millions : 
when ihe has undertaken to meet the power of 
France on the continent, where alone that power 
can be formidable, and where alone flie is unequal 
to the expence which a war with that nation would 
occafion ; to precipitate herfelf into a rupture with 
Spain, whofe treafures will enable France to pro- 
trad that expence, is a meafure which England 
ought to avoid with all. the caution that is con- 
fiftent wiih the dignity of her own importance. 
Some regard was likewife due to the following con- 
fiderations. England, at this period, derived con- 
fiderable advantages from her trade with Spain. 
A great number of Britifli merchants and fadtors 
were fettled in different parts of that kingdom, and 
*concern<jd in the remittances by the floca from the 
Weft Indies : all thefe would have been inevitably 
ruined by a precipitation of hoftijities. The ca- 
tholic king had a numerous navy; and the adivc 
commerce whiclj his fubjedts had lately carried on, 
afforded a Sufficient number of feamen to equip a 
very formidable fquadron, to. aft in conjunftiOA 
• witk the other enemies of Gre^t Britain.

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• Thcfc, in all probability, were the reafons which An. 1761.' 
Induced ail the other minifters of the priyy-council ^^ ^^^^' 
to diflent from the opinion of the fecretary of (late, \ V 
wKo forthwith refigned his employment, oh the 
ninth day of Qdober ; and his example was imme- 
diately followed by his brother-in-law, the earl 
Temple. Notwithflanding this abrupt fecefllon, 
the king, with a generoGty peculiar to himfelf, 
gratified him for his paft fervices with a yearly 
penfion of , three thoufand pounds, to be continued 
even after his deceafe, during the furvivancy of his 
lady and fon; and this gratuity was reinforced 
with the title of baronefs of Chatham to his lidy, 
and that of baron to her heirs mal?, Mr. Pitt tor' 
his own perfon declning the diftinftion of nobility. 
This event excited fuch a loud clamour as had not 
been heard fsnce the trial of admiral Byng. It 
divided the nation into violent fadions, and deluged 
the public with inundations of pamphlets* papers,* 
an^ pafquinades. The friends and admirers of Mr. 
P — exclainfjed, that after he had raifed the natioit 
from the loweft ftate of contempt and defpondency, 
to the higheft pinnacle of glory and exultation, he 
was ungratefully thwarted in his defigbs. for the 
pulDlic jgood, and thruft from the helm at the moft 
critical jundure, by a cabal of wicked and worth-^ 
kfs men, whofe mifcondudt had formerly brought " 
the common' wealth to the verge of ruin. They 
expatiated upon the wonderful talents of the late* 
minifter : they enuirleratcd the fucceflqs of the; 
Britifti arms during the period of his adminiftra- 
tion : they afcri bed. them wholly and folcly to the 
wifdom ojf his plans and the: vigour of his coun- 
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An,ij6u fjisj they affirmed, that had his propofal with 
refpedb to Spain been embraced, the catholic king 
would have been obliged to renounce his connec- 
tion with the French mofi^rch \ or his homeward 
bound fiota, laden with treafure, would have fallen 
into the hands of the Englifh, and indemnified 
them for the expence of the war i^ and, in all pro*^ 
bability, the port md city of Cadiz would have been 
lqbdu.ed by a bold e^ort oftheBritifli armament} 
whereas, now that he no loiiger animated the ma^ 
chine of government, its councils would degene-^* 
rate into timidity, and the adminiftration ofaffairs 
revert in(o the old channel, leading tq diffidence, 
difgrace, and di|tra£lion, Another party were no( 
lefs vehement in their inve^ives againft the lato 
S — -•y. They taxed him with inconfiftencyjj 
want of principle, and (he n^od turbulent ambitionf 
.They affcrced, that he had (lo fooper forced himfelf 
into the adminiitr^tiQ9 by dint of popularity, than 
he turned tail to ihofe very priociplc^ by the pro- 
V fcffion of which that popularity was acquired : 
that he plunged with the mo(^ defperate precipir» 
taiion incQ tho|e continental meafures, againift 
which it had been the hufinefs of his life to declaim ;t 
that he adopted this new fyftem, fo contrary to hia 
former maxims and folemn declarations, without 
^ny change pf circymftanpe that fliQuld indicjite ai 
change of. imeafurcs j without fpecifying any caufe, 
or adducing one reafon for the fatisfadion of hit 
<;oyhtry } that he not Onlyefpouicd thole . interefts 
which he had fo often ftigmathed as dtfgracefuJ t(| 
the crown and pernicious to the Jcingdom ; but ef-. 
p-nifed theni w^th- (uctt warmth as no former. mjiv« 
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ttcrdmd avow^ withoui: running the rifqpe of falling Ab. 1 76 1. 
z facri/ice to popular refentment : that enamoured 
of this new idol, he fquandered upon it immenfe 
funis, fo as to impoverifli his country, and accumu* 
late the load of her debts to fuch a degree, that 
fht covld fcarce crouch under her burthen. They 
afierted, that ail his military pfoje^ were either 
idle, frivolous, or foreign to the intereft of Great- 
]Sritain i • and that no part of the fuccefs that had 
crowned, her arms, either flawed from any plai^ 
which Ke had formed, or. was atchiev^d by officers 
whom he had recomniended : that he had left the 
conqueft of Louisiana, which was >reaily a Britiih 
pieafure, unattempted, in order to profecuce thf 
war in. Weftphalia, an aim equally fpurious ancj 
deftrudtiire to the interefts of Great Britain ; aniji 
profecuted it accordingly at an incredible expence ' 

of bloocj and trcafu re, without being, able to defend ' 
either the countries or the allies which he had fq 
injudiciaufly taken into his protection j that perr 
ceivihg the nation. began to open their eye$ to tbj^ 
abfurdity and ruinpus confequencss of fuch con-f 
neftions ; that the king of Pruffia was furrounded 
with enemies, >againft whom he could not poflibly. 
contend much longer -,' that the French were pof» 
ftfled 6f HefTe-Caflcl ard. Hanover j and the fori 
CCS payed by England in the n>oft imminent dao-i 
ger of -being difarmed with difgrace ; he. had exer* 
cifed his invention to find fojne fpccious pretence 
fpr (jiuiftipg the r^H*s he cauld no longer man^d 
^ilh f^iiy.degree:of tt-ptttations* and for transfer- 
ring,* at the fanrie tinie, the attention of the public . 
(0 another objoft, in which their pafiions would be 
mi>fe wartply imerefte<J ; th^t for tWs purpofe he had ] 
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An.i76t. contrived the propofal of a Spanilh war, Which 
could not fail to dazzle the eyes of the people, al- 
ready intoxicated with conqueft ; accordingly, after 
having (leered the veffrl of the comaioa- wraith into 
a dangerous ftraight, replete with rocks and quick- 
fands, he had deferted the helm in the midft of the 
tempeft he h^d raifed, leaving his country to link 
or fwim as accident (hould determine, and his fel- 
low-fervancs in the miniftry the herculean tafk 
of remedyfrtg the mifchiefs he had brewed, or the 
hardfhip of being cenfured for mifcarriages rcfultirg 
from the errors of his adminiftration. In a word, 
he was accufed of having mifcondudted the war, 
betrayed the interefts, and profufed the treafures 
of his country ; of having infulted his indulgent 
fovereign, defefted him in the day of trouble, cm- 
broiled him with hi» allies abroad, and made him 
uneafy with his fubjefts at home. This was, no 
doubt, the language of party fpleen and inveterate 
malice. Mr, P — t himfelf feemed to think, not 
only that his duty diftated the ftep he had taken, 
but that his perfonal fafcty depended upon his 
withdrawing himfelf from councils which he was 
no longer permitted to guidei He condefcended 
to juftify himfelf, in a letter to a certain individual 
in the city of London, who in his anfwer declared, 
that he and his fellow-citizens were pcrfedly fatif- 
ficd with the conduft of the late S ' y *.

cau (e of my r^figning the feals. 
Lord Temple and I fubmitted 
in writing, and figned by us, 
our moft humble fentiment; 
to his majefty, which being 
over- ruled by the united opi- 
nion of all the reft of the 
king's fervants, Irefignedthe* 
feals on Monday the 5 th of 
this mopth, in order not to 
remain refponfible for mea- 
fures, which I was no longer 
allowed to guide. Moft gra- 
cious public marks of his ma- 
jefl/s approbation of my fer- 
vice$ followed my refignatlon : 
They are unmerited and un- 
folicited, and I fhall ever, be 
proud to have received them 
from tbe beft of fovereigns. ^

" The city of London, as 
long as they have any me- 
mory, cannot forget, that 
you accepted the feals whea 
this nation was in the moft 
deplorable circumftances to 
which any country can be re- 
duced : That oi^r armies were 
beaten, our navy inadive, our 
trade expofed to the enemy, . 
our credit, as if we exported 
to become bankrupts, funk 
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nK>nious. Every paragraph wa$ expofed, on one 
fide, to the fcrutiny of criticifm, and the Shafts ci 
faurc ; apd on the other, extolled as the boneft ef- 
fufion of innocence and integrity. When the king, 
queen, and great officers of ftatc, repaired to the 
city, \o dine with the lord mayor at Guildhall, ac^ 
cording to the cuftom obferved by the kings of 


to the lowed pitch ; that there 
was nottring to be found but 
deipoiidcDcy at home, and 
contempt abroad. The city 
inuft alfo for ever remember, 
that when you refigned the 
feahy our armies- and navies 
were vi^orious, our trade fe- 
core, and flourifhing more 
than in a peace, our public 
crtdit reftored, and people 
readier ta4end than miaifters 
to borrow i that there was 
nothing but exultation at 
home, donfiifion and defpair 
among our enemies, amaze- 
ment and visneration among 
all neutral nations : that the 
French were reduced fo low 
as to fue for a peace, which 
we, from hmnanity,' were 
willing to grant; tho* their 
haughtin^fs was too grear, 
and oor fuccell^s t6o many, 
for any terms to be agreed 
on. Remembering^ this, the 
dty cannot but lament tfia't

Bat if knaves have taught

Dear Sir, yours, &c. 
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England, after their coronation, Mr. P— mingled An. 1761 
with the proceffion, and in paffing through the 
ftreets was faluted with fuch peals of acclamation, 
as feemed to derogate from the refpeft due to the 
moft amiable ibvereign that ever fate upon th6 
Britifh throne. The populace not only rent the 
air with their fhouts, but exprefled a defire of un- 
yoking his horfes, that they might draw, by force 
of arm, the chariot of their beloved ininifter* The 
fame demonftratibns of particulier veneration were 
induflrioufly repeated in the fequel of the enter- 
tainment, and in the return of their majefties to St. 
James's ; nor did the fcurril herd of low plebe- 
ians refrain from exclamations of dr%uft againft 
an unblemiihed nobleman, fuppofed to enjoy a di- 
ftinguiihed Ihare of his fovereigVs Confidence and 
efteem. The more moderate part of the nation 
beheld thefe incidents with concern. They could 
not conceive that Mr. P — was at all influenced by 
fears for his ^perfonal fafety in the ftep he had 
taken. They knew he might have diflfented in 
one particular from the majority of the council, 
without quitting his fe^at, and run no fort of rifque 
of being afterwards called to account for meafures 
adopted in oppofition to his opinion. They took ' 
it for granted his mind fo^red above all fuch child- 
Ifh apprehenfions. ' They thought the abrupt and 
ungracious mannfer in which he refrgned his em- 
ploytnent, not only deprived his country of his. 
fervicc and influence at a time that peculiarly de- 
manded an exertion of his talents ; but his fecef- 
fion favoured of difguft and refentment, and im- 
plying a difapprobation of the b^-^s meafures> 
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An. 1761. a6ted as a ferment upon the ill humouf of tht 
people. Such a commotion could not fail to clog 
the wheals of government, obftrudl the public fer-» 
vice, and might perhaps have fome effed in alie- 
nating the affeflions of the fubjefts. ^ They were 
of opinion that his accepting a penfion and title 
did violence to the delicacy of his charafter, as a 
difinterefted patriot, which charader Had been the 
fubjedt of repeated encomium, and the theme of 
general admiration. They were forry he had not 
denied himfelf the pleafure of aflifting at the pro- 
cellion to Guildhall, as his conduft on that occa^ 
fion afforded an handle to his enemies, td charge 
him with having gone thither on purpofe to brow- 
beat his S , to whofe generofity he had been fa 

much obliged ; to follicic popularity, and exhibit 
, himfelf as an idol of the crowd % and to receive the 
public incenfe of mobs hired to fhout in his praife. 
That his friends (hould be driven to fuch a wretched 
expedient is fcarce credible, confidcring how high 
his reputation flood in the metropolis at this pe- 
riod. About the latter end of Odober, it was re-, 
folved in the common-council, that the thanks of 
that court fhould be given to the Right Hon.. 
William Pitt, for the many great ,and eminent fer- 
viccs tendered this nation, during the time he fo 
ably filled the high and important ofBce of one 
of his majefty's principal fecretaries of flate ; and 
to perpetuate the grateful fenfe of his merits, who, 
by the vigour of his mind, had not only hoofed 
the ancient fpirit of this nation from the pufiUa- 
nimous liate to which it had been reduced ; but, 
by his integrity and fteadincfs, uniting it at home, 

had 
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had carried its reputation in arms and commcfcd Aa. 1761, 

to a height unknown before, by its trade acconni- 

panying its conquefts in every quarter of the j 

globe* Therefore, the city of London, ever fted- 

faft in their loyalty to their king, and attentive to 

the honour and profperity of their country, could 

but lament the lofs of fo able^ fo faithful a mi- 

nifter, at this critical coojunfture. 

Whether .this refolution was not in fad an arro* Reflec- 
gation of right to decide upon the .merits of >a tion^on 
minifter, the particulars of l^hofe condudt they 
could not fufficiently diflinguifh ; and implied a the c^^m. 

difapprobation of their S n and his council, be- mon 

caufe they had not implicitly furrendered their own counciU 
faculties of perception and reSeftion, to the ideas 
of one man ; nay more, becaufe they had nQt com<^ 
plied with the violent meafures he propofed, in di* 
ametrical oppofuion to, their own fentiments and 
judgment; pofterity will be candid enough to 
determine, when thofc clouds of prejudice ^hicH 
now darken the underftanding, are diflipated, and 
all the rancour of perfonal animoflty is alloyed and 
forgotten. The common^council of London ven- 
tured, at the fame time, to diftate in another par- 
ticular that depended intirely on the royal preroga- 
tive. They tranfmitted tothe city*s reprefentatives 
in parliament, peremptory inftruftions, that they* 
Ihould ufe their utmoft endeavours, nor only to ob- 
tain the repeal, or an amendment of the late aft 
for the relief of infolvent debtors, in refpcA of the 
inconveniencies arifing from the compulfive daufei 
but alfo oppofe all attempts for giving up fuch 
placets as might tend to Icflen their prefect fecurity, or-

fubjefl to frelh hoftilicies from chat natural enemy i 
particularly, that (he ible and exclufive right of their 
acqutfitiohs in North America^ and the filheries^ 
be preferred to the fubje£b of Great Britaim 
Thus, at the fameinftant of time, theyexprefled 
thctr^ntire approbation of Mr. P-^-^'s miniftry, and 
ilriftly enjoined their rcprefentatives to hold faft 
thofe very exclufive privileges which he had agreed

Condua In the midft of thefe heats and diflentions which 
tlnnlc^' inflamed and agitated the nation, the king's condua 
majefty was fteady, refolote, fage, and circumfpedl, fegu* 
whh r,'- ijited by maxims which equally refpeded the dig* 
s^*^ nity of his crown, and the diftates of political dif* 
cittion. • Without deigning to interpofe in the dif* 
putes that concerned the charafter of a kte mi*' 
ntfter, he took every meafure which hie thought 
conducive to the honour and the intereft of the na- 
tion. He directed the earl of Briftol, his ambafla- 
dor at Madrid, to demand an explanation of thd 
i«cret tpfiaty which had been lately ratified between 
the two monarchs of France and Spaili ; and to de^ 
clar^ that a refufal of this fatisfaAion would be con-, 
fidered as a denunciation of hoftiltties : in the mean 
time he exerted himfelf in making preparations 
fuitable to that event.

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together with fome regiments and volunteers from *«• I7$«» 
Guadalupe anc} the JLeewarc) Iflands, and proceed, 
in conjuwaion with the fleet ^ilready on that ftation, 
CO the cKecutioo of the projtfted invafion. This 
was doub?lef$ an objcd^ of great iniporrancc, and 
might have been eafily^ccoropHlbcd in the firft at- 
tempt yod^r the condad of general Hopfon ; but 
now the entcrprire was encumbered by many diffi- 
culties. Th^ iiland w^ ftrengthened with new 
fortiBcationiSt a ftrong body of troops, a numerous 
regulacedf n(iilitia» experienced officers, ajcd plenty 
of proviHon, artillery, and ammunition. 

On th^ third day of November tht new parlia- 
mtnt was opened at W^ftminfter *, and, as no mi-, 
nifterial influence had ^een ufed in ek£ting the 
members of which it was compoftd, it undoubted* 
Jy deferved the appellation of a free padi^ent j 
a phsenomenon which had not appeared la the , 
meridian of Great Britain for the fpace of ahpve 
forty years before this period. The king, being 
feated on the*thrbne, commanded the attendance 
of (he commons ; to whom he flgnified his plea* 
fure, by the mouth of the lord high chancellor, 
that they fliould return to their houfe, and chufe a 
new fpeaker. Accordingly their unanimous choice 
fell upon Sir John'Cufl, baronet, a gentleoiao o^ 
extenfive knowledge and dii^ioguiflicd probity, 
quatiSed in all refpedts to fup^Iy the room of Mr^ 
On Qow, who had fo long and ib worthily difcharged 
that important office. His majefly, repairing again 
to the houfe of peers on the fixth, approved of the 
fpeaker, and harangued the parliament in thefe 
words.

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'An.1761. •i My Lords and Gentlemen, 

" At the opening of the firft parKament, fum- 
moncd and cleAcd under my authority, I vitb 
pleafure take notice of an event, which has made 
tw compleatly happy, and given univerfal joy to 
my loring fnbjrfts. My marriage with a'princefo, 
eminently diftinguiflied by every virtue, and amiable 
endowment, whiift it affords me ajl poSible domef- 
tic comfort, cannot but highly contribute to the 
happinefs of my kingdoms ; which has been, and 
always fhall be, my firft objcift in every adien of 
my life. 

" It has been my earned wifh that this firft pe- 
riod of my reign might be marked with another 
felicity -, the r«ftoring of the bledings of peace to 
my people, and putting an end to tht* calamities of 
war, wider which fo great a pan ef Europe fuffcrs. 
•. But tho' overtures were made to mfc, and my good 
brother and ally the king of PrulTia, by tht kvtxsA 
belHgerant powers,- in order to a general' pacifica- 
tion, for which purpofe a congrefs was appointed ;

particular peace with thdt crown, which were Fol- 
fqwed by an aftual negotiation ; yet that congrefs 
hath not hitherto taken place, and the negotiation 
with France is entirely broken off. 

" The fincerity of my difpofition to eStfbuata 
this good work has been manifefted in the progrefs 
of it •, and I have the coiifolacion torefk€b, that the 
continuance of the war, and the farther efFufion of 
Chriftian blood, to which it was the defire of tny 
heart to ^t a ftop, cannot with juft'ce be ifnputed 
to me. 

" Olu: 
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*^ Our military operations have been in no degree An. 1761* 
fufptnded or delayed } and- it Has pleafed God to 
grant us farther inoportant fucccfles/ by the con* 
quefts of the iflands of Belleifle and Dominica; 
and by the reduftioji of Pondicherry, which hath 
in a manner annihilated the French power in the 
Eaft Indies, In other parts, where the enemy's 
humbers were greatly fuperior, their principal de- 
fignsand projetfts have been generally difappointed, 
by a condu(5l which doe^ the higheft honcmr to' the 
diftinguiflied capacity of my general prince Ferdi- 
nand of Branfwic, and by the valour of my troops. 
The. magnanimity and ability of ' the king of Pruf- 
fia have eminently appeared in refilling fuch nu- 
merous armies,, and. furniounting fo greardiffi* 
culticg. 

: *' Inthis fituation, I am glad to have an cppor- 
tufiity of receiving the trueft information of the 
fenfe of my people, by a new choice of their repre- 
fentativcs, I am fully perfuaded. you will agree 
uiith n)ein opinion, that the fteady exertion of our 
moft vigorous efforts, in every part where the enc* 
my mary'ftill be- attacked with* advantage, is the 
only picans that'can be prodadlivc of fuch a .peace, 
'as may with rcafon bccxpeded from, our fucceffis. 
It is therefore. my fixed refoiution, with your con- 
currence and fupport,, to carry on the war, in the 
pioft effeAual manner, for the intercft and advan- 
tage of my kingdoms ; and to maintain, to the ucv 
mpft of my pc^wer, the good faith and honour of 
Vny crown, "b^ adhering firmly to the engagements 
entered into-wiih my allies. ' In this I will perfe- 
Vere,' until my enemiefr, moved by theii* own loflts 
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h^A^fkl. gnd diftreflfes, and couched wichibe iftiferies of*(b 
many nations, ibiil yidd to the equitable condi« 
tions of an honottrable peac^ ; in which cafe, aa 
well as in the profecutioti o^ the war» I do afliire' 
yoUf no confideracion whatever ibaU make me de* 
part from the true incerefts of thefe my kingdoms^ 
and the honour and dignity of my crown. 

" Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

'^ I am heartily forry, that the neceflicy of large 
fupplies appears lb clearly from what has already 
been mentioned* The proper efti mates for the ier^* 
rices of the enfuing year (hall be laid before yott % 
and I defire you to gram me fuch fuppKe^> aa may 
enable- me to profecute the war with vigour, and a$ 
yCur own welfare and fecurity, in the prefenc criti-^ 
cal conjunfture, require, that we may happily put 
the laft hand to this great work. Whatfoavtf you 
give (ball be duly and faithfully applied. 

^' I dare fay your afl^ionate legatd for me and 
the queen makes you go before me in what I am 
next to mention ; the making an adequate and ho* 
noursble provifion for her fupport, in cafe ihc 
fhould I'urvive me.

Thefc expreflGons of confidence and cftccm, Addrefi 
twhic^i flowed fipm the heart of a patriot king, met ®^ ^^* 
with ibe njoft cordial returns of gratitude and af- 
fection. The two houfes unanimoufly reiblvcd to 
mddrefe their fovereign in the warmeft terms of zeal 
and attachment The commons, having thanked 
him for his moft gracious Ipeech from the throne, 
prefented , tHeir congratulations on the joyfbi and 
aufpicious event. of bis ' nuptials, with a princxfe 
defended from an illuftrious proteftant line, dif^ 
tinguilhed by the moft eminent graces and endow* * 
ments, worthy to be the partner of a throne, by 
pofleffing every virtue by which it could bC' 
adorned^ They expreflcd their deep fenfe of the 
aflTedtionaEte regard he had mani&fted for his people, 
by con ful ting, on this important and incereitisg 
occafion, as on every other, the happinels oi them 
and their pofterity. They aiTured him, that with 
hearts full of gratitude for this fignal inftance of 
Jiis royal attention to the welfare of his fubjeds^ 
and thoroughly (enfible of the exalted naerit of his 
tlluftrious confort, his faithful commons would not

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Att. iyet. the blcltmgs of peace. They declared their admn 
ration of that humanity (o becoming * the royal 
breaft, which, amidft the fucccffes of his own king- 
doms, felt for the calamities of other nations. 
They profcfled themfclvcs fully pcrfuadcd, that 
thofe beneficent difpofitioqs which induced his ma- 
jefty to propofe a congrefs for a general pacifica* 
tion, and to engage in a negotiation with France 
for a particular peace, could not have failed of the 
defired effeft^. if the enemy, influenced by the fame 
motives, had Ihcwn the fame good intentions, and 
would have complied with fuch conditions as were 
rcquifite for the accomplifhment of that fdlutary 
work. They teftified the mod graceful ackhow* 
ledgment of hii majefly's vigilance and firmnefs, in 
not fuffering the hopes and expeftations of peace to 
produce the leaft fufpeocfc or relaxation in the exeri- 
tibn of his arms y and cprtgratulated his majefty on 
jhofe happy fucicflcs, which, under the good pro«^ 
vidence of God, they afcribcd ;a <bc wildom and 
vijgour of -his niajefty's meafures : to thefe they 
Dwed the rtduftion .pf Dominica, ^the <onqueft of 
JBellcifle, atchieyed with h much reputation to tht 
Britifli armsi and the deftrudion pf the enerfty's 
power Jn the Eaft Indies, by the acquifitioh^of 
Pondicherry, their laft rernainingicttjeinent; of pny 
ftrength in thofe countries. They obferved, thai; 
^hie wife and abfe condu<3: 9f h*9 ferene bigl^nefs 
•prince Ferdinand of .Brunfwic, ^wheireby he had 
iucceflively defeated the proje^ pf the ehemy^ 
^nd prevented their making that progrcfs, which> 
from their fuperior nunibcrs, they expcded ; tpge^ 
Cher with that gracious approbation which , Jbis ma^ 
■ ' * i jefty 
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jefty had been plcaftd loexprefs of the valour of 4*-^7^^* 
his troops ; could not but give the higheft fitisfac- 
tion to his faithful commons. They faid, they favf 
with juft admiration repeated proofs, in every cam- 
paign, of that unfhaken refolution, and of thofc 
adopifhing efforts, which afone could have enabjed 
Ivs majefty's great ally, the king of Pruflia, to rer 
fift the numerous forces of his enemies. They 
aflured him, he might depend upon their intirc 
concurrence and fupport, in the moft effeftual pro- 
fecution of the war, for the intereft and advantage 
of Great Britain ; and in maintaining, to the ut- 
moft of their power* the good faith and honour of * 
his majefty's crown, and the engagements entered 
into with his allies: and they. declared themfelves 
truly fenfible>, that the conftant care and attention 
of' his majefty-to purfue the moft vigorous mea* . 
fures, in every part, where any fuccefsful impref- 
iion could ftill be made upon the enemy, were the 
.only means to attain that defirable objeit, an ho- 
nourable and lafting .peace. They acknowledged, 
with the deepefl gratitude, that moft endearing ex- 
jireffion of his maj-fiy's unbounded goodnefs and 
,afFe6tion towards his native country, in the folemn 
declaration* which he had b^en pleafed to make, 
'that, as well in the profecution of the war as in the 
conclufion of the peace, no confideration whatever 
lliould induce him to depart from the true interefls 
of his kingdoms, and from the honour and dig- 
nity of his crown. They gave him to underftahd, 
. that his faithful commons v/ould chearfuUy graqt 
Tuch fupplies as the nature and extent of the feveral 
fcrvices fliould be found to require, firmly relying 
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Aflrirfii. on his ihajcfty'^ wifdom and juftice, that they 
would be applied with the ftrifteft i^economy, and 
in fuch a mantiier as might iifK>ft eSt^yally afkfwer 
the great ends for which they (hould be granted. 
They expreffed thrir earneft defire^, that this firft 
parliament, convened by his authority, might, by 
their condu6V> give his majefty a happy proof of 
the zeal, ih? loyalty, and the affeftion of his people* 
They concluded with faying, that, fenfible of the 
difficult crifis in which they were aflembled^ they 
were determined to concur, with the greateft fiifm* 
nefs and unanimity, in whatever might contribute 
to the public welfare, might tend to defeat the 
views arid expeftations 6f their enemies, and con- 
vince the worfd, that there were no difficulties 
which his majefty*s wifdom and petfeverante, with 
the . affiftance of his parliamehr, could Hot fuf'* 
mount. 

Whether this addrcfs was really framed by the 
committee appointed for thiit purpoie. Of only

able cuftom which had prevailed fince the acceffion 
of the houfc of Hanover, fo as to re- echo, coin* 
eide, and fympathize with the fpeeeh from the 

t ne, like the bafs and treble, in the fame air, 

compofed by the fame artift, and played by the 
fiime mufician, we fhall not pretend to detefmihe ; 
but furely nothing could have been better calcu- 
lated to fupport the fprrits of thofe allien ^nd fub- 
iidiaries, ge;ierals and contradlof^, who were in- 
terefted in the profecution of a continental war. 
Many warm friends to their country hoped that 
this was the lafl vibration of the difmal G— — -n 
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kncH, which had founded fb long in the cars 6f An. 1761. 
(ifeiit Brttiin : they/wifhcd, and hoped, that, for 
ihe future, «i amiable and fenfible prince, ivho 
reigned in the hearts of his people, would exert 
that vigour of oiind With which he was fo liberally 
endowed by nature ; that he would vindicate his 
own thoughts, (peak his own lentiments, and de« 
viate from the trite and hackneyed path of m— ^ 
form, at all times ridiculous, and at no time ne- 
ceffary, except when the throne is occupied by a 
prince who can neither think for himfelf, nor fpeak 
the language of his Own kingdom. 

Over and above this affedronate addrefs to his ma- 
jcfty, a meilkge was fcnt by the commons to congra- 
tulate thequeen upon her royal nuptials *, to exprefg 
the unfeigned joy and fatisfadion which the hoOfe 
felt upon feeing the moft ardent wiihes of a faithful 
people* anxious nof only for the prefent and futuri 
welfare of thefe kingdoms, but alfo for the imme- 
diate and domefttc happinel^ of their excellent fo- 
vcreign, To compleatly crowned by his majcfty^s 
wife and happy Choice of the royal partner of his 
throne ; and to aflbrc her majefty of the moft duti- 
ful and zedous attachment of the commons. 

' As a great clamour had been raifed againft the Tranfac- 
compelling claufein the aft, paffed during the laft ^^J[?^|* 
feffion, for the relief of infolvent debtors, this wa^ menu 
a circumftance which, previous to all other legiila- 
tive meafures, engaged the attention of the com- 
mons. The houfe was moved'^that the claufe might 
l^e repealed s and leave being given to bring in a. 
bill for that purpofe, it foon acquired the fandion 
of the royal authority. That manifold frauds and 

abufcs 
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^*- '76'« abufes were committed in confequence of tfcis daufe 
is not to be denied ; but whether, under proper rcr 
ilrii6tlQns, it might not have been rendered a falu* 
tary regulation, in favour of induftry .and com* 
merce, will admit of a dlfpute. Certain it is, great 
pumbers of people, who were rpined in confe- 
quence of this privilege claimed by their debtors, 
thought themfelves cruelly treated, in being de^- 
privcd of the fame benefit. The houfe of comr 
/ mons, in order to manifeft the warmth of their 

attachment to their fovereign, proceeded to take 
into confideration that part of bis fpeech relating 
to his royal confort. They refolvcd, that, in cafe 
Ibe fhould furvive his majefty, Ihe fliould enjoy a 
proviCon pf one hundred xhoufands per annum 
during her life, together with the palace of Somer- 
fet-hcufe, and the lodge and lands at Richmond 
old Park : that the king, fhould be enabled to 
charge that annuity upon all or any part of fuch 
of the revenues, as, by an aft made in the lad 
fefTion for the fupport of his majefty's houfhold, 
were direfted to be, during the king's life, confoli- 
dated with the aggregate fund, and fliould be fub- 
fifting after his majefty's demife ; and to charge all 
or any part of the aggregate fund, as a collateral 
fecurity for making good the faid annuity. A bill 
formed on thefe relolutions pafTed both houfes with- 
out oppofition, and received the royal aflent ori 
the fccond day cf December ; when the fpeaker 
pronounced a fpeech, addrefTed to his majefty, re- 
plete with exprelEons of loyalty and affedion. 

Their next care was to examine eftimates, arid 
provide for the prcfecution of ihe war. They 

' ' voted 
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Voted ftventy thoufand feamcn for the fcrvice of SMppli^»\ 
the enfuing year : they maintained the latid-forces 8^*"^ 
to the mamber of fixty fcven thoufand fix hundred 
and fevcnty-fix, over and above the militia of Eng- 
land^ the two regiments of fcncible men in North 
Britain,, the provincial troops in North America, 
and fixty-feven thoufand one hundred and feventy- 
feven German auxiliaries to fupport the war of 
Weftphalia. ■ In proportioning the fupply, they 
likewife made good the foreign fubfidies, as well 
as the deficiencies in the grants of the laft fcflion. 
Befides the (landing revenue of the nation, confift- 
ing of the land-tax and malt-tax, and the other 
impofitions already laid for raifing the inrerefl: of 
the public debt, it was found neceffary to borrow 
twelve millions * on remote funds for the fervice 
of the year s ^nd this ftep was taken accordingly.

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• The fum of twelve mil- 
iions was raifed in the fol- 
lowing manner. Every con- 
tributor, for every hundred 
pounds contributed^ was in- 
titled to an annuity, tranf- 
ferable at the bank of Eng- 
land, after the rate of four 
per centum per annum for 
nineteen years ; and then to 
ftand reduced to three per 
centum per annum, redeem- 
able by parliament ; and alfo 
to an annuity, transferable

and that every contriburor

ment ; that it was in that very moment the war 
wasdeclaredj and the king*s dignity violently at- 
tacked ^ and the earl might retire how and when 
he fhould think proper. Nothing could be more 
idle and frivolous than this pretence for taking 
umbrage. Had the Englifli minified- failed in 
point of pundilio, and made an abrupt demand, 
unauthorized by the law of nations, the court of 
Madrid 'might have refented his perfonal beha- 
viour, and complained of it by their ambaflador at 
Londoo 5 bur,, tvcn in that cafe, the affront would

Martinique is the moft populous and flounlfaing 
of 4U the colonies whkh^ the French nation pofle& 
m America. ^ Its towns^ and harbours are ftrongly 
fortified : the country icftlf is rendered extreme- 
ly difficult of accefs ;by woods, pafles, rivers, 
rockf, and ravines ; d^ended by a body of cegulac 
troops^ and reinforc^.by a dtfciplined nitiiii^, faid 
tQ confift of ten thou fand white natives^ be&des four 
tiihes that* number of negroes^ whom they can arm 
in cafes of emergency. The reduction! of tMs 
ifland was an oli^ed of the greateft confequence to 
/ Great Britain, not only on account of its own in- 
trinfic worthy and the detriment which the lofs of 
it muft occafion to the enemy, ^ut likewife for the 
fecurity of the Ehgiifh jQands, apong which it is 
fituated, and of the BriciOi tnading ikips, which 
were terribly annjbycd by the privateers of Marti-

Account The armament from North America and Eng- 
of the ex- land, undjcr the command of major- general Monck- 
to tha^ ^^^ ^^^ rear-admiral ^lodney, amounting to cigh-. 
ifland. "tecri battalions, and "as manylhips of , the line, bc- 
fides* frigates, bombs, and fire-mips, having rcn- 
dezvoufed at Barbadoes in the month of Decem- 
ber, proceeded from thence on the fifth day of 
January-, and on the eighih the fleet and tranf- 
porrs anchored in St. Anne's Bay, in the caftern 
part .of Martinique, after the (hips of war had 
filcnc^d fome batteries which the enemy had erefted 
on that part of the coaft. ^ In the courfe of this 
fervice,'the Raifonable, a Ihip of the line, was, by 
the ignorance of the pilot, run upon a reef of

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rocks, from, whence (he could not be difcngaged. An. 1762. 
chough the men were faved, together with her 
ftores and artillery. The general, however, judg- 
ing this an improper place for a difembarkation, \ 
two brigades, commanded by the brigadiers Havi- 
I^d and Grant, were detached under convoy to the 
bay of Petite* Anfr, where a battery was cannonaded 
and taken by the feamen and marines. Thefe bri- 
gades were foon followed by the whole army, and

firft dcGgn. . The two brigades, however, with the 
light infantry under lieutenant- colonel Scot, while 
they remained on (bore,, were attacked in the night 
by a body of grenadiers, freebooters, negroes, and 
rnulattoes, w|io had been fent over from Fort-^ 
Royal ; but they met wjth fuch a warm reception 
as compelIe4 them , tQ> retreat with precipitation, 
after having fuftained fome lofs. 

The troops being landed at Cas ,dc? Navires, Stirreader 
and ^reinforced with, two battalions ^f marines, of ForN

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Au. ij62p folved to defend to the laft cDctremify; The Eng- 
li(h commander, having ere6led a battery to favouc*

day of January. In the dawn of the niomJng, 
brigadier Grants at the head df the g^cnadidrs, fup- 
ported by lord R olio's brigade^ attacked the' ad^^ 
Tanced pofts of the enemy, under a briik ftre of 
the batteries ; while brigadier Rufine ii^ich his bri- 
gade, reinforced by the marines, marched up on the! 
right to attack the redoubts that were raifed alon^ 
the fhore^ and the light infantry under cofonet 
Scot, fupported by the brigade of Walfti, advanced 
on the left of a plantation, in order^ if pjofTible, to ; 
turn the enfemy. They fucceeded in their attempt^ 
while the grenadiers were engaged in driving the 
French from one poft to another; and this motiott 
contributed in a great meafure XJb the fuccefs of thd 
day. By nirtc in the' morning they were in poflef- 
fion of the Mornc Toitwfon, and all the redoubts 
and batteries with which it \^as fortified. The ene- 
my retired in confufioh to the town of Fort^Royaly 
and to theMome Gamier, which, beibg iriore high 
and inacceffible than the- other, was deemed im- 
pi-aftjcable. During the contell f6r the pofleflion' 
ofTortuefon, brigadifer'Havilandv at the head of 
his brlgade,^ with two battalions' of highlanders^ 
and another corps of light- infantry under majo^

on the oppofitei heigh ti, in hope of being aMe ta

Next day the Eng- 
liCb began to ered batteries againft the citadel of 
Fort-Royal > but were^greatly annoyed from Morne 
Garnier* On the twenty-feventh, about fouf in^ 
the afternoon, the enemy made a furious attack^, 
with the greateft part of th«ir forces, on the poft*

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An. 1761. French regular troops had fled into the toivn, and 
the militia difptrfcd in the codniry. -The govef-^ 
nor of the citadel, perceFving the EogHih em- 
ployed in credingbatteries on the different bbighcs 
by which he was commanded, ordered the chamadtf 
Co be beat, and furrendered t-he place bf (iapitula- 
tioil. On the fourth of February the gate <rf the 
citadel was delivered up to the Englif^ ; and next 
morning the garrifoii, to the number of eight hun« 
dredi marched dut with the honours of war. * Im- 
mediately after the rcdudion of Fort-Royil, tJcpu- 
. rations weie fent from'difitrent quarters of the 
jfland, d^fii-ing a capitulation : but the governor^ 
general, Mr; de la Tbuche, retired with his forces 
to St. Pierre, which he propofed to defend with un- 
common vigour." On the feventh, Pidgcofiilfland, 
Which WAS ftrongly fortified, and counted one of 
the beft defences of the harbour, furrendered at the 
firft fummons, and obtained a capiculaticn fimikr 
to that of the citadel. Iv was* agreed, that the 
troops of the French king (hould be traniported 
to RochfOrt in France -, that the militia ihould lay 
down their arms, and remain prifoners of war until 
tht fate of the ifland fliould be determined. Thefe 
(ignal fuccelTes wei^e obtained at the fmail expence 
of about four hundred men, including a few offi-» 
cers, killed and wounded in. the different attacks ^ 
l?ut the lofs of the enemy was much more coali- 
derable. The moft remarkable circumftance of 
this encerprize^ was the furprifing boldoefs and aia^ 
crity of the fcamen, who, by force of arm, drew 
a number of heavy mortars and (hips cannon up 
the fteepeft mountains to a confiderablc diftance

17614 
to whkh they expofed themfeiveS wtth amazing 
indiflfercnicc* Fourteen- French privatee/s were: 
{aohd in fhe harbour of Pore-Royal } and a much 
greater number, from other ports in the ifland, 
Wofc deKwrcd up to adtniral Rodney, in confe- 
quenctt of the capitulatic|r with the inhabitants, 
who,' Iff ill otheer refpe<3», were very farourably 
treited* .

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411,1762. gion, laws, and property^ they had now an oppor* 
tunUy of exporting their produce to ad ranuge, 
and of being fupplied with all neceflaries fron> 
the dominions of Great Britain ; whereas, before

tjiey were obliged to depend even for fubfiftence. 
upon the mod: precarious and .ha^&ardoiis. methods 

f of fupply. By the reduftioa of Martinique, the 

iflands .of Antigua, St. Chriftopher's, and Nevis, 
together with the (hips, trading to thefe CQlooies^ 
are perfefUy fecured againft the depredations of the 
enemy ; and Great Britain acquires an annual, addi- 
tion in commerce, at leaft» to the amovt^t of one miU 
lion fterling. While general Monckton was em- 
ployed in regulating the capitulation of this ifland^ 
commodore S wanton failed with a .fmall fquadron 
to the. ifle of Grenade^ which, with fome othera 
poifefled by the French, depends upon Martinique^ 
and in all probability would fubmit without oppo^ 
fition. . , 
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The confideraw part of mankind will cafily con- 
ceive the nUmberlefs danger^, and diiEculcieSji which 
a writer Has to encounter and fortnount in publi(h<<- 
ihg the Hiftbry of his own Times, cxpofcdto tht 
contradidlion of liWng evidences, who have feen in 
different "lights, and^of confequence varied in their 
repreferitation of many tranfaftions in which they 
thcmfelves have been principally concerned;

the flag of trace, the general 
would have tried the efFeflof 
a fecond otefTage, which Mr. 
Moore warmly oppofed, re- 
commending it to him to fe- 
cond his blow while the ene- 
my were in conAernation, 
and offering to aflift him with 
the mariners who were under 
bis command. This attack 
he tlie more ftroogly recom« 
niended as he knew the na- 
ture of the climate, andfore- 
Vaw the troops would foon be 
^vcakened bydiilemper. Had 
bis advice been taken« in all 
probability, the conqueft of 
the iHand would have been 
finilhed m a few days ; for all 
or moil of the pods which 
the enemy pofTefled on the 
<?apefterre fide, were fortified 
•fter tbe landing of the Eng- 
liili forces: and, whatever

Above 
aft this, was the grand camp, 
from which their cannon com- 
manded the road. From 
thence there was another, 
which led to the iDos'd'Ane, 
not above (7x feet broad, a 
perpendlcolar precipice on 
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fti^y have been faid of the 
bravery of ' the inhabitants^, 
certain it is» that» as foon as 
they were attacked^ they 
abandoned all their pods fu^* 
ceffively, almod without re- 
iiftance ; nor was there any 
reaibn to extol the courage 
and intrepidity of madam 
Ducharmey, who was faid to 
have defended her plantation 
at the head of her flaves and 
dependents. 


When the marines had 
taken pofieffion of Fort Loui$> 
Mr, Moore, at the defire of 
general Hppfon, went on 
board the Panther^ accomr 
panied by colonel Clave ring, 
to reconnoitre the coad, and 
fixed upon a landing-place 
near Arnonville, where the

each (ide of above fourfcore 
feet. This was flanked by
